Throughout the five Annual Reports in which we have 
been associated, we have not failed to measure the rise a,nd 
fall of Prison population, from the year 1846, in which 
the famine and its consequences first began to affect in- 
juriously our social system, up to 1850, the point of cul- 
mination, since which period a normal decline has been 
happily observable down to the present date, as evidenced

The column containing the daily average for the four 
last years, shows that in many of the Gaols the number 
has fallen below that recorded for the seven years ending- 
in 1846, the intermediate years being bracketed apart 
as exceptional, but the aggregate of prisoners confined 
in the past year still exhibits a very large excess over a 
similar total in 1846, being as 73,733 to 47,311 ; the 
latter sum, it is to be further remarked, as we have 
taken occasion to point out in previous reports, repre- 
senting a census which embraced nearly two millions 
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Thirty-third more than that taken in 1851. There is, however, a 
r 20L l considerable improvement in the character of crime, in- 
asmuch as a reduction in the graver breaches of the law 
is traceable from year to year, the preponderance being- 
produced by those minor delinquencies, which sprung up 
and took root during the season of adversity. Of this 
reduction, no more conclusive proof can be adduced than 
a comparison of the Daily average of 1840 and of last 
year, namely, 5,470 and 5,704-1, which differ very 
slightly in amount, although the totals stand at 47,311 
and 73,733 respectively ; this apparent anomaly being 
caused by the shorter terms of imprisonment, which are 
unmistakable indications of a lower grade of offences, a 
result corroborated bv the “ Criminal Tables,” compiled 
in the office of the Chief Secretary.

The relative proportion of females in the foregoing 
table, we regret to state, has advanced to 43'4 per cent. ; 
that of 1853 having been only 4T8 ; an advance, which

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is the more to be lamented, because in the majority of 
our Gaols the department assigned to prisoners of this . — 

sex rarely contains one-third of the entire accommoda- 
tion. W e have frequently endeavoured to impress upon 
the local authorities the ‘policy of combating this evil, 
and we cannot venture to entertain hopes of any ame- 
lioration, until fitting provision for carrying out stringent 
discipline shall be furnished. On the other hand, we are 
not disposed to be sanguine as to a continual decrease of 
male prisoners from external causes, which at this moment 
present a peculiarly favourable aspect, the regular 
progress of population having not yet supplied the 
abnormal deficit caused by famine, disease, and emigra- 
tion, which latter, although considerably checked during 
the years 1853 and 1854, was immediately after the 
fearful visitation inflicted upon this country, pushed 
almost to the extent of depletion. But if hereafter, as 
may be expected, in the event of the restoration of 
peace, a fall in prices should take place, the conse- 
quent diminution of employment on the part of the land- 
holders, and the throwing back upon the labour market 
of those whom the war establishment had withdrawn 
from it, could not fail to swell largely, as before, the 
ranks of petty offenders, and to renew and multiply the 
difficulties of due reception and classification in our 
prisons.

We recognize in Table 7, with great satisfaction, the 
considerable decrease for the country at large as com- 
pared with the preceding year, being 19T3 per cent. ; 
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but this decline appears not to affect equally the Metro- 
politan district, to which youthful vagrants would na- 
turally resort. — (Table 9.) 

On the other hand, Table No. 8 affords less cause for 
congratulation; the aggregate of those who return again 
and again to prison being nearly the same for the two 
past years, although the difference in the totals upon 
which they are calculated amounts to 2,552. 

The latter result, coupled with the remarkable excess, 
(Table 10), not only in complete orphanage, but in all 
the remaining conditions of imperfect parental relation, 
except illegitimacy, would indeed furnish grounds for 
grave anxiety, if we did not see in them irrefragable 
arguments tor the intervention of the St’ate, which, we 
trust, will not long be withheld, in behalf of those who 
are thus bereft of natural protection, or have become 
from other causes destitute of necessary care and super- 
vision. 

Health, Dietary, and Expenditure. 

The improved sanitary condition of our gaols and the 
sufficiency of the dietary, are satisfactorily proved by the 
striking diminution of mortality, which appears in the 
following comparative returns for live years; and when 
we consider that in the year immediately preceding, 
namely, 1849, the enfeeblement by famine of those com- 
mitted, and the generation of disease by overcrowding, 
had raised the deaths to the appalling amount of l,30t>, 
we have abundant reason to be thankful.

With regard to the dietary, we felt it our duty to bring 
under the consideration of the Judges of the Queen’s 
Bench a matter which, in our opinion, involves a ques- 
tion of considerable importance to our juvenile popu- 
lation. In the course of our inspections of gaols 
throughout the kingdom, it had been represented to us, 
and we had received several written communications to 
the same effect from the local authorities, that in con- 
sequence of the difference existing between the dietaries 
of the Prisons and the Workhouses, the youthful of both 
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Thirty-third sexe g (but almost exclusively the males) are induced to 
‘ffl' either commit offences within the walls of the latter in- 
stitutions, or immediately upon leaving them, in order 
to obtain the higher scale of food which is established in 
the former. In the Prison dietary there are but two 
classes as to age — namely, those at and below ten years, 
and those above it; whereas, in the Workhouses there 
is a subordinate and intermediate classification for those 
between the ages of nine and fifteen years. The annexed 
Schedule shows the nature and amount of food issued 
daily. 

Gaol Dietary at and above fifteen years of aye. 

1st Class, Males. — Breakfast : 8 oz. meal, in stirabout, 
and 1 pint new’ milk. Dinner : 1 4 oz. bread, and \ pint 
new milk. 

2nd Class, Females. — Breakfast: 7 oz. meal, in stir- 
about, and i pint of new milk. Dinner : 1 2 oz. bread, 
and J pint of new milk. 

Workhouse Dietary for Boys and Girls above nine and 
under 15 years of age. 

Breakfast. — Five oz. Indian meal, and ^ pint new 
milk. Another meal.— Not less than 8 oz. of bread, 
and J pint of new milk. Third Meal. — Four oz. brown 
bread. 

It is to be observed that the Prison allowance for males 
between the ages of ten and fifteen years, exceeds that 
of the poorhouse by no less than three oz. of meal and 
two oz. of bread daily. 

Under these circumstances, therefore, with the view 
not only of removing the temptation to violate the law, 
which this discrepancy affords, but of placing prisoners 
who have been already convicted, or who are at least 
charged with the commission of offences, upon the same 
scale of food as that to which the guiltless inmates of the 
workhouse have been for some time restricted, we res- 
pectfully submitted that it would be advisable to cancel 
the existing class in the Prison Dietary, numbered 3, 
“ Males and Females under Ten Years,” and to substitute 
the words “ under Fifteen Years of age,” adopting at 
the same time the workhouse scale for boys and girls 
between nine and fifteen ; for we deem it unnecessary 
to enter into any further subdivision, inasmuch as 
prisoners under nine years of age are seldom or never 
committed to gaol. In order, however, to prevent the 
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possibility of any injurious consequences resulting from Thirty. third 
this reduction, we ventured to suggest that a full discre- ‘IZ. ' 
tionary power should be vested in the Medical Officers 
to grant an extra allowance of food in all cases in which 
a larger amount of nourishment should appear to them to 
be necessary for the due preservation of health. These 
suggestions, we are happy to state, appeared to the Court 
to be well grounded, and accordingly, under its sanction, 
we have taken the necessary steps for putting the reduced 
dietary into immediate operation.

The expenditure of 1854 exceeds that of 1852 and 
1853, but is obviously accounted for by the enormous 
rise which has taken place in the prices of provisions and 
of all necessaries, and by the consequent advances in the 
salaries of the subordinate prison officers, in order to 
enable them to meet their increased liabilities. 

Improvements in Accommodation and Discipline. 

Antrim . — The chapel, which is used as a school-room, 
has been artificially heated. The separate system is main- 
tained in its integrity throughout all the criminal classes. 

Armagh . — A new wing is progressing to completion, 
being adapted with the prescribed requirements for ex- 
tending to the females the “ separate system,” which is 
already in operation among the males. 
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Thirty-third. Carlow . — An extension of the female prison, prepared 
Report. ^ carrying out “ separation ” among prisoners of this 
sex, has been finished, and duly certified to be fit for 
occupation. 

Clare . — Separation among the males is observed by 
night in the cells, and by day in the work-rooms, &c., 
the prisoners being congregated only at meals and in the 
school. 

Cork County . — All criminal prisoners are kept sepa- 
rate in stalls during the hours set apart for meals and 
labour, and at night as far as the accommodation will 
admit. 

Down . — The separate system lias been carried, out 
strictly with thirty male juveniles during periods of 
confinement ranging from seven days to nine months 
without any relaxation. 

Dublin County . — A building has been erected to con- 
tain a capstan-mill. 

Dublin City. — Richmond Bridewell . — The old system 
of heating the prison with, gun-barrel pipes, laid along 
the corridor, has been condemned, and an improved plan 
adopted for heating the entire east side of the upper 
prison, including three surgical wards, and nine cells in 
the hospital yard, as also a class in the lower prison. 
A section containing thirty-two cells and three corridors 
was refitted with complete success not only in regard to 
efficacy, but in simplicity of management, and in economy 
of fuel. The other portion of the prison,' which is now 
undergoing alteration upon the same principle, extends 
to eighty cells, three wards containing thirty beds, and 
nine corridors. A saving of three and a-half hundred 
of coal per diem will be effected by this improvement. 
The plan is simple, consisting of a two-inch metal pipe, 
rising from a small saddle-shaped boiler which passes 
through the cells, and returns along the corridor to the 
boiler. 

Dublin City — Grangegorman . — Three cells in diffe- 
rent yards have been fitted up for the solitary punish- 
ment of very refractory prisoners; and have proved very 
effectual, not only in bringing such prisoners in a short 
time to a sense of duty, but in deterring others from 
similar violations of discipline. 

Fermanagh . — Eight new single cells, adapted for in- 
dustrial labour, a laundry, and a workshop, have been 
constructed, and some improvements in the sewerage 
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have been effected. The separate system has been ap- d 

plied to the males in a modified degree, their cells not — ' 
being fitted with the prescribed requirements. 

Galway County . — Some approximation to separation 
is attempted with regard to the worst class of females. 

Kerry . — A new van-house lias been built outside the 
gaol, and also a store or lumber -house. Two school- 
rooms, with fire-places, have been constructed, one for 
males and the other for females. Two of the sheds in 
the female department have been fitted up with fire- 
places, and are intended to be occupied as day-rooms. 

Two large cells in the same quarter have also been 
furnished with fire-places, and are allocated to female 
debtors of a respectable . class. A shoemaker’s shop has 
been furnished with a stove, and the smith’s forge has 
been much enlarged. The old van-house has been con- 
verted into a straw store. The timber sheds in the 
insulating passage have been slated and painted, and the 
Board of Superintendence have sanctioned the subdivi- 
sion of the large cells in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the Inspectors-General of Prisons. 

Kildare, Athy . — Some improvements in sewerage have 
been effected, and a stove has been erected in the 
laundry. 

Naas . — Three washing-houses have been built, and 
an extensive main-sewer has been constructed. A modi- 
fication of the separate system has been applied to male 
juveniles. 

Kilkenny County . — The separate system is in ope- 
ration. 

Kings County . — Eight cells adapted to the separate 
system are completed, and fit for occupation ; the 
requisite regulations having been duly approved by the 
Lord Lieutenant in Council. 

Leitrim . — A scutching machine has been erected in 
the new workshops, in order to give a variety of em- 
ployment to the prisoners. . 

Limerick County . — A building containing the tread- 
wheel has been constructed. A drying-room has been 
fitted up ; stoves have been placed in the school and 
work-rooms, and the artificial heating of the separate 
class has been improved. Seventeen male juveniles are 
kept in strict separation, except during the periods of 
punitive labour, when they are subjected to vigilant 
supervision. 
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T> ‘jtepart d Limerick City . — A portion of the female prison has 
— been converted into a school-room for prisoners of this 
sex. An improvement has been made in the ventilation, 
by opening windows at the ends of the passages in the 
quarters assigned to felons and misdemeanants, and in 
the lighting at night, by substituting gas for oil lamps. 
Louvers have been attached, where required, to some 
of the windows, in order to prevent intercommunication. 
The separate system is not in force, but thirty-four 
males are kept daily during the hours of labour in sepa- 
rate stalls. An improved classification has been adopted 
by the Board, by which an additional yard has been 
obtained for the females, affording the means of selecting 
and separating those of a better character from the more 
depraved ; and, also, amongst the males for separating 
those committed for larceny and felony from those im- 
prisoned for assaults and vagrancy, &c. 

Londonderry . — One room in the female department 
has been divided into two, and artificially heated for 
separate confinement. 

Louth . — The separate system is extended in its integ- 
rity to all criminal prisoners. 

Queen’s County . — Partial “ separation ’’ is maintained 
among the male and female juveniles. 

Roscommon . — The female prison has been extended, 
and a new sewer in connexion with it has been con- 
structed. 

Sligo . — Separation ” in a modified form is carried 
out by keeping the males apart in the working sheds. 

Tipperary, Nenagh. — Eave-gutters have been attached 
to the male prison and to the hospital, and to two wings 
of the female quarter. One of the wells has been deep- 
ened to an extent of twenty-two and a-half feet, and a 
force-pump is about to be erected. An approximation 
to the separate system is maintained here. 

Tyrone . — There are two new wings here in the course 
of erection, intended for the occupation of female prison- 
ers, and the old gaol is undergoing alteration, with the 
view of its adaption to the “ separate system.” 

Waterford County . — Four washing-sheds have been 
built. 

Westmeath . — It is in contemplation to divide four 
large cells into eight, for the purpose of establishing the 
separate system to this extent in the female prison. 

Wexford . — The master debtors’ apartments have been 
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•floored with boards, and the corridor with tiles, in lieu of Thirty-tUrd 
flags ; and artificial heating has been established in the ZZ ' 
■new female quarter. A partial approach to “separation” 

•is attempted among the females and the male juveniles. 

Wicklow . — A presentment has been passed by the 
Grand Jury for building a laundry and drying-room. 

The separate system has been strictly carried out by 
night and during meals, in forty cells, in which tried 
male felons and misdemeanants are confined, and as far 
as possible in the other classes. 

General State of Accommodation, Discipline, 
and Instruction. 

The improvements recorded above, which have been 
carried into execution during the past year, form but a 
small instalment of the indispensable requirements, in 
which we regret to state the majority of our gaols are 
still deficient ; and, in order to place before the autho- 
rities the extent of such deficiency, we subjoin an ana- 
lytic summary of the condition of the prisons of this 
kingdom in reference to the accommodation, to the 
forms of discipline, and to the amount of instruction, 
both industrial and educational. 

Firstly, as to accommodation. The Surveyor-General* 
of Prisons (England), in his Fourth Report, page 57, ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of State, has laid down the 
scale of measurement specified in the annexed extract 
:as one fitted for carrying out “ separation .” 

“I deemed it my duty to bring- the subject under 
your notice, and the result has been an arrangement by 
.which cells of smaller dimensions appropriate for the 
ordinary periods of from three to six months may be 
specially certified for such periods, and you have been 
enabled to sanction the erection of such cells accordingly. 

In the preparation of the plans, the course I suggest is, 
to provide a proportionate number of cells adapted for 
prisoners before trial, and for the longest periods of 
separate confinement ; and others of smaller dimensions 
for the majority of prisoners under short terms. Thus, 
instead of all cells being, thirteen feet long by seven 
wide, they have in some instances been reduced to nine 
■or ten feet long by six wide, and eight feet high from 
floor to ceiling.” 

* So such office exists in Ireland, the' duties -which attach to it 
-temg-'-discharved- without emolument by the Inspectors-Q-eneral.

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Thirty-third it will be observed that such reduced dimensions are 
Se P° rt - considered as available only in cases of comparatively 
short imprisonment; but even assuming them, on a gene- 
ral basis, as sufficient for the longer periods of confine- 
ment, we shall find how lamentably inadequate the exist- 
ing buildings are for putting into operation the sole prac- 
ticable system, consistent with humanity, which can be 
expected to permanently correct, or at least deter delin- 
quents. . 

Our gaols at present comprise 4,/ 62 single cells, 409 
other cells, and 476 rooms furnished with beds , the two 
latter, as their name implies, being allocated exclusively 
to “ associated ” imprisonment. Of the single cells, how- 
ever, there are but 3,323 of the foregoing size, or which 
contain in the aggregate the same number 01 cubic feet, 
the remainder being of lesser capacity. Again of the 
409 double cells, there are 77 capable of subdivision 
into two or more, whose space would be equivalent to 
the above measurement. Some additional accommodation, 
though to an inconsiderable extent, might, doubtless, be 
further obtained by the conversion of the day-rooms into 
similar cells, inasmuch as under the separate system, such 
rooms would no longer be required the congregation oi 
prisoners being especially forbidden — so that the total of 
cells applicable to the establishment of the separate 
system would, probably, on the most favourable calcula- 
tion, fall short of 4,000. In stating the above number of 
single cells to be applicable to the separate system, we must 
not be understood to convey that the whole ot them, oi 
that even the majority, are now prepared, or about to be 
prepared for effecting this desirable object, the actual 
amount of “ separation ” being very limited. In our 
reports upon the several gaols we have adopted a species 
of classification for ascertaining the gradations oi the 
system, which we divide into “ complete, “ partial, ana 

“ approximative.” . „ . 

By “ complete ” we understand the maintenance ot it 
throughout all the criminal classes in its integrity, ac- 
cording to the prescriptions of the 3rd and 4th Vic., 
chap. 44. ; by “ partial,” the establishment of it under 
similar regulations in one or more sections; the remainder 
of the gaol being administered on the plan of “associa- 
tion,” subject of course to the classification directed by 
the old “Prisons Act;” and by “approximative we 
s nify that every effort is made to prevent intermixtuie, 
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and undue communication, such as keeping each prisoner Th £^~ ort 
apart not only at night in a single cell, but during meals, — 
and at the periods allocated to punitive and industrial 
labour, by attaching separate compartments to the tread- 
wheel, and by constructing stalls in the yards, workshops, 
laundries, and lavatories. 

“ Complete separation ” is in operation, or about to be 
immediately enforced, in the annexed gaols only, viz. : — 
those of the counties of Antrim, Armagh, Kilkenny, and 
Louth. 

“ Partial separation ” is carried out in those of 
Carlow, Down, King’s, Roscommon, Sligo, Tyrone, and 
Westmeath. 

“ Approximative separation ” in those of Clare, Cork, 

(County and City), Dublin City (at Richmond Bridewell 
and Grangegorman Penitentiary), Fermanagh, Kildare 
(at Naas), Limerick County, Londonderry, Tipperary 
(at Clonmel), Wexford, and Wicklow; so that of the 
forty-two gaols under our inspection there are no less 
than nineteen which are wholly without any modification 
of this paramount principle of discipline. 

Industrial Instruction. 

Productive employment and instruction in trades are 
carried on with systematic activity in the gaols of Antrim, 
Armagh, Clare, Cork (County), Dublin City (at Rich- 
mond Bridewell), Kerry, King’s, Limerick, Queen’s, Tip- 
perary (North Riding, at Nenagli), and Tyrone. 

They are also maintained to a lesser extent in the 
prisons of Carlow, Dublin County, Dublin City (Grange- 
gorman), Cork (City), Down, Fermanagh, Leitrim, Tip- 
perary (South Riding, at Clonmel), Waterford (County), 
Westmeath, and Wexford. 

Lastly, a certain amount of industrial labour, although 
inconsiderable, is found in the gaols of Cavan, Galway 
(County), Kildare (at Athy), Londonderry, Longford, 

Louth, Mayo, Meath, Monaghan, Sligo, Waterford (City), 
and Wicklow ; but in the remainder it can scarcely be 
said to exist, at least to such a degree as to produce 
remunerative results, or to provide prisoners with the 
means of earning their bread upon their discharge. 

It must not, however, be assumed, that the absence 
of such employment necessarily implies culpable ne- 
glect on the part of the authorities in every case, as 
the circumstances of some localities render it nearly 
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Thirty-third impossible, or at all events nugatory, to attempt tha 
Report, ggtabiishment of it. In many of our gaols, for instance, 
after deducting the debtors, the lunatics, the sick in 
hospital, the convicts, who are liable to be transferred 
to Government Depots at a moment’s notice, the infirm 
or cripples, who are incapable of work, and those who 
are sentenced to hard labour, and who are required for the 
daily duties, such as cleaning, raising water, grinding 
corn, &c., there are few or none left available for edu- 
cation in skilled labour ; for it is a remarkable fact, 
which we have already touched upon in previous Reports, 
that among those who are already so educated, even rudi- 
mentally, an almost entire immunity from crime prevails; 
the number of such offenders being disproportionately 
small, and some of the trades, which they profess, not 
being of such a character as to be exercised and turned 
to account within the walls of a prison. 

Thus, on the 1st of January, 1855, in an aggregate of 
males of all classes in confinement, amounting to 2,960, 
there were but 180 who had been trained , previously to 
their committal, in any hind of handicraft, however simple 
and rude, such as mat-making, latli-splitting, &c. ; their 
distribution among the provinces being as follows : —

It is further to be remarked, that as the great prepon- 
derance of sentences is limited to short terms, the Boards 
of Superintendence are discouraged from attempting 
trades instruction, the first elements of which cannot be 
lastingly taught within so brief a period; to say nothing 
of the inevitable waste and destruction of raw- materials, 
which would not be compensated, as in a regular appren- 
ticeship, by the subsequent skill of the learners, removed, 
as they would be, even before they could have acquired 
manual dexterity. Although we thus relieve the local 
authorities from the imputation of indiscriminate neglect 
in this important branch of prison discipline, we are 
bound to animadvert strongly upon the want of care 
and conscientiousness generally exhibited in the appoint- 
ment of turnkeys; no regard being paid to the selection 
of persons who have been trained in handicrafts, or who 
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are at least possessed of an aptitude for teaching the 
rudiments of such as are easily learned, and are of ready — 
applicability — tailoring and shoemaking, for instance- 
even if no further proficiency should be acquired than is 
necessary for mending and repairing. In some counties 
the High Sheriffs have, with laudable liberality and a 
sense of public duty, placed the nomination of such 
officers at the disposal of the Boards of Superintendence; 
but in the majority the exercise of mere favouritism, 
without any consideration of fitness, prevails to such an 
extent as to render it essential to the well-being of pri- 
sons that this patronage should be transferred by the 
legislature to the body charged with and responsible 
for the due administration. 

Educational Instbuction. 

The condition of our prison schools presents an un- 
satisfactory aspect, and has been made the subject of 
unfavourable comment ; but it is necessary to take into 
consideration all the collateral circumstances, in order 
to arrive at a just conclusion. 

In twenty-seven gaols instruction is given by trained 
teachers, who are in some instances aided by the turn- 
keys; in twelve, by turnkeys alone ; and in three, viz., 
those of Carlow, Kilkenny (City), and Longford, there 
is no school. 

The trained teachers, it is to be observed, in many cases 
are not selected solely for educational purposes, but are 
compelled to fulfil also the duties of discipline officers ; and 
thus little difference exists generally as to intellectual 
fitness between the two classes of instructors — namely, 
turnkeys, who are moderately qualified to teach, and such 
schoolmasters as are ready to undertake, at low salaries, 
the custody and supervision of prisoners. Nevertheless, in 
some of our gaols, competent persons have been ap- 
pointed, not only to conduct the schools, but to keep the 
books and accounts — an union of offices similar in charac- 
ter, which is deserving of universal adoption; but when it 
is sought, with a false economy, to concentrate in one indi- 
vidual two-fold functions, which have no relation to each 
other, the result is frequently, that neither are discharged 
with efficiency. To such an extent are these incongruities 
occasionally carried, that in the report upon one of our 
county gaols, for the past year, it is noticed with repro- 
bation, that an assistant-matron in the female depart- 
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ment, had been advertised for, to perform the anomalous 
duties of schoolmistress and superintendent of lunatics. 
] ndeed, in consequence of the great difficulty experienced 
in obtaining the services of matrons, who combine the 
ability to maintain discipline and to teach, some of the 
Boards have directed that the schoolmaster should in- 
struct the females, but always, of course, in the presence 
of an attendant of the latter sex. It must not be under- 
stood, however, that we insist upon a very high grade 
of acquirement ; but we would confine ourselves to 
urging, that the masters should, in every case, have been 
systematically taught the art of inculcating knowledge, 
so as to be enabled to grapple with the obstructions 
which are universally encountered in directing the edu- 
cation of prisoners. These obstructions are numerous 
and unavoidable. Firstly, a large proportion of offenders, 
amounting to considerably more than a moiety, are wholly 
illiterate ; and of these again, many are unable (not only 
from advanced age, but from the powers of the mind 
having remained dormant and uncultivated), or are un- 
willing, from the very habits of idleness and the distaste for 
employment which, probably, have brought them within 
the walls of a gaol, to avail themselves of the advan- 
tages thus tendered to them; or, as is often the case, make 
a mere pretence of studying in order to avoid the more 
laborious work in which they would otherwise be en- 
gaged. Such impediments, it may be objected, apply 
almost exclusively to prisoners of maturer age, and do 
not affect the juveniles, from whose culture the most 
successful result might naturally be expected ; but here 
again we are met by the fact adverted to above, under 
the head of industrial labour, that the short terms of 
imprisonment afford no opportunity for a schoolmaster 
to complete his work, or even to advance his pupils to 
proficiency beyond the reach of relapse, but limit him, 
in the majority of instances, to the drudgery of imparting 
the first elements of learning — a drudgery rendered the 
more disheartening from his experience, that the seeds 
thus lightly sown easily wither away; and that in the 
event of the same individuals, as is too probable, returning 
to prison, the same cheerless toil must be recommenced. 

While offering these explanatory observations, in 
order to abate the sanguine expectations of those who 
look for immediate and permanent advantages to be 
derived universally from educational instruction in gaols, 
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we are not insensible to the grave defects now existing, 
which are capable of remedy ; the principal being the — 
want of systematic aptitude in teaching, on the part of 
the masters, and in obtaining a moral influence over the 
minds of their pupils ; of uniformity in the registries of 
progress, many of which fail to present a clear tabular 
synopsis of the graduated improvement of the scholars ; 
mid the absence of constant’ and stringent supervision. 

But few of the schools are in connexion with the National 
Board of Education or any similar institution; and those 
few are not in such complete communion as to secure 
the fullest measure of benefit and improvement. 

We would, therefore, submit that as the books com- 
piled by the National Board for secular education (reli- 
gious instruction in the gaols being exclusively under 
the cognizance and guidance of the Chaplains of the 
several denominations) and, as the system of teaching 
both masters and pupils is admitted to be of the highest 
practical excellence, it would be politic to place all our 
schools under its superintendence, so that the same forms 
of conveying knowledge and of measuring its develop- 
ment, should be simultaneously in operation throughout 
the kingdom; and we would further suggest that, in 
addition to the occasional examination to be held by the 
National Inspectors, the Chaplains should be bound from 
time to time at uncertain and unexpected periods to test 
the accuracy of the records of advancement ; such a regu- 
lation being already enforced by the bye-laws of some 
of our best administered prisons. 

We cannot dismiss this part of our subject without 
expressing our conviction that far greater advantages 
may be reasonably anticipated in cases of longer confine- 
ment when the individual character of each prisoner can 
be ascertained, and the idiosyncrasies of his or her intel- 
lectual and moral nature can be suitably dealt with; 
advantages also capable of realization both in preventive 
and reformatory establishments, in which attendance 
and detention can be prolonged for a period sufficient 
to accomplish permanent good, as well as in convict 
depots. But how, we would ask, can any. compari- 
son be instituted with regard to educational, industrial, 
moral and religious improvement between the latter on 
the one hand, where the minimum of incarceration is four 
years (such being the lowest grade of penal servitude), 
and our county and borough gaols on the other, in 
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' rk R^ort ri their inmates are confined as shown by the an- 

— nexed summaries, which we have limited to cases of 
imprisonment, omitting sentences of transportation and 
penal servitude, as these latter would be carried into 
execution in Government prisons under different super- 
vision ?

Now, in this total of 48,856, if we take the scales of 
imprisonment, varying from twenty-four hours to one 
month, inclusive, we shall find that they amount to no less 
than 39,949, or above four-fifths of the whole, thus giving 
to each prisoner upon the entire number of all ages, an 
average of detention under sentence for only twelve days 
mid two hours.

Consequently, in order to equalize these two classes 
of institutions, or to apply the same principles, at least 
in reference to the treatment of juvenile offenders, legis- 
lative aid is indispensable ; and observing, as we do with 
great satisfaction, that the Right Hon. M.^T. Baines, 
“the President of the Poor Law Board, . and “the 
Chairman of the Select Committee on Criminal and 
Destitute Children,” has unconditionally pronounced his 
opinion as to the policy of abrogating very short terms 
of imprisonment in the earlier stages of criminality, we 
would again revert to this necessity, upon which we have 
in our latter reports dwelt strongly. An objection might, 
doubtless, be grounded upon the enormous outlay which 
would be requisite for carrying this new principle into 
practical operation, but we apprehend that much mis- 
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Th R e po‘rL d conception exists in reference to the census of prisoners. 

— • If the present system of sentences be retained, it cannot 

be denied that a very considerable expenditure would be 
incurred in correcting the defects of the existing gaols, 
which we have animadverted upon above, and in placing 
them upon a satisfactory footing of accommodation for 
the reception of prisoners whose number extends to 
many thousands. Now, this number must not be 
assumed to bo an aggregate of separate individuals, 
inasmuch as sentences, and still less committals, do not 
represent single offenders ; the recommittal of the same 
persons tending largely to swell the annual returns. 
But, although the statistics of recommittals apply solely 
to the recurrence of the same delinquents to the same gaol, 
and do not include the case of offenders of the lowest 
caste, who wander from prison to prison without any 
reliable record of tlieir repeated transgression, yet v r e 
were able to show in our Report for the year 1850, upon 
Richmond Female Penitentiary, at Grangegorman, that 
the almost incredible total of 2,178 committals was repre- 
sented by only 26 individuals, one having been imprisoned 
no less than 121 times, thus establishing that what 
may be termed the capital stock of crime, or rather, 
perhaps, the standing force of criminals, falls far short 
of the sum at which it is usually estimated. 

Again, in our Report for 1852 while analyzing the 
returns of juvenile offenders, we pointed out the striking 
fact, that on a comparison of the second class of ages, 
namely, from sixteen to twenty-one years, with the first, 
which embraces those at and under sixteen years, the 
former exceeds the latter by nearly three times the 
amount ; so certain is the progress of corruption, and so 
rapid the expansion of the springs of crime into a wider 
and stronger stream of depravity. According, however, 
to the laws now in operation, this total, consisting as it 
does of a multiplication of the same figures, is as costly 
as if it were composed of units, each standing for a sepa- 
rate delinquent, there being obviously no difference 
either in the expenditure or the requirements of a gaol, 
whether one of its cells be occupied by ten individuals, 
consecutively, or by one recommitted ten times, provided 
that the sum of such several and respective imprison- 
ments embraces the same period of time. 

We conceive it, then, to be a matter of fair and sound 
calculation, that if in the novitiate effective means were

taken to repress the guilty tendencies, the second cate- 
0-ory alluded to before, which in itself, it must be further — 
remembered, contains the germ of more numerous delin- 
quencies, and of far deeper wickedness, would be dimi- 
nished, if not totally effaced. Such means would be 
afforded by reformatory institutions, brought to bear 
upon those who have already entered the primary eate- 
o-ory; but, assuredly, public duty and interest demand 
that they should not he suffered to enter it at all, and 
that they should be arrested at the first step in the 
downward path of destruction. To this great social 
object ragged schools, preventive establishments, and 
refuges are directed ; but, although the opinion is largely 
entertained among those who have exhibited a praise- 
worthy zeal, and who have taken a prominent position 
in the reformatory movement, that private beneficence 
should be left almost entirely free in its action, a certain 
amount of control and guidance appears to be called for, 
in order to produce an uniform and simultaneous co- 
operation towards the common end; and we trust, there- 
fore, that the assistance of the State may be accorded 
forthwith in support of the efforts to be made on the part 
of local bodies or combinations of individuals. If, then, 
these views be correct, and these results may be justly 
anticipated, we are entitled, setting aside for the moment 
all higher considerations, to assert that on the ground 
of economy alone, a great and lasting benefit would 
accrue from the adoption of such an alteration , because, 
against the original outlay must be set off not only the 
sum which would be required, as stated above, foi en- 
larging our gaols, in accordance with the present mea- 
sure of sentences, but the ultimate saving to be effected 
in preserving the incalculable amount of property annu- 
ally destroyed or rendered valueless by the criminal 
classes, and in reducing the immense machinery of police, 
judicial process, and punishment both at home and 
abroad, which is now necessarily maintained. _ 

With this conclusion we think it expedient to briefly 
notice the statutes severally applicable here and in Great 
Britain as the best mode of contrasting our deficiencies 
with the more effective means, which have been specially 
provided in the latter. 

Legislation fob J uveniles. 

In Ireland there are but two Acts which bear upon 
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™w°r't‘ rd the condition of youthful delinquents, namely, the loth 
— and 11th Viet. c. 84, and the 14th and 15th Viet. c. 92. 

The 3rd section of the former, entitled the “Vagrant 
Act,'’ (vagrancy being a fertile source of committals), 
makes amenable such persons as “cause or procure 
children to beg,” and thus recognises the principle of 
fixing moral responsibility upon the instigators to a 
violation of the law on the part of those, whose tender 
years render them susceptible of coercion or baneful in- 
fluence. 

The 6th section of the latter, entitled the “ Summary 
Jurisdiction Act,” which repeals the 11th and 12th Viet, 
cap. 59, but retains its substantive provisions, invests 
Justices of the Peace with a power (already established 
in England) to summarily convict and to inflict corporal 
punishment upon persons not exceeding fourteen years 
of age, subject to the discretion of such Justices, or, if 
the parents or next friend of the offender shall object, 
to reserve the case for prosecution by indictment at 
quarter sessions or assizes. 

On the other hand, there are in force in England and 
Scotland no less than three statutes, for which we pos- 
sess no equivalent, exclusively directed to the better 
administration of the law and of prison discipline in the 
case of juveniles. 

The first of these, the 1st and 2nd Viet. cap. 82, com- 
monly called “ The Parkhurst Act,” established a prison 
at Parkhurst, in the Isle of Wight, for juvenile offenders, 
for whom it has been practically reserved, although no 
1 limits as to age are specified. 

Under it the Secretary of State is empowered to re- 
move thither offenders under sentence of imprisonment, 
as well as under that of transportation, who shall con- 
tinue there until they shall be actually transported, or 
shall become entitled to liberty, or shall be remitted by 
direction of the Secretary of State to the gaol whence 
they may have been brought. 

But clause 11, which has been acted upon to a con- 
siderable extent, contains a very important provision, 
under which youthful delinquents receive conditional 
pardons, upon placing themselves at some charitable in- 
stitution, such as the Philanthropic Society. The great 
benefit of this clause is its being in some degree com- 
pulsory ; for, the condition of the pardon is, that if a 
'prisoner should either abscond, or not conform to the 
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rules of the society, he may be taken before a magistrate, 
and upon the oath of one credible witness, be committed — 
for every such offence to a gaol or house of correction, 
with or without hard labour, for a period not exceeding- 
three calendar months for the first offence, and not ex- 
ceeding- six calendar months for the second. 

It is by virtue of this clause that boys have hitherto 
been removed to the Philanthropic Farm School, at Red- 
hill, they voluntarily signing in the presence of the 
Inspector of Prisons, and of the officers of the gaol, 
from which they are transferred, the following certificate: 

Conditional Pardon to Young Offenders. 

1st and 2nd Vic., chap. 82, section 11. 

“ Whereas Her Majesty has lately exercised her 
“royal prerogative of mercy in granting pardons to 
“young offenders who have been sentenced to trans- 
“ portation or imprisonment, upon the condition of 
“placing himself or herself under the care of some 
“ charitable institution for the reception and reforma- 
“ tion of young offenders, named in such pardon, and 
“conforming to and abiding by the orders and rules 
“ thereof ; and whereas the same has been found bene- 
“ ficial ; and whereas it is expedient that some provision 
“ should be made for carrying the same more fully into 
“ effect ; be it therefore enacted, that from and after the 
“ passing of this act, in case any young offender who has 
“ been or shall be hereafter sentenced to transportation, 

“ or imprisonment, has been or shall be pardoned by 
“ Her Majesty for such offence, upon such condition as 
“aforesaid, and has or shall accept such conditional 
“ pardon, and shall afterwards abscond from such insti- 
“ tution, of wilfully neglect or refuse to abide by and 
“conform to the rules thereof, it shall and may be 
“ lawful to and for any justice of the peace, acting in and 
“for the county, city, riding, or division, wherein the 
“ said offender shall actually be at the time he shall so 
“ abscond, or neglect or refuse as aforesaid, upon due 
“ proof thereof made before him, upon the oath of one 
“ credible witness, by warrant under his hand and seal, 

“ to commit the party so offending for every such offence, 

“ to any gaol or house of correction for the said county, 

“ city, riding, or division, with or without hard labour, 

“ for any period not exceeding- three calendar months 
'hfor the first offence, and not exceeding six calendar 
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Th Report >rd “ mon ths for the second or any subsequent offence, in 
— ’ “ case the managers or directors of such charitable insti- 

“ tution shall be willing to receive any such young 
“ offender, after his or her being convicted of absconding, 
“ neglecting, or refusing as aforesaid ; and in every case 
“ such imprisonment shall be in addition to the original 
“ sentence of such young offender, and after the expira- 
“ tion of the time of such additional punishment, if the 
“ managers or directors of any such charitable institution 

shall refuse to receive such offender, or if Her Majesty 
“ shall not be pleased to exercise her royal prerogative 
“ in pardoning the breach of the condition on which the 
“ former pardon was granted, the said party shall forfeit 
“ all benefit of the said pardon, and shall be remitted to 
“ the original sentence, and shall undergo the residue 
“ thereof as if no such pardon had been granted. I do 
“ hereby acknowledge that the clause in the above- 
“ recited Act of Parliament has been read over and ex- 
“ plained to me, and that I, of my own free will and 
“ accord, do promise that I will conform to the rules of 
“the Philanthropic Farm School, and will go abroad 
“ whenever I may be found sufficiently instructed, and 
“ suitable for employment, by the governors of that in- 
“ stitution, and that I receive my pardon upon such 
“ conditions.” 

The next Act in order of time is the 3rd and 4th of 
Victoria, cap. 90, entitled an “ Act for the care and edu- 
“ cation of infants who may be convicted of felony,” which 
empowers the Court of Chancery to assign the case of 
any infant convicted of felony, to any person other than 
the testamentary or natural guardian, but in every case 
it shall be a part of the terms and conditions upon which 
such custody shall be assigned, that the infant shall not, 
during the period of such care and custody, be sent 
beyond the seas, or out of the jurisdiction of the Court. 

This latter clause renders the Act, which under any 
circumstances would embrace but a small section of 
youthful criminals, wholly inoperative in cases of trans- 
portation, and accordingly it has virtually proved hitherto 
to be a dead letter ; but it may henceforth be called into 
practical action, in consequence of the provisions of the 
16th and 17th Vic., cap. 99, entitled “ an Act to substi- 
tute, in certain cases, other punishments in lieu of trans- 
portation ; ” or “ penal servitude Act.” 

The 3rd Act, the 1 7th and 18th Vic., cap. 86, which 
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was passed in the last session of Parliament, and is en- 
titled “ An Act for the better care and reformation of 
youthful offenders in Great Britain,” thus excluding 
Ireland, offers a direct encouragement to the establish- 
ment of voluntary institutions, and not only extends to 
them the protection of the executive, but the guarantee 
of their maintenance at the public charge. 

The provisions of this very beneficial statute may be 
thus briefly stated : — The Secretary of State is em- 
powered, upon the application of the founders of any such 
voluntary institution, to direct that one of the Inspectors 
of Prisons shall examine and report thereon ; and, if duly 
satisfied, to certify it as useful and efficient for its pur- 
pose, and to declare it a Reformatory School under this 
Act, He is also empowered to withdraw such certificate, 
and thereupon the school shall cease to be within the 
meaning of the Act, and shall be no longer entitled to 
the privileges conferred thereby. 

To such Reformatory Schools, all youths under sixteen 
years of age, convicted either upon indictment or summarily, 
may be sent by the Court or Magistrate before whom 
they were convicted, for a period of not less than two nor 
more than five years in addition to their sentence ; and at 
the expiration of it, provided that such sentence shall 
amount to imprisonment for at least fourteen days ; and 
provided also, that the Secretary of State may, at any 
time, order such offenders to be discharged, or to be re- 
moved from one school to another. They are further 
punishable for absconding from such schools, or for refrac- 
tory conduct during their detention therein, with im- 
prisonment for any period not exceeding three months, 
with or without hard labour. 

Administration and discipline being thus defined, a 
power is further vested in the Commissioners of the 
Treasury to defray either the whole cost of the care and 
maintenance of every juvenile offender so detained, at 
such rate per head as shall be determined by them, or 
such portion as shall not have been recovered from the 
parents or step-parents of such child, or other such por- 
tion as shall be recommended by the said Secretary ; the 
Court by which any youthful delinquent is ordered to be 
detained being enabled to charge the parent or step- 
parent, if of sufficient ability to bear the same, with a 
sum not exceeding five shillings per week, such payment 
to be in relief of the charge on the Treasury, in all cases 
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Th R%mt r ' 1 w here the Treasury shall have defrayed or undertaken 
— ' to defray the whole or any portion of the maintenance of 
such offenders, and in all other cases such payments to 
be made to the Directors or Managers of such Reforma- 
tory School ; in addition to which the provisions of the 
Poor Law Acts are made applicable for compelling such 
parties to support, and for recovering the weekly pay- 
ment thus charged upon them. 

The principles laid down in the latter statute would ap- 
pear to be in harmony with the views which have been 
gathering strength for some years throughout the United 
Kingdom and in many countries on the Continent where 
this vital question has attracted public attention ; and 
we should therefore earnestly desire to see them prac- 
tically applied to institutions of a similar character in 
this country, without binding ourselves to an entire 
concurrence in some of the collateral conditions — such, 
for instance, as the proviso that no youthful offender 
shall come within the scope of the Act, who shall not 
have undergone a sentence of imprisonment for at least 
fourteen days, although it is unaccompanied by any re- 
quirement that such imprisonment should be carried out 
in strict separation, an omission which, we submit, involves 
the danger of exposure to contamination, few of our 
gaols being furnished with sufficient accommodation and 
appliances for maintaining in its integrity this indispen- 
sable system of treatment in such circumstances ; for we 
hold that mere confinement in a prison, in which the 
opportunities of intercourse and communication are 
strictly guarded against, would not affix the stigma of 
debasement and corruption, which, in the public mind 
are inseparable from the common association of offenders 
of different ages and grades of criminality. On the 
other hand, we would further remark that, although the 
clauses fastening responsibility upon the parents and 
step-parents of youthful delinquents, and chargeability 
for their maintenance would be found in this country to 
be almost a dead letter, in consequence of the -wide- 
spread poverty prevailing among the classes from which 
our gaols derive their inmates, it seems highly desirable 
to retain them for application to the few cases in which 
they would be available. This doctrine, however, of 
vicarious amenability, which has been recognised in our 
constitution since the reign of Alfred, might, as was 
suggested by several of the witnesses examined before 
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the Select Committee referred to in a former page, be Th g ty '£ ird 
rendered practically comprehensive by fixing the pecu- ‘IHL ' 
niary liability upon the localities, whether parishes, poor 
law unions, baronies, or other territorial denominations ; 
for, although it would be more desirable that the latter 
should be of such a limited extent as to enable those 
subject to the mulct to see and to feel that their exer- 
tions individually and collectively could be brought to 
bear with effect upon the moral condition of the occu- 
pants of the taxable area, yet it would be of great im- 
portance, both in point of economy and of facility in 
working, that the existing local divisions and the machi- 
nery already in action should be adopted. 

We have felt it our duty to offer these observations 
upon the presumption that at no distant period, legisla- 
tion of a similar tendency upon this most important 
element of social amelioration, will be extended to this 
kingdom, inasmuch, as during the last session of Parlia- 
ment, a sum of' no less than £10,000 towards the estab- 
lishment of a Juvenile Reformatory in Ireland, was 
voted in the Annual Estimates, which, unless it be deter- 
mined to limit its advantages exclusively to those under 
sentence of transportation and penal servitude, would be 
nugatory if statutable powers were not obtained for 
consigning offenders of tender age to such institutions, 
and for regulating the terms of their admission, deten- 
tion, and discharge.

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Upon examining these returns it will he observed that the 
number of committals for the last two years are nearly equal,

It is remarkable that while there is a decrease of both sexes 
for the more serious crime of felony, and a like improvement 
in the commitments of males under most of the other denomi- 
nations of offence, yet, with the above exception, the females 
have increased. In 1853, the re-committals of 108 males and 
130 females respectively represent 172 and 330 committals; 
this year, under the same head, 123 males amount to 174, and 
1G7 females reach the largo number of 524. This frequent 
recurrence among the females of petty offences, for which the 
term of imprisonment is usually short, must be attributed to 
. the absence of due classification, and that deterrent and re- 
formatory discipline which should make the gaol at least dis- 
. tasteful, and which has been invariably found much more marked 
in its effect upon this than upon the male class. However, 
the present accommodation of the female department is wholly 
inadequate. The entire prison contains only 92 single and 3 
solitary cells, 7 rooms with beds, and 9 day-rooms. Of the 
single cells, 28 are allocated to the females, of whom there 
were 71 on the day of my visit. Under such circumstances it 
must be apparent that even an approximation to proper classi- 
fication and discipline is impossible. 

There were 9 males and 7 females under sentence of penal 
servitude. An order has been sent for the removal of the 
former, and the latter will also be removed so soon as accom- 
modation can be had for them. The punishments during the 
year were 122, all inflicted by the governor, and were of minor 
character. Since last inspection a capstan-mill has been 
erected, and is now ready for the machinery ; it is in con- 
templation also to add a bake-house. 

The building was in good repair throughout, with the excep- 
tion of the flagging of the debtors’ apartments, which is much 
out of repair. The lock-up is attended by the governor and 
deputy, as are also the night rounds and patrol. 

Employment and Schools. 

There is a considerable amount of industrial employment 
maintained, which is chiefly directed to the production of the 
different articles required for the general use of the establish- 
ment. The majority of sentences are for too short periods to 
admit of any very considerable amount of manufactures being 
produced. The employments were carpenters, masons, and 
plasterers’ work, slioe-making, weaving, tailoring, mat-making, 
stone-breaking, picking oakum, together with the usual prison 
duties; '

The male school is well conducted ; and the registry, which 
is properly kept, exhibits a considerable progress among the 
juveniles. The females attend school for two hours daily. 

Dietary. — Males. — Breakfast — 2 oz. rice, 6 oz. Indian meal, 
and half pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. brown bread, and one 
pint new milk. 

Females. — Breakfast — 1J oz, of rice, S£ oz. Indian meal, and 
half pint new milk. Dinner — 12 oz. brown bread, and three- 
fourths pint new milk. 

Prisoners committed for one month and under — one pint of 
gruel in lieu of milk. 

Dietary is carefully attended to by the chaplains ; all was of 
good quality, and there were no complaints. 

— Bread, per lb., white, 2%d. ; brown, 2 d . ; oat- 
meal, per cwt., 20s.; Indian meal, per cwt., 16.s. ; new milk, 
per gallon, 5d. ; buttermilk, per gallon, lid. ; salt, per 
stone, 2 -fad.

The Board meets monthly for the transaction of the general 
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business of the gaol. At these periods all salaries, contracts, 
and bills are paid, and the general audit takes place before 
Easter Term. 

General Observations. — Much credit is due to the Board of 
Superintendence of this gaol for the many improvements that 
have been carried into effect since last inspection ; the defects 
of the building are such as to preclude the possibility of carry- 
ing out the most approved system of modern prison discipline, 
“ strict separation.” I would, therefore, suggest to the Board 
the necessity of providing further accommodation, particularly for 
the female class, whose re-committals have considerably increased 
of late. My colleague, in his last Report, threw out, for the con- 
sideration of the Board, a suggestion for the “ erection of a 
building, exclusively for the occupation of females, within the 
space between the boundary wall and the workhouse, and by 
the addition of a third story to the lower wings,” which would 
afford a sufficient amount of accommodation for the adoption 
of “ separation” for the majority of both sexes. In this I fully 
concur, and believe that if it be carried out, a marked reduction 
of committals and re-committals, particularly of females, will be 
the result. Such a strong desire to improve this prison in every 
way has been evinced by the authorities, that I feel little doubt 
they will take this matter into consideration by following up 
the improvements already referred to, and thus render the 
establishment in every way worthy of the county.

The above summary exhibits nine prisoners lesB in custody 
on the 18th of January, 1855, than on the same day in 1854, 
a difference so small as not to afford evidence of much improve- 
ment. However, the following return of the numbers commit- 
ted, and in confinement daily, in each of the last three years, 
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shows that crime and vagrancy have diminished very consider- 
ably in the city, particularly when the great influx of destitute 
children from all parts of the country, who seek relief through 
the streets, and are found in such numbers in this prison, are 
taken into account.

From this return it will be observed that the committals 
were 1,387 less in 1853 than 1852, and a further decrease of 
1,450 in 1854 from 1853. In the daily average, there was a 
reduction of 19 in 1853, and of 28 in 1854; these small num- 
bers do not, however, seem proportionate to the decrease of 
committals in each year, but this is explained by the fact of 
prisoners under sentence of penal servitude being detained 
much longer before their removal to the Government Prisons 
than heretofore, and vagrants, especially juveniles, being com- 
mitted for longer terms. 

The amount of employment through the country during the 
spring and summer months of the last two years, contributed 
very much to the reduction of committals, as well as the lower- 
ing of. the standard for recruits for the army, considerable 
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numbers having enlisted, who might be said to have lived here- 
tofore in the gaol. There are now to he found in this prison 
but few able-bodied men who are physically capable of under- 
going much labour. A mechanic or tradesman of any kind is 
but seldom committed. The juveniles continue to form a very 
large proportion of the inmates; and it is lamentable to see the 
number of them who actually live here, especially the vagrants, 
who, constantly discharged in the morning, return hither in 
the evening or next day. The re-conunittals of this class have 
become exceedingly large, and many of those first committed as 
vagrants often return as criminals.

From the first of these returns it will bo seen that 148 jure- 
niles of the ago of 16 years and under, were in custody on the 
18th of January, being within 21 of a third of the total prison- 
ers in confinement on that day; — 82 were for criminal offences 
nearly all under the Larceny Act, 66 were vagrants. Of 
the 82 there were 54 from the city and county of Dublin, 
and 28 from other localities ; of the entire, not more than 23 
were for the first offence, the remaining 59 being re-commit- 
tals from two to sixteen times. Of their condition 36 were 
found to have both father and mother, 16 had no parents, 16 
without father, 14 had no mother, and 4 were step-children; 
5 had been abandoned by, and 15 absconded from, their parents. 
Of the 66 vagrants, 13 were from the county and city of Dub- 
lin, 12 had parents and 47 were without them; 2 had no father, 
and 5 no mother; 1, a step-child; 1 abandoned by, and 3 abscon- 
ded from, their parents. Of the whole 66, 1 1 were for the first 
time committed, and 55 re-committals, some as often as forty- 
eight times, though never for . any offence except begging. 
Many of these boys seem to be very intelligent, well-disposed, 
and anxious to be employed.

This abstract exhibits an increased proportion of juveniles. 
During the year 1853, the number of offenders, aged 16 
years and under, amounted to 2,350, not far from one- 
fourth of the total committals for the year, and in 1851 it in- 
creased to 2,408, being within a fraction of one-third of the 
entire aggregate, while there w'as a decrease in those aged 
from 17 to 30, of 1,236, and of 475 in those from 31 to 40; 
there was an excess of 194 among those beyond 40 ; this was, 
however, entirely confined to the drunkards.

All the weaving, and different branches of work connected 
therewith, are carried on in one class, under the supervision and 
control of two officers— a warder, who is responsible for the 
order and discipline of the class, and the weaving master, who 
teaches all the branches of weaving, and is responsible for the 
work done by the prisoners. There are six matting looms in 
one large room, and two in separate cells. The prisoners who 
are put at the looms in the room are misdemeanants, or first 
committals; if for hard labour, they are not put there until they 
have been on the treadmill for some time, and passing a proba- 
tion of good conduct. There are sixteen other looms, all in 
separate cells, for the manufacturing of other fabrics, and the 
prisoners selected for these looms are generally juveniles above 
sixteen years. The majority of them are old offenders, too 
young for the mill or shot-drill, and if old enough for either, 
they are certified by the medical officers unfit for punitive labour; 
the work, therefore, at a loom in a separate cell, is the only 
industrial labour suited for them, whilst it is, at the same time, 
most repugnant to their wishes. This class is never left without 
the supervision of one of the two officers, and the master of 
works and chief warder visit it frequently. The several works 
in this class take sixty prisoners to keep all the looms employed, 
forty cells being the accommodation for them. All the articles 
used in manufacture, and every thing except matting, is weighed 
out to, and received back from, prisoners’, under such a system as 
to render it impossible for them to waste or make away with 
any of the materials without being detected. The warder of 
this class requires to be a good accountant, active, and intel- 
ligent.

of those committed for short terms, who are generally found to 
be very careless and unwilling to learn. The school is conducted 
with zeal and efficiency by the master, Michael M'Grath, pro- 
moted by the Board of Superintendence upon the retirement of 
Mr. Hamill, who tilled the office with great fidelity for upwards 
of twenty years. No assistant schoolmaster has been appointed 
but the warder, of the juvenile class attends to assist the master- 
by this arrangement a saving of £24 10s. per annum has been 
effected. 

An improved form of registry, well adapted for prison 
schools, has been introduced, which is easily kept, and affords all 
necessary information. The chaplains visit the school frequently 
and will in future test the advancement of the pupils recorded 
in the registry. None but juveniles of sixteen years and under 
attend, the school, but all Roman Catholic prisoners receive 
catechism instruction for an hour daily after dinner, and those 
Church of England religious instruction apart from the 
others in their respective classes. The attendance at school of 
criminals and vagrants at the same time, having tended to an 
increase of crime, the Governor, with the sanction of the Board 
of Superintendence, has arranged that each class shall receive 
instruction separately. 

Dietary.^ — Breakfast,, for first-class prisoners — 8 oz. of oat- 
meal in stirabout ; -f- pint of new milk. Dinner, for first-class 
prisoners— 14 oz. wholemeal bread ; 1 pint new milk five days 
in the week, and 1 pint gruel in lieu of milk the other two 
days. 

All prisoners committed for periods of one calendar month 
and under, receive same breakfast, but for dinner one pint of 
gruel in lieu of milk all days in the week. Many of them are 
found, however, to prefer the gruel to the milk during the cold 
weather. No complaints appear in the Chaplain’s Report Book 
against the provisions. The milk was supplied by contract for 
the year at 5\d. per gallon, and the oatmeal was also supplied 
in the early part of the year by contract at 16s. 9 d. and 17s. 6 d„ 
but subsequently it was purchased in the market by the Local 
Inspector at 17s. the best quality. The meat for hospital use 
was contracted for at 4 %d. per lb., without bone. 

. use of gruel was discontinued for the whole year by 
directions of the medical officers, in consequence of a general 
tendency to bowel complaint prevailing in. the. prison, and as 
soon as an outbreak of cholera was apprehended, the use of 
white bread was substituted for stirabout for breakfast, and in 
lieu of brown ^ bread for dinner. This change continued for a 
considerable time, and led to an excess in the expenditure of 
bread and milk of £383 os. 3d. over the amount presented, but 
there was a surplus of £67 15s. 3d. in the oatmeal. It is 
gratifying, however, to remark that, during the prevalence of 
cholera in the city, not a single case proved fatal in this prison.

Non-resident Officers’ Visits . — Charles P. Garin, Esq., Local 
Inspector, 233 ; A. Banon, Esq., m.d., Physician, 349 ; A. Read, 
Esq., Surgeon, 185; Rev. James Quinton, Protestant Chaplain, 
163; Rev. William Brock, Roman Catholic Chaplain, 436 ; Rev.

Some changes have taken place in the staff since the last in- 
spection. A warder was superseded on being found incompetent 
at the expiration of his probation; another was dismissed for 
impropriety of conduct during it; a third, an excellent officer, 
who filled the office of “ Call-hall Warder,” resigned to emigrate, 
and a fourth was superannuated last November, after twenty 
years’ service. Of the warders appointed in their places, three 
passed probation, and have been confirmed by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant in their appointment. 

To the. office of assistant chief warder the Board appointed 
the court attendant, Henry Bhilpotts, and for the additional 
duties. imposed on him, £10 has been added to his salary. _ Three 
of the most deserving of the second-class warders were raised by 
the last Board to the rank and pay of first-class, in room of three 
who retired from the service in the year 1853. 

Upon .charges, being proved against the master baker for 
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using freedom with prisoners under liis charge, and for acts of 
insubordination, the Board dismissed him, and appointed in his 
stead one of the prison warders, who appeared qualified to 
conduct the bakery, and superintend the kitchen. 

Hospital — The hospital accommodation is now found fully 
adequate to the requirements of the prison. It consists of six- 
wards, with sixty beds, and two rooms capable of accommodating 
six beds more. Three of the wards are set apart for medical 
patients and lunatics, and three for surgical cases. One of tho 
rooms is for special cases necessary to be treated separately, and 
the other is used for itch cases. The additional wards, baths, 
and other improvements proposed to be erected and noted in the 
report of last year, remain little advanced, waiting for the com- 
mitment of prisoners able to do the work. It will be seen, upon 
reference to the return showing the number of cases admitted 
into hospital in each of the last three years, that there was a 
small increase of medical cases, but a decrease of seventy-nine 
surgical patients received in 1854, the actual decrease in the 
aggregate being only sixty-six from the year before, whilst the 
slight cases treated out of the hospital increased from 4,954 to 
b,172. The average number in hospital decreased from fifty- 
five in 1853 to forty-nine in 1854, the difference being not 
proportionate to the diminution experienced in the number of 
committals, and the average daily in confinement. The reason, 
however, can easily be traced to the fact of the great precaution 
taken while there was any tendency to diarrhoea, and while 
cholera remained in the city, when every possible care and 
attention was exercised, as soon as the slightest symptoms of 
diarrhoea were found to exist. It is gratifying to be enabled to 
record the few deaths which took place last year whilst cholera 
raged in the city. In the year 1852 there were fifteen deaths; 
in 1853 eleven, and in 1854 only five. One of these was from 
disease of the lungs ; one from concussion of the brain, caused 
by a fall from scaffolding; one from congestion of the brain; 
one from general debility, and one from old age. 

The medicines continue to be supplied by contract, originally 
made by the Grand Jury with Mr. John Nicholls, of Dawson- 
street, at £100 per annum, a sum deemed by the medical officers 
very reasonable, considering the extent and kind of medicines 
they ordered to be supplied last year. The hospital necessaries, 
wine, tea, sugar, &c., are bought as ordered, and amounted last 
year to £29 19s. 3(7. 

The lunatics remain now but a short time before they are 
removed to a lunatic asylum, the number in custody seldom 
exceeds three.

General Observations . — I found this gaol in a most creditable 
state of order, cleanliness, discipline, and regularity, and the 
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general administration of the establishment upon a more satis- 
factory basis than hitherto. In the appointment of subordinate 
officers, the condition — three months’ probation — attached to 
the power of selection conceded by the Lord Lieutenant, has 
been applied with the most satisfactory results. Of the number 
selected to fill vacancies among the warders during the last year, 
one was found incompetent on the expiration of his probation, 
and another dismissed during it, thus showing the salutary check 
placed upon the appointment of incompetent officers. Great 
inconvenience and detriment to discipline appear to be expe- 
rienced from the frequent illness of the warders, one having on 
some occasions to take charge of three classes, which he cannot 
possibly do without serious evils arising from it. The Board 
of last year, feeling sensible of this, recommended to the consid- 
eration of the present Board, the necessity of appointing a 
supernumerary warder, which, no doubt, would tend much 
towards the maintenance of order and discipline. 

Some very laudable improvements have been carried into 
effect within the last year ; however, there is much yet to be 
done. The association of juveniles committed for the first 
offence with prisoners of hardened habits of vice and crime, is 
an evil much to be deplored, but the want of means for their 
classification renders it at present unavoidable. On one of the 
days of inspection there were confined, in the class of criminal 
juveniles, fifty boys of sixteen years of age and under, nearly all 
for felony and larceny, and for these there were but twenty-six 
cells, including ten appropriated for the separate confinement 
of the most incorrigible and hardened offenders ; but as the 
number of the latter far exceeds the accommodation for them, 
they necessarily leave their cells after some time to make room 
for others, and are therefore mixed both at school and at work. 
However, as there has been a gradual decrease of prisoners 
here, arrangements are in view for the formation of two classes, 
in order to separate old offenders from first committals, and 
also to provide, if possible, the means of separation of both, 
during the full terms of their sentences. In order to carry 
out so desirable an object, the Board have decided upon fitting 
up a portion of the prison for that purpose, and have contracted 
with Messrs. Ross and Murray for heating the cells of five 
classes on the plan which has been recently applied to the 
ten cells in the juvenile class, and found successful, being 
simple in its management, and more economical than the old 
one, which has been so often condemned as ineffectual and 
expensive. In conclusion, I have only to add that the general 
good order and effective arrangements of the establishment 
reflect the highest credit upon all those engaged in its super- 
intendence and management.

This summary shows a decrease of 53 from the number in con- 
finement, as compared with the return at the last inspection ; 
and what is still more satisfactory, a steady reduction in the 
total committals for the last three years, which stand thus: 
—1852, 16,106; 1853, 12,708; and 1854, 10,488. Under the 
head of vagrancy there appears a considerable diminution, the 
aggregate for the last two years being respectively 4,696 and 
4,159, showing a difference in favour of this year of 537. How- 
ever, it is remarkable that, notwithstanding the decline already 
stated, the highest number in imprisonment for the last seven 
years was on the 22nd of February last, when there were 611. 

On the 20th of January, one of the days of inspection, there 
were 33 lunatics in the prison. On application to the office of 
that department at the Castle, I was assured they should shortly 
be removed.

General Observations — It is satisfactory to state that the 
whole of this establishment was in excellent repair, well sup- 
plied with all necessaries, cleanliness, industry, and order, 
everywhere observable, and that the officers were zealous and 
efficient in the discharge of their several duties. However, 
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although classification is carried out to the full extent for the 
amount of accommodation, it is much to he regretted that the 
entire gaol is not adapted to the most approved system of 
modern prison discipline, “ Strict separation more particu- 
larly as the establishment is exclusively devoted to females, a 
class, upon whom this system has always been found to have the 
most beneficial results. Even taking into account the decrease 
in the number of inmates, and supposing that those who ou°-ht 
not to be allowed to remain, namely, the government prisoners 
and lunatics, were withdrawn from these portions of the building 
assigned to them, the present available room would not be at 
all sufficient for the purpose. There are constantly to be found 
here a number of beggars and children, whom, as my colleague 
remarks in his last report, are more fitted for places of relief 
than of punishment; I must join him in the hope “that the 
municipal authorities may earnestly address themselves to the 
task of grappling with this great and growing social evil.”

Dietary — Each pauper prisoner receives 2 lb. of bread and 
I f pmt of new milk, daily; also 2 lb. soap and one candle 
weekly ; and their rooms are supplied with a sufficient allow- 
ance of coals, viz., 2A cwt. per week, during the winter half 
year, and 1J cwt. during the summer. The bedding of the 
pauper department consists of three blankets, one pair of 
sheets, and one rug for each prisoner, together with one bed- 
tick and bolster, filled with straw once every month. There

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has not been any change in this department since last inspec- 
tion, except a supply of roller- cloths for the use of thepri- 
soners when washing, one of which is issued weekly to each 
room, occupied on an average by four persons. 

Hospital . — This department has been recently supplied with 
tin wash-hand basins and jugs, and also kettles, saucepans, &c„ 
as well as other necessaries of the kind, conducive to the com- 
fort and wants of the patients. The sanitary condition of the 
prison has been very satisfactory, as appears by the following 
report of the medical officer, who is most assiduous in his 
attention : — 

“ The number of persons who laboured under any disease requiring 
my attendance was 147, for whom I prescribed 986 times. Thus each 
patient had, on an average, about 6| visits. Only one death occurred 

C * U ‘‘ 1 No t case e of' cholera occurred ; but a considerable number of the 
prisoners suffered from the choleraic diarrhoea which prevailed gene- 
rally in the city during the autumn. This was usually checked without 
difficulty by suitable remedies promptly administered. ISo case of 
contagious fever occurred. The diseases were, for the most part, 
chronic, and brought in with the prisoners. _ 

Bronchitis in various degrees, constipation, ulcers, diseases o. the 
prostate gland, diseases of the skin, dispepsia, rheumatism, diseases of 
the eye, and a few cuts, contusions, and fractures, were the cases that 
chiefly presented themselves. . . . . 

“ The prison may be considered, on the whole, as very healthful, 
and the cases of illness not numerous, when it is recollected that so 
many of its inmates are persons of broken down constitution, and suffer- 
ing muclr mental distress, and, in many instances, a total change in 
habits, diet, air, exercise, clothing, &c.”

General Observations. 

A complaint having been preferred by one of the prisoners 
against two of the hatchmen for incivility, using improper 
language, and refusing to do their duty, I carefully investi- 
gated the matter, and found that the charge was wholly unsus- 
tained, and the officers blameless. 

Some improvements have been effected in the building since 
last inspection, and some are still in progress; and making 
reasonable allowance for the difficulty of dealing with the 
debtor class, I found the prison clean and orderly and the 
accounts appeared to be all accurately kept. 

The condition of the prison, however, appears to call for the 
direct interference of the Government. Supported wholly by 
Parliamentary grant its usages and customs are at variance 
with the rules laid down for the regulation of all other prisons 
ill Ireland, of which we have frequently complained, and its 
evils can only be effectually remedied by legislative enactment. 
This measure has from time to time been suggested by us in our 
Annual Reports, and I have only again to submit the expediency 
of an entire reconstruction of the establishment, the abolition 
of its existing usages, and tbe appointment of a proper staff, 
as essentially necessary to the maintenance of due order and 
discipline. 

There are a number of prisoners here for years, some of whom 
make a convenience of the prison. There now remain but 
three hatchmen under the old system ; I should recommend 
their being pensioned off. One of them lives out of the prison, 
and lets his room ; the widow of another (Walker) still keeps 
his room and lets it. The Marshal does not like to replace 
him, in tho expectation of their being abolished. The punish- 
ments during the past year amounted to thirteen, being nine 
under that of the previous year. The longest period of these 
incarcerations was twenty-four hours, and the shortest two and 
a half.

On examining the return of those in confinement on the 
day corresponding to that of my visit for the years 1852 
and 1853, it will be seen that the numbers were nearly equal, 
while there is a decrease in favour of this year of 60; a 
result more satisfactory when the great inci'ease of the popu- 
lation of Belfast is taken into consideration. It is worthy 
of remark, too, that the rural districts supplied one-fourth of 
the total committals for the year; while the re-committals, 
from the same quarter, did not reach quite one-seventh — the 
total commitments and re-commitments for the past year being 
as follows : —

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This great sexual inequality of re-commictals is principally 
caused by the number of abandoned characters from brothels in 
the town, upon whom the strictest discipline, deterrent and re- 
formatory, seems to have little or no effect. My colleague, in 
his report for last year, alludes to the difficulty of dealing with 
this class ; and in accordance with his recommendation and that 
of the physician of the prison, the dietary for females has 
been reduced to the scale sanctioned by the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, and has been found quite sufficient. At the time of 
inspection there were not any prisoners charged with very 
serious crimes. Vagrancy has almost ceased, and drunkenness 
much declined within the past year. There were none under 
sentence of transportation; two males and seven females for 
penal servitude. The number of debtors committed here ex- 
ceeds any gaol in Ireland, the total since the 1st of January last 
being no less than 49 master, and *209 paupers; of the latter 
there were 30 for sums under £1 ; one for seven shillings and 
one penny, the debt being “ the penny,” and the costs seven 
shillings ; and several for sums under ten shillings. Eleven 
were supporting themselves, and 18 supported at the public 
expense. The juveniles are much fewer than heretofore ; in all 
but 26, of whom 24 were from the town, and but two from the 
country. The punishments were rather numerous ; but they 
were, without exception, for slight breaches of discipline. Sepa- 
ration is carried out to its fall extent; and although some have 
been confined here for two years , no ill effects have resulted from 
the system. The lock-up is properly attended to, and there 
is a patrol at night both inside and out. The whole gaol was 
in excellent repair, perfectly dry, thoroughly clean, and well 
ventilated ; an abundant supply of water ; the sewerage, which 
is regularly flushed, perfect ; building secure and locks good ; 
bedding and sheets sufficient, and of good quality. Indeed 
the whole establishment is second to none I have ever seen, in 
its arrangement, regularity, and discipline, reformatory and 
deterrent. Its financial management is at once simple, clear, 
and satisfactory. 

Employment and Schools. — The male prisoners were em- 
ployed according to the subjoined schedule.

There is a considerable amount of activity dn this depart 
ment ; several of the turnkeys being tradesmen, give instructioi 
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m tlieir various callings. Stone-breaking, in separate compart- 
ments, is carried on largely, and productively. On the crank- 
pump, which is divided into stalls, most of the prisoners are 
put to work daily. The net profit for articles disposed of 
outside the gaol, in 1852, was £929 5s.; 1853, £T01 2s. 3 id. 

The school is well conducted, and a registry of progress kept 
Some of the juveniles whom I examined appeared to have 
made considerable advancement in reading and writing. My 
colleague, in his report of last year, alludes to the utility of 
establishing a “lending library,” the books to be selected under 
the authority of the Board : I would strongly urge upon the 
authorities the adoption of this recommendation. "" The school 
is frequently visited by the chaplains, who record their exami- 
nations in a book kept for that purpose. 

Female Department — The females were employed at knit- 
ting, needlework, prison duties, spinning and carding, veining, 
washing, and in school. The washing is carried on in fourteen 
separate and well ventilated compartments. The laundry is 
complete in every respect, and yields a considerable profit. 
A contract lias lately been obtained for washing for the 
military. 

Dietary.— To male prisoners whose sentences exceed one 
month.— Breakfast — 8 oz. oatmeal, and one pint of buttermilk. 
Dinner — 1 lb. household bread, and one pint new milk. Sup- 
per — 2 oz. oatmeal made into gruel. 

To male prisoners sentenced to one month and under, and 
all females. Breakfast — 7 oz. oatmeal, and one pint butter- 
milk. Dinner — f lb. household bread, and J pint of new milk. 
Mo supper to this class. 

The dietary m regularly inspected, and each chaplain keeps 
a separate book in which he records his visits and observations. 
Some complaints of insufficiency were made by the females ; 
however, I remarked, they were all from those who had been 
previously imprisoned — none from those first committed. The 
whole of this class looked in good health, and I feel satisfied 
that the amount of food is sufficient, and the complaints were 
without foundation.

Although the above summary shows an increase of four upon 
the total at the inspection which took place on the 7th July, 
1853, still there is a gradual reduction of those in confinement 
pn the corresponding days for the last three years, the numbers 
being— for 1851, 156; 1852, 127; 1853, 108. There is a 
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e-reat change in the character of crime in the district ; not 
one prisoner in confinement, on the day of my visit, for any — 
serious offence, being generally summary -convictions by magus- 
trates or for larcenies from petty sessions, Ike committals, and. 
re-committals, particularly the latter, of females have rather in- 
creased. Last year the re-committals of males exceeded the 
females by seven ; this year the females exceed the males by 
ei^ht ; but this will, no doubt, cease, in a great degree, when 
the separate system is brought into operation oil the completion 
of the new building. Vagrancy has much decreased, and there 
were no workhouse offenders ; hut one convict (a very wretched 
old female, who has been three years in the prison), and two 
males under sentence of penal servitude. The gaol is in 
excellent repair, thoroughly clean, and well ventilated ; the 
bedding clean and good, sheets are used. There is an ample 
supply of water. The accommodation for males is abundant, 
some of the cells being unoccupied. There being no punitive 
labour in the prison, I would strongly recommend the intro- 
duction of shot-drill ; and that the treadwheel should be brought 
into use, and divided into compartments ; also, that sheds be 
erected in the yard opposite, for the prisoners, during intervals 
of work, so that separation might still be maintained, which I think 
most necessary, particularly for prisoners who aro re-committed. 

The commitments during the past year were — males, 524 ; 
females, 357. Pie-commitments — males, 18; females, 26. 

Greatest number in gaol at one time— males, 76 ; females, 52 ; 
average— males, 59 ; females, 39. The punishments, which 
were few, were all inflicted by order of the governor. 

Employment and Schools. — Besides prison duties, some weie 
employed mat-making, tailoring, weaving, winding, and shoe- 
making. The return of industrial work for 1852 shows a not 
profit of £49 Os. lid.; and that for 1853, of £70 15s. Sd. 

The schoolmaster instructs the male class for two hours daily ; 
and from the registry, considerable progress seemed to have 

been made. , . . . 

Female Department.— This portion of the gaol, which is 
lamentably deficient in space, will shortly he dispensed with, 
as it is expected that the new wing in course of erection will 
he completed by the 1st of October next. The females were 
employed at sewing, knitting, flowering, and the usual prison 
duties. The matron instructs in spelling and reading for an 

hour daily. „ „ . , . ,. 

Dietary.— Class 1, Males.— Breakfast— 8 oz. oatmeal, in stir- 
about, and half pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. brown bread, 
and 1 pint new milk.

74. ^ The provisions were all of excellent quality at the 
time of inspection; but I was informed that frequent complaints 
were made of the quality of the milk.

General Observations. — It is my pleasing duty to express my 
admiration of the public spint and liberality of the Grand Jury 
and ratepayers of this county, in providing funds for the construc- 
tion of the new wing for females, now in progress. It is designed 
on the separate system, and consists of two stories containing 
forty cells, each of which is ventilated by two flues for the admis- 
sion of hot and cold air. An apartment is being fitted up with 
water-closets, and each cell is supplied with a cast-iron box to 
contain a small chamber or urinal. There are apartments for 
the matron upon each story ; and about one half the wing is 
excavated to a depth of eight feet, forming a basement story, 
intended for washing and smoothing rooms. The outside walls 
are stone, lined with brick, and all the inside walls are brick. 

There is a wall to separate the males from the females. I was 
much pleased with the whole building. The design is highly 
creditable to Mr. Boyd, the architect, and the solidity and finish 
of the work, so far as it has gone, equally so to the contractor. 

This wing, when completed, will, in addition to the fine gaol 
already constructed for males, he a credit to the county, and in 
every way adapted for carrying out to its full extent an improved 
prison discipline. 

Bridewells. Bridewells. 

Lurgan. — In excellent order in every respect. Committals Lurgan. 
regularly filed, and registry correct. Four males and one 
female confined here at the time of my visit; 152 the previous 
quarter, 108 of whom were for drunkenness; no long deten- 
tions. Local inspector visits regularly. Cost of dietary, males,

MarJcethill. — No prisoners at the time of inspection, and but 31 Markethill. 
during the last quarter. Books and committals correct ; and 
bridewell in good order.

There were no prisoners at the time of my visit ; 64 committals 
during the previous quarter — one half of them for drunkenness. 

Local inspector regular 
in his visits. Registry and committals correct. 

Ballybot . — No prisoners at the time of inspection. The Baiiybot. 
bridewell in good order ; registry and committals properly kept. 

Cost of dietary, 5d. per head. Local inspector seldom visits.

The subjoined return exhibits a favourable contrast with the 
aggregate on the corresponding day for the two years preced- 
ing, when the numbers in confinement were as follows : June 9 

1852, 137 ; do., 1853. 144 ; do., 1854,86; and at the inspection of 
my colleague on the 16th May, 1853, the number was 121. The 
reduction thus appears to be steadily progressive, and, I am 
happy to add, that the decline of graver offences is equally 
marked, there not being a single prisoner for trial cither at 
assizes or quarter sessions for any serious offence. Vagrancy, 
always a productive source of crime, has much decreased ; but 
drunkenness the contrary. There were three female convicts 
who have been confined here for more than a year ; two males' 
sentenced to ten years’ penal servitude, and one to seven years! 
In the aggregate for this year five lunatics are included. On 
application at the office of that department in Dublin, I was 
assured that they should be removed to a place more suitable 
for this unfortunate class of beings than a gaol.

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The whole prison was thoroughly clean, well ventilated, and 
in good repair, with the exception of the outer walls, which 
require pinning and dashing on the outside. The bedding was 
good, and in sufficient quantity. Water abundant ; and the 
sewerage, which is flushed with water raised by the tread- wheel, 
effective. The males are divided into five classes, who take 
their meals in the cells, and classification is maintained as far 
as practicable, without any separate system, or modification of 
it. There is a patrol during the night, and the lock-up is now 
well managed. The governor, and his son, who has been 
recently appointed deputy, at a salary of £30 per annum 
granted him by the grand jury, both attend, and go round 
the cells again at half-past nine o'clock with the turnkeys in 
attendance. The punishments amounted only to seven since 
January. The commitments during the past year were — males, 
495; females, 265; re-commitments — males, 16; females, 10. 
Greatest number in gaol at one time — males, 110 ; females, 42 ; 
average — males, 60 ; females, 30. The decrease in re-com- 
mittals is considerable, the return under this head for 1853 
being — males, 47 ; females, 29. 

Employment and Schools. — The employment of males con- 
sisted of tailoring, shoemaking, carpenters and smiths’ work, 
weaving, winding, and the usual prison duties. I should re- 
commend the introduction of shot-drill, which has been found, 
wherever adopted, to act as a most effectual deterrent, par- 
ticularly upon re-committals ; and this is the more necessary as 
the tread-wheel is not divided so as to separate the prisoners 
while at work upon it, nor from its position and limited space 
could this be easily effected ; but, as recommended by my col- 
league in his last report, it would bo advisable to construct 
stalls for separating them during intervals of rest. A good 
deal of employment is maintained, and the net profit for articles 
disposed of outside the gaol, for 1852, was £17 17s. 6d ; and 
for 1853, £15 10s. 

The school is well conducted, and a registry kept, which 
shows considerable progress. 

Female Department. — The females, who were divided into 
three classes, according to character, were employed at knitting, 
spinning, needlework, making up bed-ticks, and washing. It is to 
be regretted that there is no approximation even to the separate 
system with this class ; but from the arrangement of the female 
cells it is unattainable. The whole department was very clean. 
The laundry is much too small, and there is no drying room. 
This is a very serious want ; the erection of one would be found to 
conduce much to the health of the inmates, and to effect a great 
saving in the wear and tear of all articles washed. Educational 
instruction is given two hours daily, by the assistant matron. 

Dietary. — Males. — Breakfast — 8 oz. meal, in stirabout, and 
one pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 14 oz. wholemeal bread, and 
one pint of new milk. 

Females. — Breakfast — 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, and one print 
of buttermilk. Dinner — 12 oz. of wholemeal bread, and f print 
of buttermilk.

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North Contrary to what generally prevails, the above aggregate 
District. S } 10WS an increase of eight as compared with the return at the 
County of inspection of my colleague, on the 16th September last, but a 
Donegal Gaol. d ecrease 0 f 44^ i n comparison with the numbers on the corres- 
ponding day in 1853 ; it is also satisfactory to add, that there 
is a reduction in the daily average of 16 for this year from 
that of last. Committals for illicit distillation, a very common 
offence in this county, have decreased ; how'ever, they seem to 
depend much on the season of the year, being comparatively 
few in the spring and summer months, and high when the 
new grain comes in : at one time during the past year the 
number was so high as 41. Vagrancy and drunkenness are 
much on the decline, as also juvenile offenders. There were 
no convicts, only one prisoner under sentence of penal servi- 
tude, and but one conviction from the last quarter sessions. 
The re-committals have decreased, particularly of the female 
class ; last year they exceeded the males, the numbers being 
11 and 16; and this, the males re-committed were nine, and 
females five. It is to be regretted that some steps are not taken 
to separate the prisoners when at work, particularly those 
employed at stone-breaking, as there is no punitive labour 
available in the prison. I should strongly recommend sepa- 
rate sheds for this class; any approach to separation is at 
all times desirable, and particularly so with regard to re-com- 
mittals. The gaol was thoroughly clean in every department, 
and the ventilation excellent; the bedding good, clean, and 
sufficient ; the supply of water ample, but the sewerage is 
ineffective. The punishments were very few, and, ‘with one 
exception, of light character. The accommodation is more than 
sufficient for the numbers at present in confinement — only 
eight females being in the gaol at the time of inspection — these 
were scarcely sufficient for the general duties of the prison. 
Classification is carried out to its full extent, short of separation ; 
there are 9 classes at the male side. The commitments during 
the past year stand thus: — males, 496; females, 117. Re- 
commitments — males, 9 ; females, 5. Greatest number in gaol 
at one time — males, 115; females, 34. Average — males, 79; 
females, 16. 

Employment and Schools Remunerative employment is 

carried on to a very limited extent, and stone-breaking the only 
hard-labour. The school appears to be well conducted ; but 
from the usually short terms of imprisonment, much advance- 
ment cannot be expected. A registry of progress is kept. The 
females were employed at spinning, knitting, and prison duties. 

Dietary. — Males. — Breakfast — 4 oz. Indian meal, 4 oz. oat- 
meal, and 1 pint of buttermilk. Dinner — Two days, 14 oz. bread, 
and 1 pint of gruel ; two days, 14 oz. of bread, and 1 pint of 
new milk ; three days, 6 oz. oatmeal, 6 oz.

No complaints of the provisions, which were regularly 
inspected, and were of good quality.

The Books and Accounts are all accurately kept, with the excep- 
tion of the dietary account, which, I regret to add, was most irre- 
gular — in fact, I had no means whatever of checking it The 
clietary account had not been made up in detail since the 1st of 
May last ; and on asking for the book in which it was kept pre- 
vious to that date, in order that I might see the totals brought 
forward, it was not to be found. I must confess I was quite 
unprepared for this great irregularity in a prison otherwise so 
well conducted; and it is the only instance of the kind I have 
met with since the new forms of books and accounts have been 
established, and to which I beg to call the attention of the 
Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence. I have also to add 
that the clerk stated he kept the dietary account on paper since 
the 1st of May, and on requesting to see this paper, in the 
hope of being able to check the account from it, he said he had 
lost it. I remained two hours in the gaol afterwards, without 
being able to get any book or other document, by which I could 
check the daily consumption of the prison. 

Total cost of gaol for last three years — 1851, £l,722 7s. 8c/.; 
1852, £1,472 18s. 6c?. ; 1853, £ 1 ,696 Is. 8c?. It will be observed 
that the cost of the gaol, including salaries, dietary, &c., for the 
past year, exceeds that of 1852 by £223 3s. 2c?., and this is the 
more remarkable from the circumstance of the daily average 
number in confinement for this year being 16 under that of last.

The total commitments to the gaol during the past year 
were — males, 529 ; females, 347. Re-commitments— males, 

105 ; females, 132. Greatest number in gaol at one time- 
males, 123; females, SO. Average — males, 103; females, 65. 
It will be seen that the re-committals of females were numer- 
ous ; however, a number of these were from amongst that 
depraved class of prostitutes, upon whom the most rigid disci- 
pline has but little effect, unless carried out in strict separation, 
in which alone, I feel assured, that any hope of improvement’ 
deterrent or reformatory, exists. The county has been gene- 
rally free from serious crime ; and the juveniles, five of whom 
were in separate confinement, for which the cells are properly 
adapted, have decreased; as also vagrants, who heretofore 
supplied a large amount of the committals and re-committals. 
There were none under sentence of transportation ; but there 
were four females sentenced to penal servitude. The punish- 
ments, which were of ordinary character, amounted to 57 since 
the 1st January last. All prisoners are furnished with gaol 
clothing ; and the bedding was clean and in good order. 

The accommodation for males is sufficient for classification; but 
no modification of the separate system, except with the juveniles 
already referred to, and the meals being taken in the cells. The 
debtors’ apartments are unnecessarily large ; however, if the gaol 
should hereafter be altered so as properly to carry out “ sepa- 
ration,” part of this section of the prison could easily be appro- 
priated to other purposes. The accommodation consists of—

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The foregoing return shows that there were blit few of the 
prisoners employed at trades at the time of my visit ; however, 
there was a creditable supply in the store-room of articles manu- 
factured in the gaol. The capstan mill, I should say, does not 
afford sufficient punitive labour for a certain class of prisoners 
who are over and over again committed to this gaol ; I should, 
therefore, recommend the introduction of shot-drill, which has 
been found most effectual elsewhere. In 1852, the second 
year of its being brought into use in the county of Clare gaol, 
the committals of workhouse offenders were but 201 against 
442 in 1851 ; and the governor, in his report to my colleague 
in 1852, stated — “that out of 129 males re-committed during 
the year, but 21, who had been subjected to shot-drill, returned 
to the prison ; and that it particularly deterred workhouse 
offenders, a most unruly and unmanageable class.” Again, the 
governor of the Nenagh Gaol, in his report for the same year, 
says, that amongst “ offenders who were in the habit of commit- 
ting petty offences for the purpose of being sent to prison, and 
particularly from the workhouses, there has been a visible 
decrease ; and for the short time shot-drill has been established 
here, I must say it has produced a good effect — for instance, 
those who were found indolent at other employments, on 
being sent to this punishment for a short time, have become 
attentive and industrious ; I am of opinion that the tread-mill, 
corn-mill, and stone-breaking, &c., fail in having the effect the 
shot-drill must eventually have in deterring old offenders from 
continuing in crime.” The male school is very well conducted 
by a paid schoolmaster, who appears to be perfectly competent 
to his duties ; he also assists in keeping .the general accounts 
of the gaol. Total profit of works for 1852, £28 3s. 5 d . ; 1853, 
£36 6s. Ud. 

Female Department All that can be said of this department 

at present is, that in the disposal of the very limited accommo- 
dation it is turned to the best advantage ; it is only sufficient 
for the inmates to be divided into three classes. There is a 
good laundry and drying-loft. Educational instruction is occa- 
sionally given. 

Dietary. — Males. — Breakfast — 8 oz. of mixed oat and Indian 
meal, made into stirabout, with l pint of buttermilk. Din- 
ner — 14 oz. wholemeal bread, baked in the gaol, with 1 pint 
new milk. 

Females. — Breakfast — 7 oz. of mixed oat and Indian meal, 
made into stirabout, with 1 pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 
12 oz. wholemeal bread, with § pint of new milk. 

The bread, oatmeal, and new milk w r ere all of excellent 
quality ; but the sour milk was thin and bad, and I found it 
had been complained of by the chaplains, who are very regular 
in their inspections. Net cost of dietary per day — 1852, 2-^d. m ,

Officers' Visits. — Local Inspector, 159; surgeon, &c., 213;

The officers who reside in the gaol are allowed coals and 
candles. The turnkeys wear uniform, and appear to be a 
respectable body of men. Two vacancies occurred since last 
inspection ; one has not been filled up, and the miller, who still 
superintends the baking department, has been appointed to 
the other. 

Hospitals. — These were thoroughly clean and airy ; no epi- 
demic, nor any case requiring special notice. There were seven 
males (three of whom were lunatics) and five females under 
treatment.

There were no less than seventeen male and five female 
lunatics, which seriously interferes with the general manage- 
ment and discipline of the prison. On communicating with 
the officers of that department in Dublin, I was informed 
there were no vacancies in the district asylum ; but the enlarge- 
ment and alterations in progress would soon be completed, on 
which all the patients should be removed.

The meetings are held monthly, when the attendance is most 
regular. The bills are paid at these periods, and the contracts 
half yearly, when the whole accounts are closed and submitted 
to the Grand Jury. 

General Observations. — The whole prison was in excellent 
order and repair, well ventilated throughout, and secure, and 
the general condition and management of the establishment 
reflects credit on those charged with its administration. A pre- 
sentment which was sought for the alteration of one of the wings 
of the prison, and for the construction of a new building, on 
the separate system, for females, was rejected by the rate- 
payers ; however, instructions were given to the county 
surveyor to prepare a plan simply for the alteration of one 
wing, and adapting it to separation. This officer attended 
at the gaol during my visit, and Mr. Keown and Mr. Ford, 
two members of the Board of Superintendence, were also 
present. The wing which it is intended to alter is now 
occupied by females, and is capable of accommodating 48 ; the 
ground-floor is allocated to day-rooms and an exercising-yard ; 
the first and second floors contain each 24 sleeping cells. 
The alterations proposed are to fit up the ground floor with 
19 cells, 9 feet long, 6 feet wide, and 10 feet high, each 
containing more than the required 450 cubic feet. . The first 
floor to have 16 of the present cells altered by opening a com- 
munication between them, so as to make 8 double cells 
containing 900 cubic feet. There will also be 3 single cells, 9 
feet long, 6 feet wide, and 9 feet high, making 1 1 cells on this 
floor. The second floor will contain 19 cells, of 450 cubic feet 
each, making a total of 49 cells. There will be a turnkey’s 
room and water-closets on each floor, and each cell will be 
fitted up with crank-handles and gongs, to enable the prisoners 
at all times to communicate with the officers of the gaol. 
The heating will be effected by hot water pipes, and the windows 
arranged to open for ventilation. The doors are to have in- 
spection holes and plates attached ; and the division wall in 
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the corridor will be removed in order to obtain greater facility 
for inspection, and to increase the light, I should say that 
these improvements, with the present available accommodation 
will be found sufficient for the requirements of the district; and 
I therefore beg to recommend their consideration to the Grand 
Jury and Board of Superintendence. 

Bridewells. 

Newry . — I visited this bridewell on the 30th of March, and 
again on the 17th of October. I found it clean, well supplied 
with bedding and all other necessaries. On my last visit I exam- 
ined the books and accounts minutely, and regret to say they 
are not kept in a regular or satisfactory manner ; and the check 
on the daily consumption by no means sufficient. There was 
no entry in the dietary account from the 3rd to the 1 7th October - 
nor was the reception book signed by the constable on the 
committal of prisoners to the bridewell, as directed by the order 
of the Inspector-General of Constabulary, and the sanction 
of the Court of Queen’s Bench. 'Ihe bridewell keeper did 
not seem at all to understand how the accounts are kept, and 
his assistant, who, it appears, has charge of the books, was 
equally unsatisfactory in his answers as to the dietary account 
and checks thereon. The average cost of dietary is 4 \d. per 
day for each prisoner ; and the total expense of the bridewell 
for the quarter ending the 29th June was £85 19s. 5d. ; and 
for that ending 28th September, £68 7s. 7 d., being £154 7s, 
for the half-year, which is more than the total expense of some 
of the largest bridewells in Ireland for an entire year.

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This aggregate exhibits a considerable reduction from that 
returned at the last inspection, which took place on the 5th 
July, 1853, when the total was 93. For the past three years 
the decrease of crime has been gradual, the numbers in con- 
finement on the corresponding day in 1852 being 135 ; in 1853 
121 ; and this year, hut 56. There was but one case which could 
be called serious ; the rest were generally petty larcenies, and 
country servants for leaving their masters, an offence which 
until of late, was of rare occurrence in this' locality. Vagrancy 
has almost disappeared. Although the females nearly equalled 
the males at the time of my visit, still the proportion of com- 
mitments for the whole year was not one-half — the males 
numbering 318; females, 143. The re-commitments were— 
males, 56 ; females, 32. Greatest number in gaol at one time- 
males, 96 ; females, 35. Average — males, 56 ; females, 20. 

There w^ere five under sentence of penal servitude, and four 
all of whom were females, for transportation. The punish- 
ments were rather numerous, 57 since 1st January, still they 
were generally of light character. The prison throughout was 
in excellent condition, and thoroughly ventilated. The bed- 
ding adequate, and sheets are used, which conduce much to 
health and economy. The heating apparatus has been rendered 
more effective. An abundant supply of w T ater is afforded by a 
forcing pump, which provides hard labour for six prisoners at a 
time. This and stone-breaking being the only punitive labour 
available in the gaol, I would suggest the introduction of shot- 
drill, which has been found a most effectual deterrent, particu- 
larly as regards re-committals. With a due regard to humanity, 
a prison ought to be made disagreeable to those who do not 
depend upon themselves, but seek it as a place where they have 
little or nothing to do, and are better fed than in the work- 
house. Separation is carried out with the male class to a 
limited extent; eight separate sheds for those employed at 
stone-breaking have been built. A laundry and drying-loft is 
in course of erection. Where so many improvements and addi- 
tions have of late been effected, it is to he regretted that the 
separate system is not fully adopted, particularly with the 
females, as there is now ample room for the purpose. There 
are no bye-laws in the prison, a serious want, and in contraven- 
tion of the 4th section of the Prisons Act. A code should be 
prepared and submitted for approval. 

Employment and Schools . — In addition to the usual prison 
duties, some were employed at coopering, mat-making, shoe- 
making, stone-breaking, and bruising bones. The latter yields 
some profit, a ready sale being found at £5 per ton, the first 
cost being from £2 5s. to £3 5s. The net profit for industrial 
works up to spring assizes, 1853, was £62 9s. 4d.; and to 
spring, 1854, £99 155. \d. The school appears to he well 
conducted : tried prisoners are taught daily in their cells from 
ten till two o’clock, and those untried receive an hour’s instruc- 
tion in association. The females, who are divided into three 
classes, according to character, were employed spinning, sew- 
ing, sprigging, washing, and the usual prison duties. The 
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matron, who has no assistant, appears to be respectable and 
attentive to her duties. She instructs those in her charge for 
one hour daily. 

Dietary. — Males. — Breakfast — 8 oz. oatmeal with one pint of 
buttermilk. Dinner — 10 oz. meal and 1 oz. of rice, or 14 oz. 
brown bread, with one pint of new- milk.

The provisions, of which there were no complaints, were all 
of excellent quality, and are duly inspected by the chaplains.

adopted, found to tend much to the appearance of respectability, 
order, and discipline. There is a sufficient quantity of arms, 
and they are well kept. All salaries are paid to the extern 
officers half-yearly, and to the interns every two months. 
There is but one turnkey a tradesman ; another superintends 
the bakery ; the bread, which is of wholemeal, is of excellent 
quality. One turnkey resigned since last inspection ; his place 
has not been filled up. 

0 ficers' Visits . — Local inspector, 174; surgeon, &c., 315; 
Protestant chaplain, 236 ; Presbyterian or Dissenting do., 211; 
Homan Catholic do., 204. 
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The Hospitals were perfectly clean, and well ventilated ; and 
although the number of patients was large in comparison with 
other gaols, the cases were all of trifling character, and no epi- 
demic or disease requiring special notice. The total number in 
hospital for the last three years was 363 ; the deaths, 15 : and cost 
of medicine for that period, £128 155. 3d., which is very high 
in comparison with other gaols.

o The Board meetings are monthly, and the attendance always 
in sufficient numbers ; it is evident, from the general arrange- 
ments of the prison, that they take great interest in the well- 
being of the establishment. All bills are paid by cheques, 
signed by three members of the Board, and the accounts are 
audited and finally closed at each assizes, after being submitted 
to a committee of the Grand Jury. 

General Observations. — I have much pleasure in bearing 
testimony to the general state of cleanliness and order of this 
prison, as well as to the attention and efficiency of the officers; 
and trust that the authorities will follow up the improvements 
effected within the last two years by introducing a more refor- 
matory discipline with the female class, for which there is now 
ample room. I feel it my duty to call the attention of the 
Board to the subjoined schedule, adopted by order of the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, with reference to gruel dietary. It is unne- 
cessary to say more in urging its adoption than that this is the 
only gaol in Ireland where the prescribed dietary is not in use, 
and that in every instance it has been found to effect a saving 
without injury to the health of the prisoners.

Offences, &c., of Juveniles Classified — during the year. 
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Although this total exhibits an increase upon that returned 
at last inspection, and on a comparison of the numbers in 
confinement upon the corresponding days for the last four 
years, viz., 1851, 100; 1852, 79; 1853, 42; 1854, 62, there 
appears a gradual diminution until this. And although the 
increase is comparatively large, there has been for the year 
a decrease in the average of no less than ten a day ; the com- 
mittals, too, were generally not for serious crimes, the great 
majority being assault cases ; however some of these were of a 
very violent character. Only three juveniles in confinement on 
the day of inspection ; no vagrants ; nor has there been a com- 
mittal under this head for a considerable period, and but one 
workhouse offender for more than a year; there were two 
females under sentence of transportation, and none of either 
class for penal servitude ; two male lunatics, and one female, 
all of whom were quiet and . harmless ; there was not a debtor 
in the gaol on the day of my visit; — on the 8th of June, 1847, 
there were no less than 104 of this class in the prison. The 
commitments for the past year were — males, 371 ; females, 
125. Re-commitments — males, 30 ; females, 19. Greatest num- 
ber in gaol at one time, 54 males ; 32 females. Average males, 
35 ; females, 2 1 . The punishments, which were of light charac- 
ter, but 17 since the 1st of January last. The whole gaol was 
in good repair, well ventilated, and clean, quite secure, the 
locks in good order, and the supply of water sufficient. The 
sewers, which are effective, can be flushed at all times from a 
tank which is supplied from the river. The bedding clean and 
good. It is intended to establish a crank-mill for the manufac- 
ture of flax : there is sufficient room for its erection on the ground 
floor of the large workhouse ; and on the upper floor there will 
still be space enough for the looms. The accommodation is 
abundant, and from the reduced number of prisoners the whole 
gaol might be adapted to the separate system at no very great 
expense ; and I feel assured that the sum required for this 
change would, in a very short time, be fully repaid, by the 
decreased committals and re-committals invariably consequent 
upon its introduction. At present the males are properly 
classified, and the meals are taken in the cells. 

Employment and Schools.— Some of the males were employed 
at -weaving, tailoring, shoemaking, carpenter’s work, mat and 
brush making and prison duties. The treadwheel is the only 
punitive labour at present; however, when the crank-mill is 
introduced, it will afford hard labour for ten, which is about the 
ordinary number now employed upon the treadwheel. The 
school, which is on the National system, is very well conducted, 
by a regular schoolmaster, assisted by the turnkeys. Instruc- 
tion is given for two hours daily, and a registry of progress 
kept ; a new supply of books has just been furnished. 

Female Department. — The females are divided into three 
classes according to character, some were employed at spinning, 
needlework, and. prison duties ; instruction is given for two 
hours daily. The laundry is small and inconvenient, and the 
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clothes are dried in the open air — some improvement is required 
in this quarter. 

Dietary. — Males.— Breakfast — 8 oz. Indian meal and 1 pint new 
milk. Dinner— 1 4 oz. bread, seconds flour, and 1 pint of new milk. 

Females. — Breakfast — T oz. of Indian meal, and 1 pint of new 
milk. Dinner— 1 2 oz. bread, seconds flour, and £pint of new milk. 

Males and females, on Wednesday and Friday in each 
week, get oatmeal gruel at dinner in lieu of milk, I -1 oz. meal 
to each pint. All prisoners committed for a month and under 
get gruel instead of new milk. 

Males and females under ten years of age — Breakfast — 5 
oz. Indian meal, and half pint new milk. Dinner — 10 oz. bread, 
seconds flour, and half pint new milk. 

There were no complaints of the dietary, which was all of 
excellent quality —net cost of dietary per day for each prisoner 
for the last three years — 1852, l r )by/. ; 1853, Id. ; 1854, 2-f-pl.

— The, books and accounts are all accu- 
rately kept, and the checks satisfactory. The total cost of the

1851, £1,403 4s. 6d.; 1852, £1,473 12s. 9|-<A : 1853, £1,400 15s. 

The hospitals were clean and well kept, five male and one 
female patients ; no cases requiring particular notice ; the gaol is 
usually very healthy.

This total exceeds that at the last official inspection by 1 7 ; 
but is less by 35 than the number in confinement on the cor- 
responding day in 1853 ; and, it is satisfactory to add, that the 
total committals for the past year were one-third less than 
those for the preceding, the schedule standing thus — 1852, 
males, 868; females, 445; 1853, males, 506; females, 346. 
However, it is to be regretted that the females do not 
maintain the same ratio of improvement as the males, par- 
ticularly with regard to re-committals ; this year they ex- 
ceeded those of the males, and are proportionably higher 
than in any gaol in Ireland. This is, no doubt, attributable, in 
a great degree, to the absence of the only effectual deterrent 
discipline — “ complete separation.” So long as this class is 
left in association, it is hopeless to expect any improvement. 

The collective accommodation of this gaol is ample for its 
requirements, there being for the male class, with whom the 
separate system is carried out in a modified form, 146 single cells ; 
while there are but 13 cells, and 11 rooms with beds, applic- 
able to the females, with whom improved discipline is more 
necessary. The commitments for the past year were — males, 
506 ; females, 346 ; re-commitments — males, 35 ; females, 36 ; 
greatest number in gaol at one time — males, 109 ; females, 43 ; 
average — males, 77 ; females, 32. There was but one prisoner 
for trial at the ensuing assizes, four females under sentence of 
transportation, and one for penal servitude. The punishments 
since January were but 17, and all of ordinary character. The 
prison is quite secure ; a new supply of locks has lately been 
furnished ; the lock-up is superintended by the governor and 
deputy, and a watchman patrols at night. The whole build- 
ing was in good repair, dry, and well ventilated. Water 
abundant; the sewerage effective. The bedding good and 
sufficient, and sheets, which conduce much to cleanliness, are 
used here. 
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Employment and Schools None of the turnkeys being 

tradesmen, remunerative employment is carried on only to a 
limited extent. The principal occupation is stone-breaking; 
those prisoners who where tradesmen were employed at their 
different callings. 

The male school, for which there is a regular schoolmaster, 
appears to be well conducted, and, from the registry, many of 
the prisoners seemed to have made fair progress. 

Female Department. — The females are at present classified 
according to character. Some were employed at needle-work 
and washing ; but, upon the whole, there appears to be but 
very little work for them. I have already alluded to the urgent 
necessity of adopting the separate system with this class ; and 
from the improvements effected in the male side of this gaol 
within the last two years, I have a strong hope of seeing it 
shortly followed up with the females. School instruction is 
given for one hour and a-hali daily. 

Dietary. — Males. — Breakfast — 8 oz. of oatmeal, and 1 pint 
buttermilk. Dinner — 14 oz. bread, and 1 pint new milk. 

Females. — Breakfast — 7 oz. oatmeal, and 1 pint buttermilk. 
Dinner — 12 oz. bread, and J pint new milk. 

Children under ten years of age. — Breakfast — 5 oz. oatmeal, 
and 1 pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 10 oz. bread, and half pint 
new milk. 

There were no complaints, and all are duly inspected by the 
chaplains. Net cost per day for each prisoner — 1853, males, 
3 Id . ; females, 2ff d . ; 1854, males, 3 £Jt£ 1 females, 3^(7. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., 2 Id. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 15s. 6 d.; 
new milk, per gallon, 0d. ; buttermilk, per 20 quarts, 8|d. ; 
salt, per stone, 2d. 

Books and Accounts — These are now all very regularly kept, 
and the checks satisfactory. There are no bye-laws : a code 
should be drawn up and submitted for approval in the proper 
quarter. Total cost of gaol, including dietary, salaries, &c., for 
the last three years — 1851, £1,875 13s.; 1852, £1,741 4s. 2d . ; 
1853, £1,930 lbs. 9(7. It will be seen that the cost of the gaol 
for the past year exceeds that of 1852 by £189 12s. 7 d. No 
doubt, the price of provisions was higher than the former 
year; still, it must be borne in mind, that the daily average 
of the number in confinement for 1853 was less by 19 than 
that of 1852.

On comparing the above total with those of the three pre- 
ceding years, when the numbers in custody were as follows — 
1851, 126; 1852, 72; 1853, 93 — it will be seen that the 
reduction between this return and that of 1852 is but 8, while 
the difference between 1853 and this year is 29. The fluctua- 
tion exhibited by these figures may be accounted for by the 
time of inspections, those for 1851 and 1853 having taken place 
in May, a time when the average in all gaols is usually higher 
than in the autumn, the period at which the inspections for 
1852 and 1854 were held. On the day corresponding to that 
• of my visit, for the two previous years, the numbers in confine- 
ment were 77 and 62, showing an increase, though certainly 
small, for this year. 

There were none under sentence of transportation ; seven 
males for penal servitude ; no females ; three lunatics, all 
males. The total commitments for the past year were — 
males, 508 ; females, 229. Re-commitments — males, 58 ; 
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females, 42. Greatest number in gaol at one time — males, North 

57 ; females, 34. Average — males, 43 ; females, 23. The 
total of females committed for 1853 was 265, and re-com- County of 
mittals 41. It will, therefore, be seen, that though there is a Lon & 01 0,0 * 
decrease in the total of this class for this year, their re- 
committals are larger. The county is free from any serious 
crime ; but vagrancy and drunkenness are on the increase ; 
the former supplies a hardened class, who require a strict de- 
terrent discipline more than any other. Of 28 committals 
under this head for the past year, there were no less than 22 
re-committed. The number of male juveniles are proportion- 
ably very large. At present the males are properly classified, 
hut no attempt at separation ; even the meals are taken in the 
day-rooms. 

I would most strongly urge upon the authorities the neces- 
sity of introducing the separate system, for which the general 
accommodation is sufficient ; still, to adapt the prison to 
it, would require almost a total re-construction. The lock-up 
is properly attended to, and there is a patrol at night, inside 
and out alternately. There were thirty punishments since 
the 1st of January, all inflicted by authority of the governor. 

The whole gaol was very clean, and thoroughly ventilated ; and 
the parts that were damp have been cemented. An ample 
supply of water afforded by pumps, and occasionally by the 
tread- wheel. New locks have been lately supplied ; and it is 
in contemplation to put new doors to the exercise yards, and 
also to some of the day-rooms and chapel. I should strongly 
recommend their being hung in stone, being more secure and 
permanent than wooden frames. I regretted to hear that it is 
also intended to do away with a portion of the separate sheds, 
and convert them into a straw-house. 1 should recommend 
another building being erected for this purpose, and that the 
sheds should be used for what they were originally intended, 
as even this slight approach to separation would be desirable. 

The bedding is excellent. All the male cells are furnished 
with cots, and but one prisoner sleeps in each cell. 

Employment and Schools. — There were several looms at 
work, and a good deal of employment is maintained. Stone- 
breaking is carried on to some extent. The stone is delivered 
by road contractors, and broken at 5d. per ton. The net 
profit of articles disposed of outside the gaol was — for 1 852, 

£32 17s. 3d. ; 1853, £33 13s. 9 d. Punitive labour is afforded 
by the tread-wheel and a capstan mill, which gives employ- 
ment to those sentenced to hard labour. Wheat and oats 
are purchased and ground in the mill, and the bread baked 
in the gaol, by which a saving is effected. 

The school is very well conducted, and a registry kept, by 
which considerable advancement appears to be made. 

Female Department. — Nearly all the females were employed 
at spinning and washing ; they are divided into three classes. 

There are no cells ; .they all sleep in rooms fitted up with three 
or four beds in each. Educational instruction is given to the 
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North juveniles, of whom there were but ten at the time of inspec-

The reduction that has taken place in the number of com- 
mitments for the last three years is a subject of congratulation 
to the county, and more particularly since the occupation of 
the new prison (about ten months), when the separate system 
was brought into operation. The decrease in the committals 
and re-committals of males since that period is most satis- 
factory ; the large proportion of females is owing to the fact 
that “ separation” has not had sufficient time as yet to act 
upon the hardened class of abandoned females who infest 
most large towns, and usually supply the majority of re-commit- 
tals. Crimes of a serious character have nearly ceased ; only 
one prisoner for any grave offence at the time of inspection, 
and no committals under this head for several months ; generally 
petty larcenies, and a few for assaults, and trespass cases; 
drunkenness, however, is on the increase, there being over 60 
committed for this offence within the month — the great majority 
of these cases is to be attributed to the present flourishing 
state of the town, and the consequence of full employment 
and wages for tradesmen as well as the labouring classes. 
There were no vagrants and but one workhouse offender. The 
committals of juveniles have considerably decreased, none 
under rule of transportation ; only 7 two males and two females 
sentenced to penal servitude. The punishments were very few, 
15 since the 1st January last— all inflicted by authority of 
the Governor. The lock-up is properly attended to, and there 
is a patrol at night. The supply of water is not sufficient at 
present, a great portion of it has to be brought from a distance ; 
but a second pump is in course of erection, when it is hoped a 
sufficiency may be obtained. The sewerage is quite effective. 
The bedding and cots were all clean, good, and sufficient. The 
commitments during the past year were— males, 532 ; females, 
316. Re-commitments— males, 23; females, 31. Greatest 
number in gaol at one time — males, 7 0 ; females, 4 1 . Average — 
males, 39 ; females, 28. 
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The whole gaol was thoroughly clean, and although I am 
doubtful as to the ventilation of the cells being ultimately found 
to answer, yet at present there is certainly no inconvenience 
felt • and I attribute this principally to the fact — that most of 
the prisoners are removed from their sleeping places, and 
employed during the day, at stone-breaking, pumping water, &c. ; 
and there being many spare cells, the male prisoners engaged 
inside are put to weaving and other occupations in those on 
the basement story, in which there are no cots. The debtors’ 
apartments are inconveniently arranged, and are without exer- 
cising yards ; however, Mr. Neville, whom I had the pleasure 
of meeting, showed me a plan by which this could be remedied, 
and also a yard added for the use of lunatics, at the end of the 
north wing, to which this class might easily be transferred. 
Some of the turnkeys’ rooms, too, are ill-arranged, and not 
well adapted to the purpose ; where there is ample room, other 
plans might he devised for the improvement of these apartments 
for the subordinate officers. 

Employment and Schools. 

At the time of inspection a number of the prisoners were 
engaged in levelling the grounds, which will afford occupation for 
some time to come. The pump, which is hard labour, employs 
eight at a time for several hours during the day in separation ; 
some were stone-breaking, and others mat and brush making. 
There is no school at present, but one will shortly be established, 
part of the chapel being in progress of alteration for that purpose. 

Female Department. 

The females are very badly located, being confined in the 
cells on the upper gallery of the north wing ; those for the 
males being immediately underneath, I would suggest their 
being transferred to the end of the south wing, and a division 
made, commencing at cells 16 and 21, and carried to the 
top of the building, by which 32 cells would be available for this 
class, and they could then have easy access to their exercising 
yards and not, as is now the case, being marched through the 
common hall and the south wing of the male side of the prison. 
Several were employed at sewing, carding, spinning, knitting, 
and prison duties ; all looked healthy — they made no com- 
plaints, and did not show any ill effect from being placed in 
separation. 

Dietary. — Breakfast — Males — 8 oz. meal in stirabout, half a 
pint of new milk. Females — 7 oz. meal in stirabout, half a pint 
of new milk. Males and females under 10 years — 5 oz. meal in 
stirabout, half a pint of new milk. 

Dinner — Males — 14 oz. bread, one pint new milk. Females — 
12 oz. bread, f pint new milk. Males and females under 10 
years — 10 oz. bread, half pint new milk. 

Supper — Males and females under 10 years — 4 oz. bread, 1^- 
naggin of new milk. 

The dietary, of which there were no complaints, was all of 
unexceptionable quality : it is regularly inspected. Average

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cost per day, 4 \d. This is high in comparison with most other 
gaols, but the contracts are taken at a very high rate, as will 
be seen by the following : — bread, per lb., 2^d . ; oatmeal, per 
cwt., 22.9.; Indian meal, per cwt., 17s. ; new milk, per gallon, 
1 Od. ; salt, per stone, 4 \d. 

Books and Accounts. — These are all very accurately kept, 
and the checks regular. The Governor has not hitherto kept a 
journal. I suggested the necessity of this needful record of so 
responsible an officer in a prison, to which he at once acceded. 
A new code of by-laws has been drawn up, and submitted for 
the approval of the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council. Total 
cost of the gaol for the last three years, 1852, £1,200 4s. 0 d.\ 
1853, £l,203 13s. 9d. ; 1854, £1,325 2s. 5d. The expenditure 
is always made up from one assizes to the other, which will 
account for the small difference in the total cost between this 
year and 1853 ; the present high contracts not yet appearing 
in the return of the expenditure.

Charges of a very serious nature having been preferred against 
two of the turnkeys, one left the gaol immediately after and 
did not return — the other resigned after the Board of Super- 
intendence investigated the matter, and decided the charges to 
have been proved. One of the vacancies has been filled up by 
the appointment of a shoemaker, and I trust the other may also 
be a tradesman, it being of great importance that trades should 
be adopted for the due employment of prisoners confined under 
the separate system. None of the officers receive the gaol 
allowance. 

Officers’ Visits. — Local Inspector, who is also Protestant 
Chaplain, 248 ; Surgeon, &c., 234 ; Presbyterian or Dissenting 
Chaplain, 173; Roman Catholic do., 174; Apothecary, 98. 

Hospitals. — The hospitals, which are property separated, 
were clean and well ventilated, might be said to be without 
inmates, there being but one patient, a lunatic, confined there 
at the time of inspection, and but four cases since the new 
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prison has been occupied, now ten months. In 1851 there were 
31 patients — number of days, 676 — and cost of medicines, 
£13 75. 2 d . ; 1852, 40 — days, 679 — and cost, £23 135. 4 d . ; 
1853, 28 — days, 421 — and cost, £14 65. 6c? . There is an 
apothecary employed at a salary of £15 per annum.

For the last three years the committals to this gaol show a 
gradual, though certainly slight decrease. Of the total, on the 
day of inspection, two-thirds were strangers ; and taking into 
consideration that this is a sea-port town of considerable trade, 
it must he admitted that the total of committals is not very 
large, and the majority were for offences of the most trifling 
description ; there were hut two prisoners for trial at the last 
assizes. The total commitments for the past year were— 
males, 311; females, 213. Re-commitments — males, 35; 

females, 28. The greatest number in gaol at one time- 
males, 26; females, 17. Average — males, 19; females, 9. The 
punishments, which were all light, amounted to 56. The 
whole establishment was very clean, the bedding good and suf- 
ficient, and a full supply of water. From the limited accom- 
modation, the general classification is imperfect, even for the 
small number in confinement, and there is no modification of 
the separate system ; provision, however, is made for the adop- 
tion of this improved mode of discipline in the plans for the 
new addition to the prison. 

Employment and Schools . — There was very little employment 
for the prisoners at the time of my visit : still there was a toler- 
able supply in store of mats and brushes, manufactured in the 
gaol. The only hard labour is shot-drill and stone breaking. 
The male class attend the school, for which there is a regular 
schoolmaster, who also assists in keeping the general accounts, 
from ten till half-past twelve o’clock. 

Female Department . — There were but six females in the gaol 
on the day of my visit, a number scarcely more than sufficient 
for the ordinary prison duties ; a few, however, were employed 
at needle-work ; they were divided into two classes, according 
to character. 
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Pietary. — Males.— Breakfast — 4 oz. of oatmeal, and 4 oz. of North 
Indian meal, and 1 pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 14 oz. of bread, DlblKlcf ‘ 
and 1 pint of buttermilk. County of the 

Females. — Breakfast — 3 oz. of oatmeal, and 4 oz. of Indian Drogheda Gaol. 
meal, and 3 nagging of buttermilk, Dinner — 12 oz. of bread, 
and J of a pint of buttermilk. 

Two days each week, 1 oz. of oatmeal gruel for dinner, in 
lieu of buttermilk. 

Prisoners sentenced to one month and under, receive 1 oz. of 
oatmeal gruel for dinner. 

All the provisions were of excellent quality, and the chap- 
lains regular in their inspections. Net cost of dietary, per

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., l-j^d; oatmeal, per cwt., 16s. 6cZ. ; 

6d.\ new milk, per gallon, 7 d.; butter- 
milk, per gallon, 2 \d . ; salt, per stone, 3 \d . ; coals, per ton, 

18s.; soap, per stone, 4s. 8 d.; candles, per lb., 7 \d.: brown 
bread, per lb., 1 ^d. The contracts for bread and milk are paid 
monthly; all others, and officers’ salaries, half-yearly. I should 
recommend the latter being paid quarterly. At Dundalk they 
are paid monthly, which is the practice in many other gaols ; 
but quarterly, at least, should be adopted. 

Books and Accounts were all regularly and well kept, and 
capable of being readily checked. The total cost of the gaol, 
for the last three years, w T as — 1852, £496 14s.

General Observations. — My colleague and myself have con- 
stantly alluded to the insufficient accommodation in this gaol. 
Even for the small number in confinement on the day of my 
visit, it was impossible to carry out proper classification or dis- 
cipline ; and the improvements so liberally provided for by the 
authorities, in 1852, are still in abeyance. The Commissioners 
appointed by the Grand Jury, under the Act 7 Geo. IV., cap. 
74, for carrying into execution certain alterations and additions 
to the prison, at a meeting held on the 9th May, 1853, resolved 
that they should again advertise for tendcrsfor the contemplated 
w r orks, which advertisement continued to be published for six 
weeks, without a tender having been sent in. This was caused, 
it was believed, by the high prices of both materials and labour. 
On the 24th October, 1854, the Commissioners met again, when 
it was determined that the advertisements should be renewed, 
which was accordingly done ; and on the 27th January, 1855, a 
meeting took place for the purpose of examining any proposed 
tenders, when it appeared that but one had been lodged, and 
this omitted to name solvent sureties for the due performance 
of the work as specially required. It was thereupon resolved, 
that the meeting should be adjourned to the Spring Assizes, 
1855, in order to take the opinion of the Grand Jury as to the 
best course to be adopted under the circumstances, when, I 
trust, efficient steps may be taken to carry out the improve- 
ments already decided on, and which are admittedly so much 
required.

This schedule, it is satisfactory to observe, exhibits a decrease 
of forty- one from the number reported at the inspection which 
took place on the 9th September, 1853, and of more than half 
that upon the same day in 1852. The aggregate of summary 
convictions is greater in proportion, thereby indicating a decline 
in the gravity of crime : there was but one serious case, a 
charge of murder, which took place in May last, dhc dispro- 
portion of females is more remarkable for this year than the 
last, but I should think that this arises from causes not within 
the province of a prison, but principally, perhaps, from the emi- 
gration and additional employment for males ; I regret, how- 
ever, to observe, that the re-committals of females this y ear, 
although but three over that of the preceding, have propor- 
tionably increased, and this result must certainly be attributed 
to the absence of that deterrent discipline, “ strict separation, 
which has been found successful, with this class, when it has 
been adopted elsewhere. In 1853, the total numbers con- 
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fined iii the gaol, were — males, 1,131; females, 511 ; of whom 
there were re-committed — males, 63; females, 22; and for this 
year the total were — males, 667 ; females, 232 ; re-commitments— 
males, 49 ; females, 25 ; greatest number in gaol at one time 
— males, 122; females, 4 7 — average males, 96 ; females, 45. There 
were four males for penal servitude, eight females for transpor- 
tation, and five for penal servitude ; six lunatics, one male 
and five females. Since the 1st of J anuary last, the punishments 
were but thirteen, a strong proof of the maintenance of good 
order. At the time of my visit there were a number of very 
young creatures among the juveniles, committed for absconding 
with the workhouse clothing. Subjoined is a schedule showing 
the condition of this class for the past year.

The condition of the whole gaol as to repair, cleanliness, and 
ventilation, was excellent. There is a sufficient quantity of bed- 
ding, of good quality; the supply of water plentiful, to raise which 
the tread-wheel is used. The sewerage is effective ; the building 
is secure and the locks good ; the governor superintends the 
lock-up, which is carried out on a good system, and the rounds 
of the night patrol are registered by a tell-tale clock. There is 
now, from the reduced numbers in confinement, ample room in 
this prison for the adoption of the separate system. The present 
cells are, no doubt, too small for the purpose; but to render them 
available two might be converted into one, and this could be 
done at a moderate expense. At present there is no attempt 
whatever to carry out separation ; the meals even are taken in 
the clay-rooms ; but I have a strong hope that the authorities 
will take advantage of the accommodation now at their disposal, 
and turn it to the best advantage, by the adoption of this 
improved system of discipline, which has been found most 
salutary in its effects elsewhere. 
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Employment and Schools. — There was but one loom at wort 
at the time of inspection : however, all the linen and woollen 
articles latterly required for the use of the prison were manu- 
factured and made up in the gaol. Vagrants and re-committals 
are kept at shot exercise, the other hard labour prisoners are 
employed upon the tread-wheel, which supplies water for the 
whole establishment. The females were employed at carding, 
spinning, and the usual prison duties. The juvenile males are 
instructed for one hour daily by one of the turnkeys, and the 
females receive one hour and a-half’s instruction. There was 
no registry of progress, but one is to be kept in future. 

Dietary. — Males. — Breakfast — 8 oz. oatmeal in stirabout, 
and 1 pint buttermilk. Dinner — 14 oz. seconds flour bread, and 
1 pint sweet milk. 

Females — Breakfast — 7 oz. oatmeal in stirabout, and 1 pint 
buttermilk. Dinner — 12 oz. seconds flour bread, and £ pint 
sweet milk. 

All prisoners receive one pint of oatmeal gruel for dinner 
in place of milk two days in each week, and those committed 
for a calendar month and under, daily. 

Net cost of dietary per day for each prisoner, 1852, 2 d . ; 1853, 
2%d.; 1854, 3£d. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., best quality, 2^d. ; ditto, of seconds 
flour, If d . ; oatmeal, per cwt., 15s. 6c?.; Indian meal, per cwt., 
12s. ; meat, per lb., 7 d . ; new milk, per gallon, 4cZ. ; buttermilk, 
per gallon, 3c?. ; salt, per stone, 2f cl. 

The chaplains are most regular in their inspection of the pro- 
visions ; there were some complaints, but upon inquiry I felt 
satisfied that they had not the slightest foundation. 

Books and Accounts are all kept with the greatest accuracy 
and clearness, and the checks afford every facility for testing 
the dietary consumption account and general expenditure of 
the gaol. Total cost of the gaol for the last three years, includ- 
ing salaries, &c 1851, £2,434 10s. 4 \d.\ 1852, £2,035 3s. 8^c?.;

By the above aggregate it will be seen that a very consider- 
able reduction has taken place in the number in custody, as 
compared with the return furnished at the last inspection, when 
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the total was 125. It is satisfactory to state that crime has 
decreased as well in character as amount, the committals heino- 
generally for petty larcenies and minor offences. Vagrancy 
and juvenile offenders have also considerably declined, and 
there were no males under sentence of transportation or penal 
servitude — three females under the latter head. Is T o debtors 
at the time of inspection, nor were there any confined here for 
several months past — only five during the year. The prison, 
which has been lighted with gas since last inspection, was in 
good repair, except the central dome, which is not water-tight. 
The covering of the dome is of sheet iron, which, at its present 
high price, would, in a great measure, defray the expense of a 
new roof, the erection of which I should strongly recommend, 
since the many attempts at stanching the present one have 
failed. The accommodation is ample for the classification of 
the prisoners, but there is no modification of the separate 
system; however, the meals are taken in the cells ; and I should 
urge upon the authorities the necessity of dividing the tread- 
wheel into compartments, and sheds being erected to separate 
those employed upon it during the intervals of rest. Even this 
slight approach towards separation is desirable, and has been 
found to act beneficially elsewhere. The punishments were very 
few, only 19 since the 1st of January last — a strong proof that 
good order and discipline are properly maintained. There is a 
patrol at night, and the lock-up is properly attended to. The 
committals for the past year were, males, 376; females, 196. 
Re-commitments — males, 25 ; females, 1 7. The greatest num- 
ber in gaol at one time— males, 72; females, 57. Average- 
males, 52 ; females, 42. 

Employment and Schools. — The tread-wheel and crank- 
pump afford punitive labour, and several were employed at 
tailoring, shoemaking, weaving, winding, and stone breaking. 
The prisoners attend school from half-past seven to half-past 
eight in the morning, and from four to five o’clock in the even- 
ing, in their different classes, no trades or other business going 
on at the time. 

The Female Department is well conducted by the matron 
and her assistant, both of whom appear to be respectable, and 
attentive to their , duties. There is no wash-house ; the part 
of the prison which might be converted into one is now 
occupied by lunatics, of whom there were eleven ; this obstacle 
will, however, be shortly removed, as, on communicating with 
the officers of that department, at Dublin Castle, I was informed 
that the new district asylum at Mullingar would shortly be 
opened, when they should be removed to it ; however, that it 
would be more advisable they should remain in the prison until 
the opening of that institution than be now removed to the Rich- 
mond asylum, and within a very short period, perhaps, removed 
from thence to Mullingar. The females are divided into two 
classes, according to character, and were employed at carding, 
spinning, sewing, knitting, and washing. Educational instruc- 
tion is given for two hours daily. 
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Dietary. 

The inspection of the provisions by the chaplains is regular ; 
all was of excellent quality. Cost per day for each prisoner — 
for 1852, 2 \d . ; 1853, 2f d. ; 1854, 3^d. The following is the 
dietary return : — 

Dietary. — Breakfast — Oatmeal, ^4 oz., Indian meal, 4 oz., with 
one pint of buttermilk. Dinner — bread, 14 oz. of household, 
with one pint of new milk, for each male prisoner. 

Breakfast — Oatmeal, 3^ oz., Indian meal, 3 oz., with one 
pint of buttermilk. Dinner — bread, 12 oz. of household, with 
three-fourths of a pint of new milk, for each female prisoner. 

Contracts . — White bread, per lb., 2 \d . ; brown, per lb., 2d.; 
oatmeal, per cwt., 16s. ; Indian meal, per cwt., 12s. 8d . : meat, 
per lb., G^d . ; new milk, per gallon, 5d . ; buttermilk, per gallon, 
2d . ; salt, per stone, 4 d. 

Boohs and Accounts . — All the accounts of the gaol are kept 
with great care, and duly balanced by checks on every item of 
expenditure. The contracts are taken monthly, and all articles 
supplied for the use of the prison are paid for at these periods.

The morning state of this date exhibits a reduction of 26 
upon the number reported at last inspection, and of 39 from 
that upon the same day in 1854. The total committals for the 
past three years stand thus — 1851, males, 514 ; females, 115 ; 
1852, males, 444 ; females, 1T0 ; 1853, males, 361 ; females, 
180. Although there appears a gradual decrease of the males 
in these totals, still the character of crime is very serious ; and 
there were no less than five executions in this gaol during the 
past year ; however, it is right to state, that these were for 
crimes committed some years since. There is, on the other 
hand, an increase of females, which must be ascribed to the 
want of the only effectual deterrent discipline for prisoners of 
this class — I allude to the separate system ; but the accom- 
modation is much too limited for its adoption, there being but 
18 cells in the female side of the prison. It is lamentable to 
observe the large proportion of juveniles, a class whose re- 
formation has of late so much occupied the public mind. The 
males, while employed at stone-breaking, are in separation ; 
and the meals are taken in the cells. The tread-wheel, which 
is the only punitive labour, should be divided into compart- 
ments ; and stalls erected, so as to prevent association during 
intervals of rest. The whole gaol was thoroughly clean, and 
well ventilated. The bedding good and sufficient; and the 
supply of water plentiful. The punishments were very few 
and light; only eight since the first of January last. The 
commitments during the past year were — males, 361 ; females, 
180. lie-commitments — males, 8 ; females, 5. Greatest num- 
ber in gaol at one time during past year — males, 89 ; females, 
45. Average — males, 69 ; females, 38. 

Employment and Schools. — The only employments for male 
prisoners are stone-breaking and the tread-wheel. There are 
two looms, but they were idle at the time of my visit. They 
might be profitably employed in manufacturing articles for the 
use of the prison.

The male school is very well conducted. The schoolmaster 
an intelligent officer, gives instruction for two hours daily, and 
pays particular attention to the juveniles, some of whom had 
considerably advanced.

The improvement in the character of crime in this comity is 
a subject for congratulation, the majority of the offences being 
of a very trifling description ; still, the difference in the above 
aggregate from that furnished at the official inspection of 1853 
is only two, but very largo in comparison with the return ill 
1852, when the number was 186. Vagrancy, drunkenness, 
and workhouse offences, which usually supply a considerable 
proportion of prison inmates, have all much declined. It will 
be seen that there were very few juveniles for the past year. 
There were at the time of inspect ion four males under sentence of 
transportation ; none for penal servitude. The females exceeded 
the males by six ; however, there were seven of this class 
under sentence of penal servitude, and four for transportation; 
one of the latter has been two years in the gaol. The com- 
mitments for the past year stand thus — males, 352 ; females, 
160. lie-commitments — males, 16; females, 18. Greatest 
number in gaol at one time — males, 7 4 ; females, 38. Average- 
males, 50 ; females, 29. The punishments since January 
were but 15, inflicted by authority of the governor for slight 
breaches of discipline.

On the night of the 7th April last two prisoners escaped 
from the gaol. The Board of Superintendence immediately 
held an investigation into the circumstances, and, by their 
report, did not attach any blame to the governor or other 
officers of the establishment, but were of opinion that it was 
owing to the original imperfection of the building of the 
water-closet the two men were enabled to effect their pur- 
pose. The whole building was in good order, with the 
exception of the flagging, which requires to be renewed. 
It was clean, orderly, and well ventilated throughout. The 
bedding is ample ; a supply of blankets has been lately 
furnished ; sheets are used ; these and the bed-ticking are 
manufactured and made up in the gaol. The male prisoners 
are supplied with clothing furnished by contract. The 
accommodation consists of 60 single cells, 2 solitary cells, 
and 18 rooms with beds. There is now sufficient room 
for the males, who are properly classified; but there is no 
modification of the separate system. The meals are taken in 
the day-rooms; it would be a great improvement were they 
taken in the cells, which I should strongly recommend, as it 
would not be attended with any expense, and even this slender 
approach to separation would be desirable. 

The female department was so crowded as to render the most 
simple classification impossible. It was clean, and well venti- 
lated. The matron, who is an efficient and respectable woman, 
judiciously managed this confined portion of the prison. Ample 
accommodation, however, will be afforded as soon as the addi- 
tion now in progress is completed. It will consist of 16 cells 
designed on the separate system, with sink-trough, bath, and 
water-closet. The entrance to the new wing is to be from the 
corridor of the present building. In each corridor there will 
he a stove, from which the cells are to be provided with hot 
air, and a separate flue from each cell for cold and foul air 
conveyed into the chimney shaft, which will stand over the 
roof. A cistern is to be placed in the new female yard, to be 
supplied from the large cistern in the centre of the prison, 
and a force-pump erected, to send water to a smaller cistern, 
which will be placed on the roof, over the bath, water-closet, 
sink, and washing places, and the waste water, with the rain- 
water from the roof, will be conveyed into a sewer in con- 
nexion with the main drain of the prison. As far as it has 
gone the work appears to be well executed.

The tread-wheel, which is used for pumping water, should 
be divided into compartments, which might be effected at an 
inconsiderable cost ; trifling as this change may appear, it has 
been attended with beneficial results in other gaols. There is 
a regular schoolmaster, but I regret to state that little progress 
appeared to have been made by those under his charge ; and 
the registry did not show much advancement generally by the 
prisoners, though some had been a considerable time in the gaol. 

Dietary. — First class, Males. — Breakfast— 8 oz. meal, in stir- 
about, and half pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. brown bread, 
and one pint new milk. 

Second class, Females. — Breakfast — 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, 
and half pint of new milk. Dinner — 12 oz. brown bread, and 
| pint new milk. 

Dietary of prisoners whose term of imprisonment shall not 
exceed one calendar month : — 

First class, Males. — Breakfast — 8 oz. meal, in stirabout, and 
half pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. brown bread, and one pint 
oatmeal gruel. 

Second class, Females. — Breakfast — 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, 
and half pint new milk. Dinner — 12 oz. brown bread, and 

pint oatmeal gruel. 

Oatmeal gruel substituted for milk at dinner to all classes on 
Wednesdays and Fridays. 

The provisions are constantly inspected by the proper officers, 
and all seemed of very good quality. Net cost per head per 
day for the last three years — 1852, 1-ft^d. ; 1853, 2i£$d . ;

Books and Accounts.— These appear to be all very accurately 
kept, and the checks sufficient. All the intern officers are paid 
monthly, and the general bills and accounts settled at those 
periods ; the extern officers are paid quarterly, and the chap- 
lains half-yearly.

This summary exhibits an excess of ten over the number 
reported at the last inspection, while in almost every other 
gaol in Ireland the reverse has been the case ; still, for the last 
four years the contrast is rather favourable, the totals being- 
in 1851, 106; 1852, 87; 1853, 63; and 1854, 73. It must 
be borne in mind, too, that the last inspection took place at a 
period of the year when the numbers in all gaols are low, from 
the amount of employment consequent upon harvest opera- 
tions ; and also, that there were four females under sentence 
of transportation, two for penal servitude, and four lunatics, 
included in this year’s aggregate. The reduction in the 
number of females since last inspection, when they exceeded 
the males, has been most remarkable, those at present in the 
prison being scarcely sufficient for its ordinary duties ; and 
notwithstanding their reduced numbers, I regret to say, that 
their re-committals almost doubled those of the males. Ine 
decrease of juveniles has been very considerable ; but four in 
the gaol on the day of inspection. Vagrancy has almost dis- 
appeared ; not one prisoner in confinement under this head on 
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the corresponding day for the last four years. The county North 
has been free from any description of serious crime, and there DlsIMCT - 
were but two prisoners for trial at the assizes just terminated. Comtijof

37. Average — males, 52; females, 28. The punishments 
amounted to but 15 since the 1st January. Glassification is 
properly observed, and there is a modification of the sepa- 
rate system, so far as regards the prisoners when at work 
and at meals, and their being placed in separation at night. 

The lock-up is properly attended to, and each turnkey takes 
his share of night duty. The whole building was in good 
repair, clean, and thoroughly ventilated. The bedding and 
sheeting sufficient, the sewerage effective, and supply of water 
abundant. The tread- wheel can be applied to raising water 
and flushing the sewei-s when required. One of the cisterns is 
at present out of order. The accommodation, which consists 
of 91 single and 6 solitary cells, with 22 rooms with beds, is 
now sufficient for the requirements of the prison ; I would, 
therefore, strongly urge upon the authorities the adoption of 
the separate system, particularly with the females, as from the 
great reduction of this class the cells at present in use will 
be found sufficient, and might, at no great expense, be adapted 
to separation.

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The inmates of this gaol have undergone a considerable and 
progressive reduction, the numbers in confinement on the day 
corresponding to that of my inspection being, respectively— 
June 14, 1851, 209 ; 1852, 186; 1853, 143; 1854, 104; and 
at the last official inspection, which took place on the 16th 
July, last year, the number was 112. In the character of 
offences, too, there is a marked change for the better, there 
being but one prisoner charged with a serious offence ; and 
vagrancy and drunkenness have also very considerably de- 
creased, there not being' one case of either on the day of 
inspection. The whole of that part of the gaol which is now 
occupied was thoroughly clean, and well ventilated ; the bed- 
ding good, and an adequate supply. There is an abundant 
supply of water; but the sewerage is ineffective; however, 
provision is made for its improvement in the new building. 
The male prisoners were nearly all employed at the new 
building, at which they worked with great diligence. I would 
recommend the tread-wheel being divided into compartments, 
to separate the prisoners when at work on it. The number of 
commitments for the past year was — males, 5 7 1 ; females, 213. 
lie-commitments — males, 34 ; females, 19. Greatest number in 
gaol at one time — males, 120 ; females, 47. Average — males, 
84 ; females, 38. 

Emp>loyment and Schools . — The employments here are 
numerous, and well managed, many of the turnkeys being 
tradesmen ; but at the time of my visit, so many were at work 
at the new portion of the gaol, that few could be spared for 
other employments or prison duties. The return of net profit 
from industrial works was — for 1852, ho 0 8s. 3 d. ; and for 
1853, £47 13s. 10 d. The male school, in which instruction is 
given for two hours daily, is properly conducted, and a good 
deal of attention paid to the juveniles. 

Female Department . — The females were, of course, very 
much crowded from the present state of the gaol, and could 
not be properly classified ; still the matron did all that the 
limited space at her disposal admitted of. Some, of the 
women were employed at needlework, spinning, knitting, and 
washing. 

Dietary . — Males. — Breakfast — 5 oz. oatmeal, 3 oz. rice, and 
one pint buttermilk. Dinner — 14 oz. bread, and one pint 
sweet milk. 

Females Breakfast, 4 oz. oatmeal, 3 oz. rice, and one pint 

buttermilk. Dinner— 12 oz. bread and J pint of sweet milk. 

Males and Females under ten years. — Breakfast— 5 oz. meal, 
and half pint sweet milk. Dinner — 10 oz. bread, and half pint 
sweet milk. Supper — 4 oz. bread, and 1^ naggin sweet milk. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., 2d.; oatmeal, per cwt., 15s.; 
potatoes, per stone, 5d. ; meat, per lb., i)d. ; new milk, per 
gallon, 5 \d. ; buttermilk, per gallon, 2 \d . ; salt, per cwt., 
Is. 10 el . ; rice, per lb., 2 ^d. 

The provisions, of which there were no complaints, were 
regularly inspected by the chaplains, and all were of good 
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quality. The net cost for eacli prisoner was — for 1852, 2d . ; 
for 1853, 2d . ; and for 1854, 3d. 

Books and Accounts . — The books are kept with great regu- 
larity by the deputy-governor, who appears to be a very pains- 
taking, efficient officer. Cheques for all payments are signed 
by three members of the board and local inspector, and the 
general accounts closed previous to each assizes. The cost of 
gaol for the last three years — 1851, £2,318 5s. 9 d. ; 1852, 
£1,946 1 Is. 3d . ; 1853, £2,080 5s. 10 d.

The surgeon is paid by one presentment for his attendance 
at the gaol and county infirmary. 

The turnkeys, with one exception, appear to be a respectable 
and efficient body of men. The governor, deputy-governor, 
and all the subordinate officers, receive the value of their rations 
in cash. 

Officers' Visits . — Local inspector, 1 72; surgeon, &c., 143; 
Protestant chaplain, 132 ; Presbyterian or Dissenting do., 166 ; 
Roman Catholic do., 74 ; apothecary, 40. 

The hospitals, which were thoroughly clean, contained five 
patients of each sex, all slight cases, however ; no epidemic, 
or other noticeable disease. The total in hospital for 1851, 
was 232 ; for 1852, 159; 1853, 160. The deaths for that 
period, 16; and the total cost of medicine but £16 175. Id. 
There is an apothecary employed, at a salary of £20 per an- 
num.

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The Board attend the meetings, which are held the second 
Thursday in each month, with great regularity. The bills are 
paid monthly, the officers quarterly, and the whole accounts 
are audited and closed previous to each assizes. 

General Observations . — Much credit is due to the local 
authorities for the liberal manner in which they have provided 
for the enlargement and general improvement of this prison. 
That portion of it called the old gaol has been completely 
gutted, and new roofed. In place of the former inconvenient 
arrangements, it is proposed to build 12 cells designed on the 
separate system, accommodation for debtors, four day-rooms, 
two- store-rooms, five rooms fitted up as lavatories, seven water- 
closets, and one turnkey's room. A wall completely separates 
the debtors’ from the female portion of the prison. The cor- 
ridors run in front of the building, and the cells open off them, 
and extend back to the rere wall. The cells are 7 feet by 13, 
and the corridors 6 feet wide. The southern end of the old 
prison will be connected with another portion of the existing 
gaol by a vring similarly arranged with that above described, 
and intended for the accommodation of female prisoners, con- 
taining twenty-five separate cells, two rooms for female turn- 
keys, two day-rooms, three rooms for the matron, and three 
water-closets. In immediate connexion with this wing and the 
southern part of the existing prison, there will be erected a 
chapel to accommodate about 200 ; and access can be had to 
it from the female side, the debtors’ wing, and male prison, 
without any communication between the parties. In the 
chapel high screens will completely separate the classes from 
each other. Beneath the chapel will be the kitchen, laundry, 
stoving and sorting rooms. An entrance building is about to 
be erected where the former gate-house stood, affording a 
board-room, 15 feet by 26 ; a clerk’s office, 12 feet by 15; 
turnkeys’ rooms, inspection-room, and two baths. The old 
buildings that were formerly used for cooking-rooms, chapel, 
and matron’s rooms, will be levelled, and the space divided into 
yards for debtors and females. 

The mode of ventilation and warming varies somewhat from 
that hitherto adopted in many prisons, and which, in several 
cases, has not been found to work efficiently. It closely ap- 
proaches that adopted in Belfast, the warm air being admitted 
by flues to the several corridors, in place of being conveyed 
directly to each cell. From the corridor the warm air is ad- 
mitted into the cells and day-rooms by open gratings, regulated 
by valves at the discretion of the prisoner. The valve admits 
'the warm air nearly at the floor level, and it escapes through a 
similar valve opposite, and near the ceiling level. The win- 
dows of the cells are so constructed that they can be opened 
or shut at the pleasure of the prisoner. The cells will not be 
furnished with pans or wash-basins ; these are provided in 
separate apartments, conveniently situated in each corridor. 
The new building, so far as it has gone, appears to be well 
constructed, and the material and solidity of the work unex- 
ceptionable.

the result is satisfactory. It will be seen that the number in 
confinement in 1852 was 27 less than in 1853 ; hilt it must be 
recollected that the inspection for the former year took place 
at a time when the inmates of a gaol are comparatively few, 
and those for 1852 and 1854 having taken place in the same 
month, there is a decrease in favour of the latter of 21. On 
the corresponding day, too, for the last three years, there is a 
progressive decline, the numbers standing thus —

The total commitments since the 1st of January last were— 
males, 296; females, 161. lie-commitments — males, 28; 

females, 23. Greatest number in gaol at one time — males, 76; 
females, 51. Average — males, 61 ; females, 40. The punish- 
ments lor the same period were 31, all inflicted by order of the 
governor, for slight offences. With one exception, there was 
no serious crime, the commitments being generally for petty 
larcenies and trespass cases. There were several for work- 
house offences ; but the number of paupers is unusually large 
in comparison with most other districts. The committals of 
females are on the increase, and these are generally very 
abandoned characters. There was one male and four females 
under sentence of penal servitude, none for transportation, and 
four lunatics, all males. On application to the office of the latter 
in Dublin, I ascertained that there is no room at Maryborough 
for any additional inmates, but that all will be removed on the 
completion of the asylum for this district, now nearly ready for 
occupation. The whole gaol was thoroughly clean, dry,’ and 
well ventilated ; in good repair, and secure ; the locks,” how- 
ever, are very old, and often require repairs ; a new set is 
necessary. The bedding good, and sheets are used ; the sup- 
ply of water ample, and the sewerage effective. 

The accommodation quite sufficient ; but one male prisoner 
in each cell at night. The females sleep in rooms, and there 
are generally from three to five in each, a most objectionable 
practice. There is a good laundry and drying loft ; a new boiler 
is required in the kitchen. There is an excellent bake-house, 
and the corn mill is admirably managed. Classification is car- 
ried to the full extent, short of separation, at the male side, 
and silence observed. The meals are taken in the cells ; and 
those employed at stone-breaking and shot-drill are kept apart. 
A portion of the male section of the gaol might, at little 
expense, be adapted to the separate system. There are twelve 
large cells which would answer for those under long sentences, 
and the smaller cells are of sufficient size for short terms of 
imprisonment. 
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Employment and Schools — The employments are numerous, 
and are carried on with great activity. The cranli-mill and 
shot-drill comprise the punitive labour. The juveniles are 
taught weaving by a competent tradesman, who is employed at 
the” very low salary of Is. 3d. per week and his diet. The 
governor took him from the workhouse ; he is well-conducted, 
bears an excellent character, and has been over twelve months 
employed in the gaol. Net profit of articles disposed of outside

The school, which is well managed, is under the superin- 
tendence of a paid master, who appears to be fully competent. 
The juveniles, some of whom I examined, had made consider- 
able progress. The school is upon the National system ; an 
Inspector from the Board visits regularly. 

Female Department . — This is admirably managed ; and it is 
to be regretted that the matron has not the advantage of the 
separate system, which is so necessary here from the number 
of troublesome and depraved characters so frequently committed 
and re-committed. The females are divided into three classes, 
according to character, and were employed at needlework of 
different kinds, spinning, and prison duties. Educational in- 
struction is given for two hours daily. 

Dietary. — Males. — Breakfast— 8 oz. oatmeal made into stir- 
about, and half pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. bread and one 
pint of new milk. 

Females. — Breakfast — 7 oz. oatmeal in stirabout, and half 
pint of new milk. Dinner — 12 oz. bread and three-fourths of a 
pint of new milk. 

All prisoners get oatmeal gruel in lieu of milk two days in 
each week, and those sentenced to a month and under, every 
day, for dinner. 

The provisions were all of excellent quality, and inspected 
regularly by the Chaplains, from whose book it appeared that 
there were no grounds of complaint.

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General Observations . — I would strongly impress upon the North 

authorities the great necessity of building an addition to the '-mu 13 - 

female section of this gaol, which is, even with the present County of 

reduced numbers in confinement, so overcrowded, that any ‘ 

approach to proper reformatory or deterrent discipline cannot 
be maintained ; and, as a consequence, doubtless, the increase 
in the re-committals of the most hardened and abandoned class 
of females. If twelve or fifteen cells were added, and effective 
separation carried out, I feel assured the outlay would soon be 
repaid to the county by the decrease in the committals and 
re-committals, and the social state of the district be considerably 
improved.

hloate. — I found this bridewell in excellent order. The Monte, 
beeper, lately appointed, had been previously a turnkey in the 
county gaol; he appeared to be a respectable and efficient 
officer.

The diminution of inmates in this gaol, as elsewhere, has 
progressed steadily, the aggregate on the corresponding days 
of four consecutive years standing thus : —

and the latter total being only one-fourth of the highest num- 
ber ever confined here, which, in the month of March, 1850, 
reached the amount of 244. This decline embraces all classes 
of males, the juveniles being favourably acted upon by the 
punishment of flogging ; hut the comparative improvement of 
the females is infinitely less, as is shown by their excess in 
re-committals — an evil, however, which will, doubtless, gradu- 
ally yield to the operation of the separate system, now about 
to he applied here to them. In the neighbouring gaol of 
Kilkenny, for instance, it has been found so effectual a deter- 
rent as to have reduced the criminals of this sex by two-thirds. 
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Vagrancy and drunkenness, as well as crimes of violence, 
are subsiding, and the minor offences against property consti- 
tute the subjects of the great majority of commitments. The 
total of committals during the past year was — males, 518; 
females, 256. Re-committals — males, 29 ; females, 42. The 
greatest number in gaol at one time during the past year — 
males, 53 ; females, 42. Average— males, 43f ; females, 29. 

There were no male convicts, but there were four females 
under sentence of penal servitude, and one under that of 
transportation. The punishments amounted to seventeen since 
the 1st of January, all of which had been inflicted by the 
authority of the governor, who appears to be zealous and 
painstaking. This officer, or his deputy, attends the lock-up 
every evening, from which hour until ten o’clock a patrol is 
maintained; but there is no night-watch, an omission which, 
in an adjoining county, lately led to the escape of two pri- 
soners. 

The building throughout w r as in a very creditable condition 
of cleanliness and order, sound in repair, secure, well ven- 
tilated, and furnished with good bedding. Water is raised 
by the tread-wheel, and supplied to every yard, and to the 
cisterns, which have recently been constructed in order to 
flush the sewers, which are rather too level in point of con- 
struction. There are also lavatories for each class. 

The addition to the female prison, referred to in the report 
of my colleague, last year, has been completed. Externally, 
the new building is an admirable piece of workmanship, and 
does great credit to the contractor ; but, internally, upon 
inspecting the cells, I came, reluctantly, to the conclusion, that 
the lighting and ventilation were not such as to warrant me 
in certifying that they were fit for carrying out “separation” 
under the 3rd and 4th Victoria, cap. 44. Upon my having, 
however, suggested some alterations, which would not involve 
any considerable outlay, the Grand Jury, with great prompti- 
tude, requested the Board of Superintendence to carry them 
into effect, and I hope very shortly to be enabled to give the 
requisite certificate for occupation, in order that the county 
may reap the reward due to their public spirit in thus providing 
the means of improved prison discipline. In the interval a 
code of regulations, in compliance with the above Act, will be 
prepared by the Board for the approval of the Lord Lieutenant 
and Privy Council. In order to give the fullest development 
to the separate system, the principle of non-communication 
ought to be maintained throughout ; and it would be advisable, 
therefore, to divide the washing-troughs in the laundry into 
stalls, as well as the lavatories placed at the end of the corridors, 
in the new female prison. A large apartment, designed as a 
work-room for the prisoners of this sex, might be advanta- 
geously converted into a drying-room (which is much needed), as 
associated labour during a large portion of the day would 
materially impair, if not nullify the effects of “ separation.” 

Great, however, as are the advantages derived from the

Industrial employment is adequately maintained here, 
(although there is but one turnkey, a weaver, who has been 
trained to any handicraft), and is directed almost exclusively to 
the production of materials for intern consumption, -with the 
exception of mats, brushes, &c. Punitive labour is earned out 
by shot-drill, and the tread-wheel, which is furnished with 
separate compartments, there being also stalls similarly divided 
to receive the prisoners during the intervals of rest. 

I regret to state that there is no schoolmaster here, nor is 
any educational instruction given, a want especially affecting 
the juveniles, who are now the object of peculiar attention on 
the part of the legislature, and of those who are charged with 
the administration of prisons ; and I sincerely trust that the 
fiscal body will be induced to furnish the requisite means, there 
being now no county gaol in the kingdom similarly unprovided ; 
as even where no regularly trained schoolmaster has been 
appointed, qualified turnkeys are employed in teaching. 

Dietary and Contracts . — Net cost of dietary, per day, for 
each prisoner on the day of inspection, and on the correspond- 
ing days in the last four years — 1851, ljfd ; 1852, 1| d. \ 1853, 
2%d . ; 1854, 2\d. 

Dietary . — First class, Males, — Breakfast — 8 oz. meal, in stir- 
about, and half pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. of bread, and 
one pint new milk. 

Second class, Females. — Breakfast — 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, 
and half pint new milk. Dinner — 12 oz. bread, and £ pint of 
new milk. 

Third class, Males and Females. — Breakfast — 5 oz. meal, in 
stirabout, and half pint new milk. Dinner — 10 oz. bread, and 
half pint new milk. Supper — 4 oz. bread, and 1^ naggin of milk. 
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Oatmeal gruel is supplied in place of milk two days in eacli 
week ; and to prisoners whose period of imprisonment does not 
exceed one month, daily, for dinner only. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., white, lfe?. ; brown, 1 \d . ; oat- 
meal, per cwt., 145.; Indian meal, per cwt., 115.6c?.; new 
milk, per gallon, 7 d . ; salt, per stone, 2 $d. 

There were no complaints. The bread and stirabout, which 
I tasted, were both excellent, and the milk of fair quality. The 
inspection of the provisions takes place almost daily. 

Boohs and Accounts . — The forms prescribed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench are strictly observed, and afford the means of 
examining and checking the accounts with great facility. The 
total cost of the gaol for the last three years stands thus:—

This gaol, 1 am happy to state, shares, in common with the 
rest of the kingdom, in a large and progressive reduction of its 
inmates, as evidenced by the annexed table recording the totals 
in custody on the day of inspection, and on the corresponding 
days for the three preceding years : —

Great, however, as is this decrease, it becomes a matter of 
still higher congratulation when it is contrasted with the fear- 
ful aggregate which the prisoners confined here had reached in 
June, 1849 — being no less than 766. The improved condition 
of the county is further attested by the decline of vagrancy and 
the proportionate diminution of workhouse offences. 

Absorption in employment, and the stringent system of keep- 
ing them apart which is . maintained here, have favourably 
affected the numbers of the male juveniles ; causes which have 
also operated upon re-commitments generally, except in the 
instance of the females, who are found to return again and 
again, and in fact to belong to that class of habitual occupants 
of a prison, who are commonly designated as “jail-birds.” 
The commitments during the past year were — males, 614 ; 
females, 354. The re-commitments — males, 170; females, 135; 
and the greatest number in custody at one time — males, 143; 
females, 77. Average — males, 100; females 66. There were 
6 males and 2 females under rule of “ penal servitude,” and 4 of 
the latter sex sentenced to transportation. 

The building was throughout in excellent repair, scrupulously 
clean, and adequately furnished with bedding. The supply of 
water, which is raised by the tread- wheel and a pump, is ample 
for general purposes, and for flushing the sewers, which had 
been lately cleared. There is a lavatory in each yard and one 

I 2 
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bath, in which all prisoners are washed upon their committal. 
The punishments amounted to 58, the whole of which were in- 
flicted by the authority of the governor. 

The accommodation for criminal prisoners consists of 107 
single cells, 12 of which only were originally designed for the 
.reception of females, who now, however, in consequence of their 
disproportionate increase, occupy a portion of the male quarter. 
These 1 2 cells are capable of easy adaptation to the separate 
system, which might also be applied at a very trifling outlay in 
38 other cells already artificially heated, by hanging bells for 
the purpose of communication, and by the erection of water- 
closets and lavatories at the end of the corridors. Some ap- 
proximation to “ separation ” has already been carried out in 
the large ward-room, which is divided into compartments, and 
this principle might be advantageously extended to the tread- 
wheel and the laundry, by furnishing them with stalls, so as to 
prevent all intercourse during the hours of-labour. 

The addition of a stove to the drying-room would also be 
desirable. The condition, however, of the females is such (they 
being now classed only according to character), as to call loudly 
for some increase of accommodation, the expense of which 
would soon be repaid by their diminution, all experience having 
shown that comparative isolation operates as an immediate and 
lasting deterrent upon even the most abandoned and hitherto 
incorrigible offenders of this sex. In the county gaol of Kil- 
kenny, for instance, during the last year, the females, who pre- 
viously had reached an average of 60, as soon as “separation” 
was strictly established have been reduced to one-third of that 
number.

The above table exhibits the extent and variety of industrial 
works, which are carried on here with great energy, and under 
active supervision, there being among the turnkeys 6 handi- 
craftsmen, viz., 2 tailors, 1 shoemaker, 1 weaver, 1 carpenter, 
and 1 smith. The total of net profit produced by articles dis- 
posed of outside the gaol, after supplying the intern require- 
ments, was, in 1852, Til 10s. 5d. ; and in 1853, £6i 7s. 9d. 
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Punitive labour is maintained by tbe tread-wheel and shot- 
drill. Educational instruction is given every day for one hour 
to each class of the males, by a schoolmaster who has been 
lately appointed. The school is placed in connexion with the 
National Board, the Head Inspector of which is frequent in his 
visits. Each class of the females is taught daily by the matron 
for one hour and a half. 

Dietary and Contracts. — The net cost of dietary per day for 
each prisoner as taken on the 13th September, (the day of in- 
spection,) for four years stands thus : — 1851, ’52, ’53, 1 jrf. ; 
1854, 2 id. 

Breakfast — 6 oz. Indian meal, 2 oz. rice in stirabout, and i 
pint new milk for males ; 1 oz. less for females. Dinner — rye 
and second flour bread and new milk ; gruel twice a week for 
all, and daily at dinner for those whose imprisonment does not 
exceed one calendar month. 

Contracts — Bread, per lb., baked in gaol, f.d. ; oatmeal, 
percwt., 16s.; Indian meal, per cwt., 8s. lO^tf. ; meat, per lb., 
i]d. ; new milk, per gallon, 4 (d. ; salt, per stone, 4 d. 

There w r ere no complaints of the provisions, which are duly 
inspected, and which I tasted. The bread, which is baked in 
the gaol, was excellent, and the milk fair in quality.

In all these items, as contrasted with the returns of the pre- 
vious year, improvement is observable, but the diminution is 
found to apply chiefly to the male adults, and not to the females^ 
the accommodation for whom does not furnish the means of 
carrying out the “separate system ;” a system, the operation of 
which is found to operate with immediate and decisive effect 
upon Criminals of this sex — their aggregate in gaols, where it 
has been fully established, having in many instances fallen to 
one-third of the ordinary number which they attained when 
permitted to remain in association. The pitiable condition of 
the juveniles has for some time attracted the attention of the

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legislature, and it is to be hoped that at no distant period the 
peculiar claims of this helpless class to public care and assist- 
ance will be fully recognised and satisfied. 

They are, however, at present kept separate at night (as are 
also the prostitutes in the female department), and, indeed, 
throughout the establishment every effort is made to maintain due 
classification as far as is consistent with the insufficiency of the 
prison for the reception of the inmates, and to approximate to 
separation by division of the day-rooms, the sheds, and the tread- 
wheel into stalls. The capstan-mill, however, is not furnished 
with partitions, so as to insure non-communication; and the 
chapel, which is also used as a school, is subject to the same 
objection — the shape of the building rendering it almost impos- 
sible to obviate this defect. 

The accommodation, consisting as it does of only 168 cells, 
(many of which could be rendered available for “ separation,”) 
7 solitary do., 87 rooms with beds, and 25 day-rooms, manifestly 
falls far short of the probable requirements in future, (even if 
the decrease of criminals, which has been steadily progressive, 
should happily continue,) and demands the best consideration of 
the authorities. 

The gaol throughout, in point of repair, cleanliness, and 
order, was very creditable to those charged with its administra- 
tion. There is a large stock of bedding. The ventilation is suf- 
ficient, and water is amply supplied by a well on the premises, 
and by the river, from . which it is raised by the tread-wheel. 
Lavatories are placed at the end -of each corridor, and troughs 
in the yards for the personal washing of the prisoners, and 
there is a bath allocated to each sex. Two turnkeys patrol 
during the night, and are relieved every two hours, but there is 
no tell-tale clock to measure the regularity of their circuits. 
The punishments since the first of January amounted only to 18, 
all inflicted by the authority of the present active and zealous 
governor, the smallness of which number attests the general 
efficiency of the discipline.

The preceding schedules afford evidence of the energy with 
which industrial employment is maintained here ; and I am 
bound to add my testimony that in no gaol in the kingdom is 
greater activity or more systematic regularity displayed with 
regard to this important branch of prison administration. Puni- 
tive employment, on the other hand, is carried out with the 
tread-wheel, two capstan-mills (there being one for each sex), 
shot-drill, and stone-breaking. 

Schools . — The schoolmaster having lately died, no appoint- 
ment of a successor had been completed, and I would submit 
that a salary of such an amount should be assigned as would 
secure the services of a thoroughly educated person, capable of 
assisting as an accountant. The register hitherto in use is that 
framed by the National Board of Education, and in order to 
stimulate the zeal of the master, and to test the accuracy of his 
entries of the progress of his pupils, it would be very desirable that 
the chaplains should, at uncertain periods, hold an examination. 

Dietary . — Net cost of dietary, per day, for each prisoner on 
the day of inspection, and on the corresponding day in the 
three last years : — 1851, gaol, 1 Jd ; hospital, 3 Id, 1852, 
gaol, \%d.\ hospital, 4-fd 1853, gaol, 2d; hospital, 5\d. 
1854, gaol, 2-fect . ; hospital, 5\d. 

Breakfast. — Males — 6 oz. Indian meal, 2 oz. rice, and 1 pint 
sweet milk. Dinner — 14 q?. bread, aiid 1 pint of sweet in ilk. 
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Breakfast. — Females — 5 oz. Indian meal, 2 oz. rice, and 1 pint 
of sweet milk. Dinner — 12 oz. bread, and 1 pint of sweet 

milk. 

Male prisoners, sentenced to one month or under, receive 1 
pint of gruel in lieu of milk, and females | pint do. All classes 
receive gruel twice in the week. 

Contracts. — Bread, per 4 lb., 6 }d . ; oatmeal, per cwt,, 18s. ; 
Indian meal, per ton, £12 9s. Gd . ; new milk, per gallon, 2 J<7. ; 
salt, per stone, 3<t ; rice, per ton, £17. 

There was but one complainant of the bread and stirabout, 
who was not supported by any other prisoner, and his objection 
appeared to me to be groundless. The provisions are duly 
inspected by the chaplains. 

Boolcs and Accounts . — All the books and accounts are kept 
with laudable neatness and accuracy ; and being in accordance 
with the forms prescribed by the Court of Queen’s Bench, can 
be checked with great facility.

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There are 18 turnkeys, of whom' one has been appointed 
since the last inspection to act as storekeeper, and 6 are handi- 
craftsmen, viz. : — 2 shoemakers, a weaver, a tailor, a baker, and 
a miller. They are supplied with uniform, and all the intern 
officers receive coals and candles. 

Officers' Visits. — Lonal inspector, 162; surgeon, &c., 366; 
Protestant chaplain, 140 ; Roman Catholic do., 239. 

Hospitals. — There were 15 male and 8 female patients, 
but their ailments were not such as to require any remark. 
The gaol has been free from epidemic disease, there having 
been but one isolated case of cholera. The hospitals are 
cleanly and well tended, under the superintendence of Dr, 
Beamish.

The Board, which is very efficient, meets monthly for the 
audit and discharge of all accounts by cheques payable to the 
parties, including contracts, salaries, and bridewell accounts, 
except for the diet of the latter, which requires the certificate of 
the Inspectors-General of Prisons. 



Bridewells. 

I have learned with great pleasure that the Grand Jury 
has directed the County Surveyors to examine and report 
upon the Bridewells, many of which, as appears in the annexed 
notices of each of them, require immediate repair and atten- 
tion. 

Macroom. — 5 males and 7 females ; only 82 in the last quar- 
ter ; a considerable diminution. The bridewell in good order, 
but the keeper’s house in such bad repair, and so damp as to 
have affected his health injuriously, according to his own state- 
ment. The local inspector visits regularly; registry and. com- 
mittals correct. , 
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Millstreet. — No prisoners here, and only one since the com- South 
mencement of the quarter ; 2 1 during the last ; the reduction DlSTRICT '' 
during the past year having been remarkably great. The house County of Corh 
clean and orderly, and frequently visited by the local inspector ; Bridewells. 
the keeper, formerly a turnkey in the county gaol, had been Millstreet. 
lately appointed ; registry and committals correct, and cost of 
diet moderate. 

Mitchelstoiun. — 1 female prisoner ; 124 in the last quarter ; on Mitcheisto-wn. , 
one night no less than 23 persons had been confined in this 
miserable building, which is wholly inadequate in accommoda- 
tion. The male day-room is very dark and ill-ventilated, and is 
used at night as a cell for drunkards, who, I regret to state, are 
rather increasing in number. The chimney also is smoky, as 
well as that of the keeper’s room, and the house generally is 
damp from the unsoundness of the roof. The male yard is 
rendered insecure by the projection of a window-stool, and by 
the roughness of the circuit-wall. The sewers are effective, 
and can be cleared from the outside. Water is carried in daily 
from some distance. The blankets in use were very much 
worn ; the local inspector does not visit, but the local and the 
resident magistrates do so from time to time. Salary of keeper, 

£15; cost of dietary, 3f d. for both sexes; petty sessions fort- 
nightly, without fail, and transmittals immediate ; registry 
correct. 

Fermoy . — It is unnecessary to detail the many imperfections Fermoy. 
of this bridewell, as it is the intention of the local authorities to 
have it rebuilt. There is no water on the present site. The 
house and yards were clean, but the bedding, of which the 
supply, is scanty, was in rather a slovenly condition ; it is 
right, however, to state that the prisoners usually confined 
here are of a low and filthy class. There were 4 males in 
custody ; petty sessions weekly, and transmittals regular. The 
registry and committals correct; the local inspector occa- 
sionally visits. Keeper’s salary, £20 ; cost of dietary a fraction 
below 3\d. 

Youghal. — 1 male; 104 last quarter; the house clean, and Youghai. 
the bedding sufficient. There is a pump, but it is generally 
ineffective ; there is an allowance, however, for the daily car- 
riage of water. The keeper had been lately appointed, his pre- 
decessor having been dismissed for neglect involving the escape 
of a prisoner; salary, £20. Petty sessions held weekly, and 
transmittals immediate ; registry and committals regular; diet, 

3-1 cZ. for males, and 2>\d. for females. The clergyman of the 
parish does not act as local inspector, but a magistrate, resident 
in the town, visits the bridewell from time to time. 

Midleton. — 2 males confined here; 256 in the last quarter. Mid’.etor. 

The building clean and in fair repair, but quite insufficient in 
point of accommodation. The bedding adequate; a spring-well 
on the premises ; the privies clearable from the outside ; there is 
an open ash-pit in the yard, which ought to be removed. 

Keeper’s, salary, £20 ; diet, 3|cZ. for both sexes ; the local 
inspector visits; petty sessions. fortnightly, and the transmittals, 
as well as the registry and committals, regular. . .. . ... 
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Queenstown . — 2 males and 2 females ; the house untidy, and 
the bedding scanty and much worn. The committals and the 
registry are kept in a very careless manner, the police constables 
not entering their own names upon their lodging or removing 
prisoners. Keeper’s salary, £15 ; petty sessions are held weekly, 
and the transmittals are immediate ; the local inspector is regu- 
lar in his visits. 

Kinsale 1 female ; the house tolerably clean, and in good 

repair ; the sewers cleared through the building ; no water on 
the premises, but an allowance is given for fetching it. Redding 
sufficient, but the blankets considerably worn ; petty sessions 
and transmittals weekly ; registry and committals correct ; the 
local inspector visits frequently; keeper’s salary, £17 10s. 

Bandon 4 males; the house clean and sound in repair; 

there is water within the walls, hut it is unlit for use ; an allow- 
ance is made for a daily supply from the river ; a good store of 
bedding and blankets ; petty sessions weekly ; transmittals, 
registry, and committals regular ; the local inspector visits ; 
dietary in last quarter about 3 id. for males, and 3d. for fe- 
males ; keeper’s salary, £20. 

Clonakilty No prisoners ; water in the immediate vicinity; 

house clean, and bedding adequate ; the local inspector visits 
from time to time, and the neighbouring magistrates occa- 
sionally ; petty sessions weekly, and transmittals immediate ; 
registry and committals correct ; salary of keeper, (who had 
been lately appointed), £20. 

Rosscarbery. — 1 male and 1 female; house in tolerable order, 
but damp ; the sewers in fair condition, and the bedding suffi- 
cient ; water is brought from a distance ; petty sessions are 
held fortnightly, and the transmittals are regular ; the registry 
correct, but some committals wanting ; salary of keeper, £15 ; 
dietary in last quarter, 3 %d. for males; 2j d. for females; the 
local inspector visits from time to time. 

Skibbereen 1 male, and 4 females ; house very clean, but 

there is a leakage in the roof, which requires to be stanched. 
The bedding good and abundant; the sewers defective, but 
improved by flushing them with water, which is supplied by a 
well on the premises. The general accommodation, however, 
is quite inadequate, even for the present reduced numbers. 
The local inspector and the magistrates visit ; petty sessions and 
transmittals weekly ; registry and committals regularly kept ; 
dietary, 3 \d. for males, 3 }d. for females ; keeper’s salary, £20. 

Castletown. — No prisoners ; this is a miserable building, and 
very insecure, with a leaky roof and smoky chimneys. There 
is only one room for each sex, containing one bedstead ; there 
is bedding, however, for six persons, but the blankets are thin 
and worn out. The keeper has attempted, without success, to 
sink a well within the walls ; water, which is hard to procure 
here, is brought from a considerable distance ; an open cesspool 
behind the yards is very offensive ; a covered sewer might be 
easily constructed ; petty sessions fortnightly, and transmittals 
have latterly taken place shortly after, so that there are now no 

long detentions. The local inspector visits, but makes no entry. 
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there being no visitor’s book. The old form of Bridewell Be- Sooth 
gistry is kept here ; the new one prescribed by the Court of Dl STRIC T * 
Queen’s Bench ought to be forthwith substituted. Some com- County of Cork. 
mittals wanting in the cases of prisoners lodged over night, and Bridewells. 
brought next morning before the magistrates. Dietary in the last Castletown, 
quarter a fraction above 3 \d. for both sexes. Keeper’s salary, £15; 

Bantry. — 2 males ; the house very clean, but out of repair Bantry. 
in some parts ; the sewers rather foul ; the bedding sufficient, 
but old ; water brought from a distance of three quarters of a 
mile ; petty sessions fortnightly ; transmittals, committals, and 
registry regular ; the local inspector visits frequently, but makes 
no entry ; dietary in last quarter, males, 3d. ; females, 2| d. 

A female prisoner having made her escape, while -waiting for 
her bail-bonds to be perfected, the matter was reported upon 
by the resident magistrate ; but as it was about to be further 
investigated by so competent a tribunal as the Board of Super- 
intendence, I did not think it necessary to institute an official 
inquiry, especially as the keeper had hitherto borne a high 
character for zeal and attention. 

Bunmanway. — No prisoners; the house clean, but insecure, Dunmanway. 
confined in space, and out of repair. The bedding sufficient ; 
no water, nor any allowance for the carriage of it ; the sewers 
effective ; petty sessions fortnightly, and transmittals regular ; 
registry and committals correct ; the local inspector visits from 
time to time ; dietary in last quarter, 2\d. for both sexes. 

Mallow. — 6 males ; the house very clean and orderly, and in Mallow, 
fair repair ; the bedding ample ; no water, but procurable near; 
the sewers ineffective, and requiring constant clearance ; petty 
sessions weekly, and transmittals immediate ; the local inspec- 
tor visits frequently ; dietary last quarter, 3 \d. for both sexes ; 
registry correct, but I regretted to find some committals of 
prisoners for definite periods of imprisonment, to be carried out 
in the bridewell, which is illegal. 

Charleville. — 1 male ; the house clean, but damp in many Charlevilis. 
places ; the sewer of one of the privies choked ; no water on 
the premises ; the bedding adequate ; dietary, 3 ^d. for both 
sexes; the local inspector frequent in his visits; petty sessions 
fortnightly, without fail, and transmittals regular ; the registry 
incorrect, in not being signed by the police constables.

An examination of the numbers in custody on the corres- 
ponding days of the three previous years exhibits some slight 
improvement, the totals standing thus: May 11, 1851, 278; 

1852, 256 ; 1853, 221 ; 1854, 214. 

As compared with last year, there is a decline in the com- 
mittals of males, they being as 1,360 to 1,633— the re-commit- 
tals remaining almost the same ; but the committals of the 
females show no decrease ; while there is, I regret to state, an 
advance in their re-committals from 316 to 346. There is, 
however, a decided amelioration under the heading of the 
“ Greatest number at one time in the gaol during the past 

y eal .” males, 186; females, 123; — and under that of the 

“Average" — males, 144; females, 78. 

Juvenile offenders have somewhat diminished, owing to the 
practice of sending them, upon their discharge, back to their 
homes, whenever the place of their residence is ascertained ; but 
the subjoined schedule affords a melancholy proof of the helpless 
condition of these unfortunate claimants upon the public care.

There is no change in the nature or amount of crime, gene- 
rally, which is sufficient to demand special observation. 

There were no lunatics at the time of my visit, and but nine 
prisoners sentenced to transportation or penal servitude, who 
were about to he shortly removed. So alteration of any 
moment has been effected since the last official inspection of 
the prison, which I found throughout in a creditable condition 
of cleanliness and order. 

The sewerage is good, and the supply of water adequate, 
except during the summer months, when the tread-wheel is 
applied to raising a sufficiency. 
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The quarter assigned to male debtors is roomy and airy ; 
but there is none allocated to females. There are lavatories at 
the end of each corridor, and there is one bath, which, being- 
placed in the laundry, can only be rendered available for 
males by withdrawing the females — a very inconvenient arrange- 
ment. 

There are 54 single cells for each sex, and 8 solitary ditto 
for females, which are provided with hot air, but not with 
bells, so as to comply with the requirements prescribed by the 
3rd and 4tli Vic., cap. 44, and, therefore, are available only 
for “ solitary confinement,” and not for “ separation,” there 
being no by-laws under the above statute sanctioned by the 
proper authorities. These cells might, at a trifling cost, be 
doubled in number, the opposite wall of the corridor upon 
which they open having been prepared for such an addition, 
and thus adequate classification could be attained. A consid- 
erable amount of bedding, &c., was in preparation, so as to 
supply fully all the disposable cells. Those assigned to the 
males scarcely exceed in number one-third of the average pri- 
soners of this sex confined here in the last year ; and some of 
them, especially those on the upper tier, require increased 
ventilation, being insupportably close when occupied, as they 
frequently have been, by at least three persons. The attention 
of the Grand Jury has been already called to the necessity of 
providing more fitting accommodation, and fortunately there is 
adequate space within the walls of the gaol upon the area 
corresponding with that of the debtors’ quarter, for this and 
other improvements of nearly equal importance, such as the 
erection of an additional work-room for males, who, at present, 
are crowded, to the great detriment of discipline. 

The enlargement, also, of the washing yard is much needed, 
as well as the completion of some minor alterations which are 
under the consideration of the Board — namely, the new roofing 
of the front gate, which is flat, and subject to leakage ; the 
division of the tread- wheel and stone sheds into separate stalls, 
and of the beds by wooden partitions; and the affixing of 
water-shoots to the solitary cells. 

Classification is, under the circumstances described above, 
manifestly imperfect — the tried and untried juveniles, for in- 
stance, being intermixed, in order to avoid the greater evil of 
contact with adult criminals ; and throughout the whole prison 
an approximation only to due subdivision can be carried into 
effect. All meals are taken in the cells. 

There is a patrol of turnkeys at night, but no inspection at 
variable hours on the part of the Governor or Deputy. The 
punishments during last year amounted to 32, all except one 
having been inflicted by the authority of the Governor. 

Employment. — Males — Weaving, winding, warping, mat- 
making, shoemaking, clogmaking, tin-work, tailoring, teasing 
oakum, stone-breaking, whitewashing, cleaning, painting, &c., 
and making and repairing all the prison clothing. Females — 
Washing, spinning, carding, sewing, making and repairing all 
the prison clothing, bedding, &c.

Punitive employment is supplied by tlie tread- -wheel, shot- 
drill, and one hard-labour crank. 

Schooling. — A schoolmaster has been lately appointed, at a 
very small salary, to give instruction to the males ; no provision 
being made for the females. I found 66 youths under twenty 
years of age, 1 9 of whom were totally illiterate. The form of 
the registry of progress does not exhibit the gradual advance 
of the pupils, and requires attention in this particular. It would 
be desirable if the Chaplains here, as in many other gaols, were 
to examine the scholars from time to time, so as to test the 
accuracy of the record of improvement entered by the master. 

Dietary and Contracts. — The cost of the dietary, per day, for 
each prisoner, stands thus, as taken on the corresponding days 
in four successive years : — 1851, 2d.; 1852, 2d.; 1853, 2\d . ; 
1854, 3 \d. 

Dietary. — Breakfast — 1st class, 2 oz. rice, and 6 oz. Indian 
meal, in hommony ; 2nd class, 2 oz. rice, and 5 oz. of do. 
Dinner — 1st class, 14 oz. of bread, and 1 pint of sweet milk; 
2nd class, 1*2 oz. of bread, and f of a pint of sweet milk; 3rd 
class, 12 oz. of bread, and J pint of sweet milk. All committed 
for one month and under get 1 pint of oatmeal gruel, instead 
of milk, at one meal daily ; and all prisoners get, twice in each 
week, 1 pint of oatmeal gruel, instead of milk, at one meal. 

Contracts. — Bread, per 12 lbs., Is. 9cZ. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 
17.9.; Indian corn, per ton, £12 10s ; sweet milk, per gallon, 
3d. ; salt, per stone, 6d. 

There were a few complaints of the bread, which, upon exami- 
nation, appeared to me to be unfounded. There is not a 
sufficient statement of the opinion of the chaplains upon the 
quality of the provisions, which, however, I was informed, they 
inspect regularly. 

Books and Accounts. — The Visitors’ Book ought to define 
more accurately the exact duty performed by each officer at 
his visit. The greater number of the prescribed books are 
kept with laudable accuracy ; but the Discharge Book is not 
entered up regularly, nor was the Abstract of Daily Consumption 
filled. The duty of keeping these, and all the other books and 
accounts of the gaol devolves upon the deputy -govern or, an 
indefatigable and trustworthy officer, whose time is already 
overtaxed beyond his powers — the governor, from very infirm 
health, being unable to aid him ; and I submit, therefore, that 
it would be expedient that the schoolmaster, when not engaged 
in teaching, should act as his assistant. The total cost of the 
gaol was, in 1851, £2,394 17s. 8d.; 1852, £2,395 16s. 9d . ; 
1853, £2,444 5s. 5d.

further allowances. Of the ten turnkeys, five are tradesmen, 
viz., a shoemaker, a cooper, and three weavers. Their salaries 
have been temporarily increased, to meet the advanced price 
of provisions — a very judicious concession. 

Officers’ Visits . — Local inspector, 139; surgeon, &c., 365; 
Protestant chaplain, 158 ; Roman Catholic chaplain, 158. 

Hospital . — There were but seven patients, three males and 
four females, whose cases require no notice. ISTo epidemic has 
prevailed here. The deaths for the years 1851, 1852, and 1853, 
were, respectively, 11, 8, and 9. The medicines are supplied, 
at the prices fixed in Apothecaries’ Hall, by an apothecary, to 
whom £10 per annum is paid for compounding; their amount 
during the years stated above was £12 11 5. 3d., £47 9s. icl., 
and £13 Is. 6cZ. The building was clean and properly tended.

8 d. only 
was for food. The books and accounts are kept satisfactorily.

It is with great pleasure that I call attention to the remark- 
able reduction in the number of prisoners, as evidenced by a 
comparative return of the totals reported to be in custody on 
the corresponding days in the last four years : 

June 14, 1851, . • • 586 

„ 1852, ... 283 

„ 1653, . • • 175 

„ 1854, ... 118 
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Crimes accompanied with violence are greatly on the decline, 
as are also vagrancy and workhouse offences — two sources from 
which the population of gaols had hitherto been largely derived. 
Here, as elsewhere, this diminution is found to prevail among 
adult males rather than among juveniles, and is less observ- 
able in females, the accommodation for whom is almost univer- 
sally inadequate, and to whom the more stringent forms of 
discipline, which operate successfully on the other sex, cannot 
be applied. 

The commitments during the past year were — males, 575; 
females, 263. Re-commitments — males, 50 ; females, 23. 
Greatest number in gaol at one time during the past year — 
males, 118 ; females, 73. Average — males, 78 ; do. females, 42. 
The punishments since the 1st of January amounted to 15 only, 
and were all inflicted by the authority of the governor. Meals 
are taken in the day-rooms. Classification is now carried out 
with approximative regularity as to the males; but the females 
are merely divided into three classes, according to character — 
the prostitutes being kept apart, and confined at night in sepa- 
rate cells, an isolation which is, to a certain extent, productive 
of beneficial effects. Some improvements, too, are about to be 
carried out in effecting a communication with a portion of the 
building hitherto occupied by males, which is henceforth to be 
added to the female department. 

The intermixture of male juveniles among adults is highly to 
he deprecated. On the morning of the day of my second visit 
there were 78 males in custody, of whom no less than 28 were 
boys, 1 4 having been committed for workhouse offences. These 
were undergoing their sentences in unrestricted association, 
which, evidently, they did not regard in the light of a severe 
punishment, and I submit, therefore, the propriety of keeping- 
such youths in strict separation during shorter periods of con- 
finement, as a less expensive mode of dealing with them, and as 
one which would leave in their minds, upon their discharge, a 
wholesome fear of its recurrence. 

I found the building throughout clean, orderly, well venti- 
lated, and amply furnished with bedding. The sewers have 
been rendered effective, and are now free from the offensiveness 
which was formerly noticeable here. The supply of water has 
hitherto been affected by the lowering of the bed of the river; 
but a force-pump is about to be erected, which will secure a 
sufficiency, there being pipes and cocks in every yard. There 
are no lavatories, but there are baths for each sex, in which 
prisoners are washed on coming in, and once a week during the 
summer, if there is no failure of water. The accommodation 
for male criminals (of whom there was but one sentenced to 
penal servitude) consists of 67 single cells, besides 8 rooms, 
containing 3 beds each — an aggregate exceeding the total 
amount of prisoners of this sex on the day of my inspection, 
namely, 64. That for the females consists of 14 single cells, 
(12 of which are adopted from a quarter originally allocated to 
males), and of nine rooms, six of which are each capable of 
being subdivided into two , so that 29 cells could be easily 
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rendered available in this department. On the above day there 
were 52 criminals of the latter sex, of whom no less than 14 
were under sentence of transportation or penal servitude. If, 
therefore, this number be subtracted, as it is to be hoped that 
provision will shortly be made in the Government convict 
prisons for their reception; and if the cells referred to were 
adapted to the separate system, which has everywhere been 
found to operate as an immediate and effectual deterrent, it may 
be presumed that at no distant period every prisoner could be 
placed in that comparative isolation which is indispensable to 
the maintenance of reformatory discipline. I will again urge, 
as subsidiary to this object, the necessity of adding separate 
compartments to the tread-wheel, and of constructing stalls to 
receive the prisoners during the intervals of labour, in order to 
prevent any communication and intercourse, the more especially 
as the late reduction of the number of the turnkeys has greatly 
impaired the means of constant supervision.

Some stone-breaking is also carried on from time to time ; 
but the chief remunerative return is derived from bone-crushing. 
Industrial works, however, are, of course, unfavourably affected 
by the great diminution of prisoners available for this purpose. 
The total of net profit produced by articles disposed of out- 
side the gaol stood thus: — For 1852, £61 3s. 3 d.\ for 1853, 
£64 9s. 5 d. 

Schooling is given to the annexed classes at the hours 
specified : — Hard labour class, 7 30 to 8 45, a.m. ; convict class, 
10 30 to 12 30; untried class, 1 30 to 2 45. Beading and 
explanation to all the classes in turn in the evening, from 6 to 
7, p.m. 

The registry of progress is that prescribed by the Board of 
National Education, which, though excellent in itself, is calcu- 
lated for the use of pupils in a more advanced state of learning 
than the average of prisoners committed here ; I therefore sug- 
gested that an addition should be made for adapting it to their 
low state of proficiency. 

The chaplains examine the scholars from time to time ; and it 
would be very desirable if they were occasionally to certify the 
accuracy of the entries of improvement in the registry. 

Dietary and Contracts. — The net cost of dietary per day, 
for each prisoner, on the day of inspection, and on the corres-

Gruel substituted for milk two days in each week, at intervals, 
and every day for persons not exceeding one calendar month. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., white, 2d. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 
16s. ; Indian meal, per cwt., 12a. ; meat, per lb., 4 d . ; new milk, 
per gallon, 4 d. ; salt, per stone, 2d. 

There were some complaints of the dietary. The stirabout 
and bread, which I tasted, were carefully made ; the former, 
however, being composed wholly of Indian meal, and the latter 
of equal parts of Indian and wheaten flour, are not sufficient, in 
the opinion of the medical officer, for maintaining the constitu- 
tional tone of prisoners who are confined here for a long term, 
an objection which is not found to apply to oatmeal, when used 
in the same quantity for making the stirabout. 

The milk was thin and poor ; and I found that it had been 
not unfrequently reported against, and returned to the con- 
tractors by the chaplains, who are constant in their inspection. 

Books and Accounts.— The works accounts appeared to be 
properly kept ; but I regretted to find that the books prescribed 
by the Court of Queen’s Bench were not filled with accuracy, as 
the Discharge Book, the Gate-keeper’s Book, and the Abstract 
of Daily Consumption, which are intended to operate as mutual 
and common checks upon each other, did not tally. The total 
cost of the gaol, including dietary, salaries, &c., for the last 
three years, was, in 1851, £2,726 I65. 9 d. ; 1852, £.2,1 16 2s. 8 d.\ 
.1853, £2,008 145. Acl.

Hospital. — There were but three males in the hospital, whose 
cases require no comment. There were no lunatics. The 
building, which was very clean, is under the care of a trust- 
worthy attendant, Sergeant Cleary. As, however, he also dis- 
charges the duty of master of the works, and is often neces- 
sarily absent in other parts of the prison, I venture to doubt the 
propriety of this arrangement, the patients being thus left without 
the supervision and control of a responsible discipline- officer. 

Board, of Superintendence. — The Board assembles monthly, 
and at each meeting all bills, &c. (except contracts, which are 
dealt with quarterly), are discharged by cheques payable to the 
parties — an excellent arrangement. The final audit takes place 
before each assizes, at which a committee of the Grand Jury is 
appointed to examine the accounts.

General Observations. — I have touched, in a report of the 
city gaol, upon a subject which I am very desirous to bring 
under the consideration of the county authorities, which has, I 
am given to understand, already been entertained by them, 
namely, the consolidation of the county and city gaols. The 
improving condition of the county, emigration, enlistment to a 
partial extent, and the absorption in employment of nearly all 
males capable of earning their bread, and other causes, have 
concurred in effecting an immense reduction in the number of 
offenders. Under these circumstances, and as the two gaols 
actually adjoin each other, being merely divided by a wall, it 
would appear to be practicable, at a comparatively small cost , 
to provide accommodation, consonant with the principles of 
improved prison management, for the probable aggregate of 
inmates to be committed hereafter from both jurisdictions. It 
is presumed that the legislature will be disposed to grant addi- 
tional facilities for arranging and giving effect to the terms of 
union, and of contribution to the common expenditure, as well 
as for enabling grand juries to compensate the officers who 
would be reduced in consequence of such an amalgamation. 

In the event of such aid being afforded, I cannot refrain from 
expressing the hope that a committee may be formed from the 
representatives of both the gaols, the arrangement being, of 
course, a purely voluntary one, with the view of carrying out 
the consolidation, which will necessarily tend not only to a 
great saving in the amount of annual charge upon both commu- 
nities, but to the establishment of a prison complete in all its 
departments, and furnished with the means of enforcing the 
most approved system of deterrent and reformatory discipline, 
and of thus insuring the further diminution of crime.

Appendix to Thirty -third Report of 
Bridewells. 

Loughrea. — Three male prisoners, and two females; 103 con- 
fined here in the last quarter. The building in good repair ; the 
ce lls in fair order, and sufficiently supplied with bedding, but the 
iron bedsteads are very rickety. The sewers effective, and water 
supplied from the adj oining lake. Petty sessions held nominally 
once a week, but sometimes fail. Transmittals immediate. Re- 
gistry and committals correct. The local inspector visits very 
rarely ; but the county local inspector once in each quarter, this 
duty being assigned to him with regard to all the bridewells of 
the county. 

Gort. — One female prisoner here. The insecurity and the 
deficiency of this bridewell in all indispensable requirements 
have been so often the subject of comment and remonstrance 
on the part of the Inspectors-General, as well as of the local in- 
spector, the medical officer, and the assistant barrister, that 1 
learned with great satisfaction that steps are about to be taken for 
its immediate improvement. An escape had lately taken place; 
but there appeared to exist a difference of opinion among the 
authorities as to whether it was attributable to the imperfect con- 
dition of the window of the front cell, or to the neglect of the 
keeper. Petty sessions due weekly, hut not always held. The local 
inspector visits from time to time. R egistry and committals correct. 

Oughterard. — No prisoners here ; 24 in the last quarter. 
The circuit wall has been lately raised, and is now secure. The 
house very clean, and the bedding sufficient. Water is brought 
from the neighbouring river, and there is an allowance lor 
fetching it. Petty sessions fortnightly. Transmittals, com- 
mittals, and registry regular. The local inspector visits. 

Clifden. — Four males here — all boys ; 51 in the last quarter. 
The house tolerably clean ; the bedding sufficient, but rather 
slovenly. Water is procured from the river. The sewers are 
defective, and it is difficult to clear them outside the walls, as 
the occupant of a neighbouring garden is unwilling to grant 
permission for this purpose. It is proposed to remove a wall at 
the rere of the bridewell, which obstructs light and ventilation, 
and to rebuild it lower down the hill. The approach, which 
lies through a narrow arch, is very objectionable, and impedes 
the constabulary when escorting drunkards or rioters. Ihe 
cost of dietary moderate. The local inspector visits from time 
to time, but makes no entry. Petty sessions fortnightly ; 
transmittals variable, there being some cases of long detention, 
and also, L regretted to find, of committals to imprisonment here 
for definite periods, which is illegal except for drunkenness. 

Ballinasloe. — Two males and two females ; 84 in the last 
quarter. The building in sound repair, and well furnished with 
bedding. Water supplied by a pump on the premises, and the 
sewers effective. The chevaux-defrize, which are attached to 
a water-shoot, with the view of preventing escape, appear to 
be very imperfect. The pavement in the yards ought to be 
broken small, or covered with gravel. Dietary, “id. for both 
sexes. Registry and committals correct. Petty sessions weekly, 
and transmittals immediate. The local inspector visits. 
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Portumna. — No prisoners here ; 1 7 in the last quarter. Some 
repairs have been executed here ; the walls have been dashed, _H_ 
the flagging levelled, and a well sunk. The bedding ample. County of 
The house clean, but the female privy filthy; the yards slovenly, a way ' 
and in grass. No grate in either of the day-rooms. The local Bridewells. 
inspector never visits, hut the county local inspector does so each Portumna. 
quarter. Petty sessions fortnightly, and transmittals immediate. 

1 found one committal to a week’s imprisonment in the bride- 
well. The dietary consists of 8 oz. of Indian meal, in stirabout, for 
breakfast and dinner, without milk, which is illegal, not being in 
accordance with the order of the Court of Queen’s Bench. 

Eyrecourt and Woodford. — I beg to call the attention of the Eyrecourt and 
local authorities to these two bridewells, which my colleague ^ oodfor ‘ 
concurs with me in thinking do not require to be maintained. 

Their relative position with respect to other bridewells, at easy 
distances, their not being situated in quarter sessions towns, 
and therefore not falling within the prescription of the 91st 
section of the Prisons Act (7 Geo. 4, cap. 74), and, above all, the 
reduction of the numbers confined in them, would appear to 
point out the policy of their abolition. 

The totals of the prisoners committed to the several bride- 
wells of the county stand thus for the last year: — Portumna, 117; 
Oughterard, 266 ; Gort, 277 ; Clifden, 366 ; Ballinasloe, 437 ; 

Tuam, 585; Loughrea, 637 ; Eyrecourt, 48; Woodford, 43. 

Further, during the current year a still greater diminution is 
observable, the total of prisoners during the first tv r o quarters 
amounting to but seventeen in the bridewell of Woodford , and 
to nine only in that of Eyrecourt .

This diminution extends, in different degrees, to every class 
of crime, including drunkenness, vagrancy, and workhouse 
offences, but is found to affect more favourably the male adults 
than the juveniles of this sex, or the females generally, the latter 
of whom present the rare exception of an excess in numbers 
over the males. Their committals and re-committals also 
exhibit an unusual disproportion. Number of commitments 
during the past year — males, 639 ; females, 386. Re-commit- 
ments — males, 106 ; females, 85. Greatest number in gaol at 
one time during the past year — males, 131; females, 8 1 . Aver- 
age males, 31 do. females, 29.1. There were 3 females under 
sentence of transportation, and 3 under that of penal servitude. 
No alterations or additions have been made since the last 
inspection, nor are any in progress or in contemplation. The 
gaol throughout was clean, well ventilated, and amply furnished 
with bedding. The sewers are effective and capable of being 
flushed. Water is raised by the tread-wheel, and. pipes are laid 
on for the supply of every yard. There are no lavatories, 
buckets being used for the personal ablution of the prisoners, as 
well as one bath, in which, however, all of them are not washed 
upon their entrance. The accommodation consists of 35 single 
cells, and 10 of larger size, capable of division — the male 
vagrants' quarter and that assigned to debtors being unoccupied 
at the period of my visit. There is no laundry nor drying-room, 
the want of which latter is a serious evil, both in an economical 
and sanitary point of view. 

The classification of the males is confined to the division of 
the tried and untried ; and that of the females, to the separa- 
tion of the vagrants from all other offenders. The punishments 
amounted to 26, which were incurred chiefly by females, and 
were all inflicted by the governor, except in the case of 4 
convicts, who were sentenced to one month’s imprisonment by 
the magistrates. 

Employment and Schools . — Industrial employment can 
scarcely be said to exist, being limited to occasional stone- 
breaking, from which no profit is derived; and, indeed, the gaol 
duties, including baking and pumping water, in the present 
paucity of prisoners, absorb the whole available force of the 
males. Punitive labour is supplied by the tread-wheel and 
shot-drill. The females are engaged in washing, and in execut- 
ing such casual orders as the Sisters of Mercy may furnish from 
time to time. 

Schooling is appointed to be given to the males from 1 1 to 4 
o'clock daily, by a master who was trained in the system of the 
Board of National Education ; but, for the reason assigned 
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a b 0 ye the smallness of the number of inmates — it has been jSooth^ 

found impossible to allocate so great an amount of time to this 
object. It would be very desirable if the chaplains were to County of the 
examine the pupils at irregular intervals, in order to test the °f aoL 
accuracy of the entries of improvement in the registry of pro- 
gress. The females are without any educational instruction.

All prisoners get gruel two days in the week, in lieu of milk, 
for dinner ; and all prisoners, whose term of imprisonment does 
not exceed one month, get 1 pint of gruel each for dinner 
instead of milk.

The turnkeys receive no uniform nor allowances, and the 
salaries of those of lower rank have been latterly reduced, 
although elsewhere, in consequence of the great advance in the 
price of provisions, wages have been raised. Their numbers 
are quite inadequate to the proper discharge of their functions, 
and to the maintenance of discipline — one being employed as 
cook, one as gate-porter, and another as superintendent of the 
tread-wheel — so that but one remains to attend all the wards. 
Moreover, the night patrol is furnished by them in turn, and 
thus each of them passes every second night out of bed, a duty 
of unusual severity.

The meetings of the Board are usually regular, at which 
general business is transacted, and the salaries of the turn- 
keys and small current bills are discharged. No examination, 
however, of the accounts takes place, this duty being delegated 
to a committee appointed by the Grand Jury at each assizes. 



General Observations. 

I have noticed under the several headings within which they 
fall the chief defects of this gaol, viz. — the want of a laundry 
and drying-room ; the insufficient accommodation, especially in 
the female department, for carrying out the principles of 
classification ; the absence of all educational instruction for 
prisoners of this sex ; and the inadequate number and small 
wages of the subordinate officers. In thus recapitulating them 
I am not disposed to offer any suggestions which would involve an 
outlay chargeable solely on the town of Galway; but I venture 
to submit to the local authorities a proposition, which is to be 
found in a more detailed form in my report of the county gaol, 
namely, the policy of amalgamating the two gaols upon grounds 
both of economy and of the establishment of a sounder system 
of discipline.

A great reduction has taken place in the numbers confined 
here, as shown by the annexed schedule of the prisoners in 
custody on the first day of inspection, and on the correspond- 
ing days during the last four years : —

The latter total, it is to be observed, as compared with the 
preceding years, does not exhibit as marked a progress as pre- 
sents itself elsewhere ; but when it is contrasted with the highest 
amount which was attained in 1849 — namely, 809 — the change 
affords matter for sincere congratulation. This change, however;, 
has affected more favourably the male adults than the juveniles 
of this sex, or the females. Vagrancy — a fertile source of crime- 
lias declined considerably, and the re-committals are found to 
embrace a smaller section of the population, and to be supplied 
chiefly from those almost incorrigible classes which oscillate 
between the gaol and the workhouse. The whole commitments 
during the past year were — males, 1,278; females, 691. Re- 
commitments — males, 481; females, 325; and the greatest 
number in confinement at one time — males, 200 ; females, 120. 
Average — males, 124-^; females, 76^0. There were 8 females 
under rule of transportation, and 4 under that of penal servi- 
tude, to which 3 males had also been sentenced. 

The building was throughout in sound repair, well venti- 
lated, and duly furnished with bedding, a further supply of 
which was in process of making up. It would be very desirable, 
both in a sanitary and economical point of view, if sheets were 
used, not only in the hospital, but in all the cells and dormi- 
tories. The water, which is excellent in quality and abundant 
in quantity, is raised by an exhausting-pump, and distributed 
to lavatories in every yard, and to tanks placed over the 
privies. Since the last inspection a new house for holding the

County of also been slated, and were about to be further repaired ; and 
Kerry Gaol. sc h 0 ol-rooms for the males and females had been erected. 

That for the former is rather confined in space, but by dividing 
the pupils into classes, it will be found sufficient for its object. 

The classification of the males is carried out approximative^ 
as far as possible ; but the females arc merely separated into 
two sections according to character. Reference has already 
been made to the great disproportion of offenders of this sex, 
for whom the accommodation is wholly inadequate. If, how- 
ever, the “ Government prisoners” were transferred to convict 
depots, and the double cells— of which there are 18— were 
divided into two, and rendered applicable to “ separation,” an 
important advance would be made towards the reduction of 
their numbers — the adoption of this system, in its complete 
stringency, having been found to produce the most salutary 
results as a deterrent. 

The whole amount of accommodation embraces but 82 cells, 
which could be increased, as suggested above, to 100 — an 
aggregate falling far short of the requirements, but yet which 
would effect a partial relief from the present undue pressure. 
There are also 13 sheds, 7 of which are fit for the reception of 
one loom — the remainder being suitable for the prosecution of 
various industrial employments. The weaving loft now in 
occupation is highly objectionable, not only from its tempera- 
ture — being very hot in summer and cold in winter — but 
because it does not afford the means of preventing communica- 
tion between the prisoners, who are placed there in almost 
unchecked association. The tread-wheel, too, and the wash- 
ing-troughs in the laundry, ought to be divided into separate 
compartments, so as to cut off, as far as is practicable, all 
opportunities of intercourse. 

The lock-up in the evening is attended by the Governor in 
person, and the night patrol is performed by three turnkeys. 
The punishments since the beginning of the year amounted to 
45 only, none being of a grave character.

The capstan-mill is applied to grinding for the purposes of 
the gaol ; and all repairs, except mason’s work, are executed 
without external assistance. The blankets, tickens, sheeting, 
clothing, and shoes which are required for intern use, are made 
by the prisoners, under the supervision of the turnkeys, among 
whom are several handicraftsmen, viz., a tailor, a shoemaker, a 
carpenter, a smith, a baker, and a miller. A weaver is also 
employed in teaching his trade. 

The totals of net profit produced by articles disposed of 
outside, and the value of the work consumed within, stand 
thus : —

Punitive labour is supplied by the tread-wheel, the capstan- 
mill, and shot-drill. 

One of the turnkeys having been lately promoted to the 
office of schoolmaster, and a schoolmistress having been also 
appointed, educational instruction is given daily to prisoners of 
both sexes, in classes, from 10 o’clock until 4. The school has 
been placed under the inspection of the National Board, whose 
form of registry of progress is about to be adopted. 

Dietary and 'Contracts. — Breakfast — Males— 1 4 oz. bread, and 
pint skim milk. Females — 12 oz. bread, and } print skim milk. 
Children under 10 years— 10 oz. bread, and } pint skim milk.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which tire regu- 
larly inspected.. Wheat, generally Egyptian, is purchased in 
large quantities and kept in store, and. the bread is baked 
within the walls. The establishment being thus rendered 
independent of out-door supply, the price of the dietary has 
not been so much influenced by the great rise in articles of 
food, which has swelled considerably the expenditure of other 
gaols. The net cost per day for each prisoner on the day of 
inspection, and on the corresponding day in the last three 
years, was as follows: — September 15, 1851, 2d.; 1852, i)d . ; 
1853, 1 id.; 1854, 

Books and Accounts.— The forms prescribed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench are carefully observed, with the exception of 
the gate-porter’s book, in which, although it constitutes a very 
important check both upon the registiy and upon the abstract 
of daily consumption, I found several inaccuracies. The total 
■expense of the gaol, including dietary and salaries, for the last 
three years, amounted, in 1851, to £3,500 5s. 6^d . ; in 1852, 
to £2,911 175. 0 H . ; and in 1853, to £2,272 Of d.

Protestant chaplain, 55 ; Roman Catholic do., 170. 

Since the last inspection a porter has been appointed to the 
charge of the lodge at the entrance gate. A very judicious 
increase of salaries has lately taken place, so as to insure the 
services of efficient officers. One of the porters and the assist- 
ant nursetender receive the gaol allowance. 

Hospital. — The hospital, which was constructed for the re- 
ception of both sexes, was clean and well ventilated, hut is not 
supplied with baths and water-closets. There were no lunatics, 
and but seven patients under treatment, nine males and two 
females. An hospital shed, exclusively for the use of the males, is 
under repair, and will be shortly fit again for occupation. This 
building will be of great value in the event of any epidemic, from 
which, however, the gaol has for some time been happily free.

Bridewells. South 

I beg to call tbe attention of the local authorities to the Dl f^ CT ' 
following report upon the bridewells, and especially to a point eb "My^p"y. 
already noticed by my colleague, namely, the smallness of the Bridmceih. 
salaries of the keepers, which, except at Listowel and Ifillar- 
ney, do not exceed £10 per annum — a sum wholly inadequate 
to provide them with the necessaries of life. By the 2nd 
General Rule annexed to the 109th section of the Prisons’ Act, 
keepers are forbidden “ to be concerned in any occupation or 
trade whatsoever and even if this statutable proscription did 
not exist, policy would dictate the establishment of some such 
regulation. It is, therefore, unreasonable to expect that the 
exclusive services and the undivided attention of persons qua- 
lified to take charge of prisoners can be procured at a rate of 
remuneration which does not amount to Id. per diem. 

Tarbert — No prisoners ; 22 in the last quarter. The house Tarbert. 
clean, and the bedding sufficient for the season, but more was 
about to be supplied for winter use. The sewers bad, and the 
soil clearable only by being carried through the building. No 
water on the premises. Petty sessions are held every fortnight, 
and the transmittal of prisoners takes place shortly after. The 
local inspector visits occasionally. The registry correct, but 
sentences of short imprisonment are illegally carried out here. 

Dietary, 5 d. for males ; 4 \d. for females. Salary of keeper, £10. 

Listowel. — Five males (all boys); no females; 211 during Li B towei. 
the last quarter. The accommodation quite inadequate ; the 
blankets thin and worn, and insufficient. A leak in the roof 
requires to be stanched. No water, and the sewrers im- 
perfect. Petty sessions weekly, and transmittals immediate. 

Registry correct, but committals are given for definite periods 
of imprisonment, as noticed before. Dietary — males, 5 d . ; 

females, fp.l. 

Dingle. — Three males, two females ; 30 in the last quarter. Dingle. 

The house tolerably clean ; the blankets worn and inadequate. 

No water ; the privies very foul, and clearable only through 
the building. Petty sessions fortnightly, and transmittals 
direct. The registry correct, but some committals irregular, 
as above. The local inspector is stated to visit, but very rarely 
makes an entry. Salary of keeper, £10. Dietary, b\d. for 
males ; for females. 

Caherciveen. — One female ; 52 last quarter. The house Cahercivcen. 
tolerably clean and orderly, but the cesspool of the female 
privy very foul. The bedding sufficient. There is no pump, 
and water is fetched from a distance of a quarter of a mile. 

A leak in the roof was about to be repaired. Petty sessions 
monthly ; the registry correct ; but imprisonment is carried 
out here. Salary of keeper and cost of dietary the same as 
given above. The local inspector rarely enters his visits. 

Miltown. — No prisoners ; 78 in the last quarter. The house Miltovn. 
clean, and well supplied with bedding. No water and no 
sewers ; the cesspools rather full. The local inspector visits 
from time to time. Petty sessions monthly ; the registry pro- 
perly kept ; and transmittals frequent.

The house clean and in sound repair the 
bedding adequate; the pump pretty good; the sewers toler- 
ably effective, but clearable only by carrying the soil through 
the building. Dietary the same as above. Petty sessions 
weekly ; the registry correct, but some very long detentions, 
in consequence of the irregularity of transmittals-a month on 
one occasion, having elapsed without an escort. Sentences, too, 
are carried out here, illegally, as noticed elsewhere. No visi- 
tors’ book. The local inspector is stated to visit from time to 
time, but makes no entry.

It is, however, but justice to observe, that of this latter total 
no less than 21 persons are not natives of the county. The 
proportion of male juveniles and of females borne to the total 
in custody is somewhat greater, and I lament to add that drunk- 
enness is on the increase. On the other hand, vagrancy, (a 
fertile source of criminal population,) and workhouse offences, 
are declining ; and the general re-committals are fewer. 

There were three females under sentence of transportation ; 
and six, with one male, under that of penal servitude. The 
number of commitments during the past year stands thus — 
males, 201; females, 116. Re-commitments — males, 7 ; females, 
10. The greatest number in gaol at one time during the same 
period — males, 38 ; females, 25. Average— males, 26 T 7 3% ; 

females, 22g§f. Classification here is necessarily imperfect, in 
consequence of the limited accommodation at the disposal of 
the authorities, convicts (transports) and convicted felons being 
placed together, on the one hand, and tried misdemeanants, 
on the other, along with the summarily convicted and the 
untried. 

The females are divided into three sections only, according 
to character, and not according to criminal analysis, and the 
inefficiency of this department in deterrent or reformatory 
results is best evidenced by the excess of the re-committals, 
and the near approximation of the aggregate to that of the 
males. It is to be remarked, that the highest number of pri- 
soners in custody at one period during the year amounted to 
61; and that for their reception there are but 32 cells— 20 
being allotted for males and 12 for females. There are, how- 
ever, two rooms capable of being divided each into two cells, 
which would give four more; and four day-rooms, similarly 
divisible each into three, thus forming a total of 48 cells. 

The female prison might be easily extended ; and I would 
beg to urge upon the rate-payers and the Grand Jury the policy 
of providing funds for a small addition, and for applying the 
“ separate system ” to the whole gaol, in the conviction that 
this form of discipline w T ill be soon found to operate favourably 
upon the criminal classes, and to reduce them within the capa- 
city of the building. 

The necessary alterations would not involve any considerable 
outlay — viz., the furnishing of means of artificial heating 
throughout, and the erection of water-closets and lavatories 
(divided into compartments) at the end of each corridor ; parti- 
tions ought also to be added to the troughs in the laundry, and 
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stalls provided for the stone-breakers, so as to maintain through- 
out the prevention of inter-communication. Since the last in- 
spection a considerable amount of paving within the walls lias 
been completed by the prisoners, and it is intended to enlarge 
the chapel, which is very confined in space. 

I found the gaol secure, in sound repair, clean, well venti- 
lated, and sufficiently supplied with bedding. No sheets, how- 
ever, are used, even for the sick, although elsewhere, both in 
a sanitary and economical point of view, they have been found 
to be very advantageous in promoting cleanliness throughout, 
and in saving the wear and tear of blankets. The sewers are 
effective, and the cesspools are clearable from the outside. 
Water, which is raised by a crank-pump, is distributed to every 
yard, hut there are neither baths nor lavatories. The lock-up 
is attended by the governor or deputy-governor, but there is 
no night-watch or patrol, nor any inspection after ten o’clock. 

The punishments amounted to eighteen during the year, and 
were all inflicted by the authority of the governor.

The above schedule shows that industrial occupation prevails 
to some extent here. All the prison clothing, shoes and clogs 
(one of the turnkeys being a shoemaker), are made up within the 
walls. The total of net profit produced by articles disposed of 
outside the gaol amounted, in 1853, to hut £7 7s. 2d. ; at the 
period of my inspection there was in store a considerable quan- 
tity of manufactured goods for extern sale. Punitive labour is 
carried out by means of a crank-pump, stone-breaking and 
shot-drill. 

School instruction is given for two hours daily to the pri- 
soners of both sexes by the turnkeys and the matrons. The 
registry of progress is very imperfect in form, and not duly 
kept. It would be very desirable if the chaplains were to 
examine the classes from time to time at uncertain intervals, 
in order to test the accuracy of the entries of advancement.

The chaplains are stated to 
he regular in their inspection ; hut entries are rarely made ot 
their opinions, which ought to be recorded, whether favourable 

or otherwise. ',

The salary of 
tbe first turnkey, who acts as deputy-governor, is but £20 per 
annum, a rate of remuneration far below the average wages of 
ordinary turnkeys in the other gaols of the kingdom.

Hospital. — There is no hospital, a very grave want, which 
also implies the absence of water-closets, baths, and other 
appliances requisite for the sick in the event of an epidemic.

The above schedule shows a gradual decline in the total 
number of all classes confined here, as measured by the returns 
furnished on the corresponding days, during the last three 
years— 1852, 88 ; 1853, 77 ; 1854, 65. 

This diminution, however, applies solely to the males ; the 
adults being probably affected by the causes which are found 
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to operate in almost every part of the kingdom, namely, emi- 
_,. a tj on enlistment, and absorption in labour; and the juveniles — 
being, doubtless, partially deterred by an approximation to K ^ d "’rfoU 
“ separation,” which is in force here. I lament, however, to aw 
observe a great and disproportionate increase of the females, of 
whom no less than 31, or nearly one-half of the total number 
ofinmat.es, were in custody on the day of my visit, whereas at 
the two preceding inspections they amounted to hut IS and 
17, respectively. . 

The debtors were two (one a master and the other a pauper), 
the change in the law having considerably reduced this class 
of prisoners, and, consequently, the accommodation for them, 
which was calculated according to the former average, now far 
exceeds the existing requirements. There were two males 
under sentence of penal servitude, and four females, besides 
one convict of the latter sex. I am happy to state, injustice to 
the county, that there were neither vagrants nor workhouse 
offenders, and that of the above aggregate, there were but 
thirty natives of Kildare ; the remainder, who amounted to 36 
(viz., 20 males and 10 females), belonging to other counties. 

The number of commitments during the past year was — for 
males, 305; females, 159. Re-commitments— males, 14; fe- 
males, 37 ; and the greatest number in gaol at one time, during 
the same period, was — for males, 45 ; females, 33. Average 
males, 34 ; do., females, 25. The punishments since the be- 
frinnin"' of the year were 51, all but one having been inflicted 
by the°authority of the Governor. The building was in sound 
repair, and amply furnished with beds and bedding, and a 
supply of water, which is raised by a force-pump, is conducted 
to every yard. On the other hand, 1 regret to report that 
there was observable a general want of that scrupulous cleanli- 
ness and tidiness which is indispensable in a gaol; some of the 
windows, the bed-tickens, and especially the pillow-covers, 
bein 0, very dirty. The privies were foul, and the seats bioken, 
but orders had been issued for remedying these defects. Some 
improvements of importance to the sanitary condition are in 
progress, particularly with regard to the sewerage, which 
hitherto has been very imperfect, and has been frequently the 
subject of animadversion. A large tile-drain, of adequate depth, 
is in course of construction, which leads from the main cess- 
pool, and will relieve the sunken area in front of the Governor s 
house of the pestilential overflow to which it has been exposed 
from time to time. Lavatories also have been recently built, 
and are about to be fitted up with basins and foot-troughs. 

There is one bath in the hospital, and it is intended to erect 
another in the kitchen of this building, for washing prisoners 
upon their committal, the provision for their personal ablution 
having been, up to the present period, quite insufficient. 

The general accommodation consists of 62 single cells, 4 
solitary cells, 9 rooms, with beds ; 5 day-rooms, and 12 yards. 

Of the cells, 46 are allotted to males (18 of which are artificially 
heated, and partially adapted to “separation,”) and 16 to 
females, some of them being of larger size, in which prisoners 
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requiring constant supervision, such as the epileptic and lunatic 
are each attended, by two others. ' 

It re S ard to 'll 16 males, a comparatively trifling outlav 

' would secure to them the application of the “ separate system 5 ’ 
in its integrity, some of the cells being, as stated above, approxi 
matively prepared for carrying out this desirable object. At 
present, with the exception already referred to, the prisoners 
of this sex are classified according to the prescription of the 
1 risons Act ; but the females, the accommodation for whom is 
wholly inadequate, are merely placed in two divisions rather 
than classes, consisting of the tried and untried, there being 
however, an attempt made to beep the prostitutes apart from 
the others, in the day-rooms. For the elfects of this almost 
indiscriminate association I would point to the returns which I 
have furnished, and especially to the preponderance of recom 
mittals, evidencing the entire absence of any deterrent treat 
ment and I would venture to urge the local authorities to 
grapple with this growing evil, and to redeem the gaol from 
the very unsatisfactory condition which it presents, not only in 
this but in many other particulars ; such as, especially, the want 
of industrial employment and punitive labour touched on 
below and the great laxity of discipline which has been per- 
mitted to prevail. There is no patrol, nor regular night-watch 
nor casual inspection, and it would appear that during the day 
time the supervision is equally inefficient, a prisoner havinq 
made Ins escape over the wall in the open day in consequence 
of the neglect of the turnkey under whose charge he was 
placed. The Board having, at the instance of my colleague 
and myself, investigated the circumstances, made the annexed 
Report the last sentence of which shows that such neglect has

“ The Board re g ret the y have been quite unable to find out tile 
exact manner in which the prisoner Kelly managed to make his escape; 
but they cannot speak too strongly on the impropriety of the turnkey 
of each class not accompanying the prisoner who is employed in carm- 
ine/ away the things used at breakfast-time to the kitchen, as it was in 
this way the prisoner did make his escape, and at this time. 

“Rat that this does not appear to have been the practice in this qaol is 
proved by the testimony of all the turnkeys .” 

The prisoner in question, although convicted of so grave an 
offence as to have incurred the punishment of transportation, 
had been selected to act as wardsman, and in that capacity 
had been allowed to traverse the gaol without restriction or 
attendance. 

, j n fo rmed further, by the police authorities, although 
the tact is not stated on the face of the report of the Board 
that, after the escape of the prisoner, a rope, of cocoa-nut fibre’, 
with a brush attached to it, was found hanging on the wall. 
Ihe Board, I understand, did not think that the rope was of 
sufficient strength to bear the weight of the prisoner, and, 
therefore, came to the conclusion that he must have availed 
himself of some other means for scaling the wall, such as a 
stronger rope thrown oyer from the outside by a confederate. 
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It is of little importance whether this conclusion be correct Or South 
not, for the imputation of want of the commonest vigilance Dl STRIC T - 
remains wholly untouched, not only in the escape itself, but in County of 
the fact that the rope in question was formed of cocoa-nut 
fibre, intended for manufacture, and that the prisoner was 
enabled to abstract this material unobserved, to work it into an 
instrument of prison-breach, and to secrete it until an oppor- 
tunity for its application arrived. In former Reports it has 
been the unpleasant duty of my colleague and myself to point 
out the absence of discrimination evinced in the appointment of 
the turnkeys, and the very inadequate salaries allocated to them, 
and, in addition to these disadvantages, must be enumerated 
the advanced age of two of their number (amounting to but six 
in all) who have attained 72 and 74 years, respectively. 

I am further bound to express my conviction (a task wdiieh 
I discharge with considerable reluctance) that the governor, 
whatever may have been his merits formerly, is no longer pos- 
sessed of the vigour, activity, firmness, and watchfulness which 
are indispensable for the control of subordinate officers, and for 
the maintenance of rigid discipline by day and night, and that 
similar deficiencies, perhaps even in a greater degree, are exhi- 
bited by the deputy-governor. Under these circumstances, and 
until these evils shall be remedied, I fear that there is little 
prospect of placing this institution on a footing worthy of the 
county.

From the foregoing table it appears that industrial and pu- 
nitive labour are virtually limited to stone-breaking on the 
part of the males, and to washing on that of the females. The 
latter, at the period of my inspection, happened to have re- 
ceived a commission from a benevolent lady in the neighbour- 
hood for knitting socks, to be sent to the army serving in the 
Crimea ; but this was an exceptional case, and would afford but 
brief employment. One of the turnkeys only being a handi- 
craftsman (a weaver), and there being no care bestowed on the 
selection of persons competent to instruct in any trade, when 
vacancies arise among the subordinate officers, nothing can be 
expected in relation to this important element of prison dis- 
cipline. Indeed the salaries fall so much below the average of 
other gaols, as to prevent persons of the requisite qualifications 
from offering themselves as candidates. Some effort, however, 
might be made to give to the prisoners the rudiments of tailor- 
ing and shoe-making, so as to enable them to supply the 
intern consumption, even clogs being purchased outside. Indeed 
the total of net profit produced by articles disposed of outside 
the gaol amounted, in 1852, to but £5 17 s . ; and in 1853, to 
but £2 19s. 3d. 
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The males are schooled daily, in classes from 8 to 9 o’clock, 
and again from 10 until noon. These classes embrace only pri- 
soners under thirty years of age, except in the case of those who 
have already attained some proficiency, and express a desire to 
be instructed. The registry of progress is kept with tolerable 
care, but as the majority of pupils are found, on their com- 
mittals, to be grossly ignorant, while their sentences are usually 
for short periods, there is little opportunity for advancement. 
It would, however, be advisable that the Chaplains should ex- 
amine the pupils, from time to time, at irregular periods, so as 
to test the correctness of the entries recorded by the school- 
master. The matron and her assistant give similar instruction 
to the females. 

Dietary and Contracts. 

Dietary. — Males. — Breakfast — 8 oz. oatmeal, in stirabout, and 
half pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. brown bread and one pint 
new milk. 

Females. — Breakfast — 7 oz. oatmeal, in stirabout, and half 
pint new milk. Dinner — 12 oz. brown bread and three-fourths 
pint of new milk. 

Third Class. — Males. — Breakfast — 5 oz. oatmeal, in stirabout, 
and half pint new milk. Dinner — 10 oz. brown bread and half 
pint new milk. 

All prisoners get gruel instead of milk (one pint each) on 
Mondays and Fridays, and those under one month’s imprison- 
ment one pint of gruel every day, instead of milk, for dinner. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., 1 %d. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 145.3d.; 
new milk, per gallon, hcl. ; salt, per stone, Ad. 

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are regu- 
larly inspected. 1 tasted the bread, milk, and stirabout, which 
I found to be of good quality. 

The net cost of dietary, per day, for each prisoner, on the 
day of inspection, and on the corresponding days in the last 
three years, was — in 1851, 2-^d.; 1852, u l\d. ; 1853,

Books and Accounts There are no by-laws here, an 

omission which might lead to serious inconvenience, in the 
event of any legal question arising between the officers and the 
prisoners, and, indeed, an accurate definition of the duties 
required from each individual is indispensable to the observance 
of strict discipline. A registry also, exclusively set apart for 
re-committals, would be a desirable addition to the records of 
the gaol. The books are generally kept with regularity, but 
there were some trifling inaccuracies in the abstracts of daily 
consumption, arising from a misconception as to the form of 
entering the exceptional cases, but, having explained the 
proper mode of dealing with them, I do not apprehend any 
recurrence of error. 

The total cost of the gaol, for the last three years, stands 
thus— 1851, £1,516 85 . l(k£; 1852, £l,405 11s.

£1,282 3s. 8 d. 

Hospital . — There is but one building allocated to both sexes, 
with a common stairs. The rooms were clean, and there was 
one patient only, a female ; the gaol being happily free from 
epidemic or other diseases.

The reduction of the numbers in this gaol has been progres- 
sive for a considerable period, as attested by the returns 
of those in custody on the corresponding days in the four 
consecutive years: — 18th May, 1851, 267 ; 1852, 178; 1853, 
132; 1854,83. 

There has also been a decrease in vagrants and workhouse 
offenders, and in the proportion of re-commitments generally. 
A very favourable change is further observable in the decline 
of female criminals, even within the short time during which 
the “ separate system, 0 ’ which was previously applied to the 
males solely, has been extended to the other sex, and the 
governor anticipates still more beneficial results from the de- 
terrent effects of isolation. 

The building throughout was in a very creditable condition 
of cleanliness and order, and amply supplied with bedding. 
The south side, however, of one of the wings is injuriously 
affected by damp, and the water-pipes in some of the cells 
are imperfect and subject to leakage. The ventilation is 
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unsatisfactory — tlie ■windows being fixed, and the small pane Sooth 

of each which opens being quite inadequate to supply air, ISTRICT ' 

particularly in the cells occupied by females nursing children. County of 
This defect might be modified by the introduction of perfo- Kilkenn J/ Gao1 * 
rated zinc panes. The cells in the old prison also require ail 
enlargement of the windows, and the boring of holes in the 
doors, in order to render them capable of adaptation for carry- 
ing out the “ separate system,’ 5 which would thus embrace the 
whole of the establishment. Openings have been made in the 
large windows at the ends of the corridors, which will improve 
the general atmosphere of the prison, and render the tempera- 
ture less oppressive. The sewers have been lately cleaned, 
and can be flushed from time to time ; but I regret to state 
that the supply of water is very doubtful — a want which is 
productive of the greatest inconvenience, as the consumption 
in the lavatories and pans is considerable, and the distribution 
extends over a large space. The tread-wheel (which is fur- 
nished with separate stalls) is unfortunately not capable of 
application to the raising of water, and the pump is worked by 
associated labour. Means, however, could easily be devised 
for attaching partitions to it, so as to enforce, in every depart- 
ment, the salutary principle of non-communication. The laundry 
and drying-room, though limited in area, are sufficient for the 
present requirements. Annexed to the store-room, which is 
liable to damp, is a lime-kiln — an useful adjunct, not only for 
supplying the materials of whitewashing, but for the purifica- 
tion of the air in the event of an epidemic. There are three 
baths, in which the prisoners are washed upon their committal, 
and once a week during their confinement. The smoky chim- 
neys adverted to in my colleague’s report have been improved 
in some of the quarters, but this annoying defect remains 
unabated in the Governor’s residence. There is a nightly 
patrol of one officer, but there is no tell-tale clock to measure 
the regularity of his circuits. The punishments during the 
current year amounted to 51 , all being inflicted by the governor 
for offences generally of a trifling character.

This gaol being on the separate system, and the numbers 
being happily small, those available for industrial employment, 
after deducting the sick, and the bard-labour and school classes, 
are necessarily few, and apply themselves exclusively to works 
and manufactures for intern consumption.

County of Schooling is given for two hours daily to both sexes ; but the 
Kilkenny Gaol. re gi s -fc r y j s SO mewhat imperfect in not showing the monthly 
advance ; and it would be desirable that the chaplains should 
examine the scholars from time to time, at uncertain periods, 
in order to test the accuracy of the records of progress as' 
entered by the master and matron.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are duly 
inspected by the chaplains. The bread was good, and the milk 
of the best quality. 

Books and Accounts. — I examined the books and accounts 
with great care, and found them clear and satisfactory. The 
governor’s journal, and the record of the duration and amount 
of hard labour as performed by the prisoners under that sen- 
tence, which had formerly been omitted, are now kept with 
laudable accuracy. 

The total cost of the gaol for the last three years amounted,:

The Board meets monthly for the transaction of general 
business ; and the accounts are examined and closed before' 
each assizes. 

General Observations — It will be necessary for the Board 
of Superintendence to prepare, forthwith, a code of rules and 
regulations, to be submitted for the approbation of the Lord: 
Lieutenant and Privy Council, in accordance with the 3rd and 
4th Victoria, cap. 44, for carrying out the “separate system” 
in 192 cells, which are fully supplied with the requirements 
prescribed by the above Act. There are, besides, in the old 
gaol, 47 cells, of such dimensions and so. circumstanced as to 
be capable of easy adaptation to the same mode of discipline,' 
and thus no less than 239 cells would be available. On the 
other hand, I find that .the 'average of prisoners during the year 
1853 amounted only to 124, although “separation” had not been 
applied to the female offenders — an application which has been 
since adopted with the most advantageous effect. The average’ 
in the city gaol during the same period stands at 31 (within 1 
a fraction) ; so that the united totals fall very far short of the 
Aggregate of accommodation in the county gaol alone. Under ' 
these circumstances, I have, in my report upon the city gaol, 
ventured to throw out a suggestion of the policy of uniting the 
two establishments with a view, to economy on the part of both, : 
and to the substitution of a sound system of discipline, both 
punitive and reformatory, in the case of the city prisoners, for 
the wholly ineffective administration which has hitherto pre- 
vailed— a system which would necessarily tend to the' further 
reduction 'of their- numbers. 

My colleague having, in his last report/ alluded to ail in ves- : 

m 2 
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tigation held by us, under the direction of the Executive, I 
confine myself to the brief statement, that having inquired 
into the allegations Contained in the particular case to which 
our instructions were limited, we felt bound to report upon 
the evidence, that no imputation of the exercise of undue 
influence over a prisoner sentenced to hard labour, in order to 
induce a change in his religious profession by the promise of 
any relaxation of discipline in his favour, or of any remission 
having been granted to him after such change had taken place, 
was established against any officer of the gaol. The testimony, 
however, although concurrent and direct to the general fact 
that no relaxations or indulgences were conceded to the indi- 
vidual in question, as contrasted with the case of any other 
prisoner sentenced to hard labour, was unable to fix the exact 
amount of labour performed daily by such prisoner, or the 
time during which each kind of such labour was performed, as 
the record kept in the gaol was defective in this particular. 
We therefore took stops to insure a complete and minute 
record of the hourly execution of sentences of hard labour by 
each prisoner in the gaol for the future; and, secondly, in 
order as far as possible to avoid the necessity of such an inves- 
tigation in future, (the inquiry not having been instituted until 
after the discharge of the prisoners referred to), the Board of 
Superintendence, at our instance, passed a resolution to the 
effect that henceforth the expression of a desire on the part of 
any prisoner to change his or her religious profession shall be 
at once notified to the Local Inspector, who shall make an 
entry of such desire in the General Report Book, and shall 
bring the matter under the cognizance of the Board of Super- 
intendence at its next meeting; and thus each case, as it 
arises, will be inquired into, and receive an immediate adjudi- 
cation, if it shall appear that any officer has been guilty of 
sucli a dereliction of duty as to have induced the change by 
promises, or , by conditions, the fulfilment of which would 
involve a violation of discipline. 

Bridewells. 

Thomastown. — Ho prisoners; 48 in the last quarter ; of 25 
prisoners confined during this quarter, 16 were committed for 
drunkenness. There are 19 cells for both sexes, and but 6 bed- 
steads ; blankets are sent from the county gaol for the use of 
prisoners at quarter sessions. The sewerage is now tolerably 
effective. One small day-room for males has been completed, 
but the bars of one of the windows are placed too far apart for 
security ; there is no female day-room nor yard. The passage 
(for it is nothing more) between the courthouse and the prison 
requires to be paved, and eave-shoots also are indispensable to 
prevent flooding, the lower tier of cells being damp from this 
cause. Cost of dietary, Ad. Petty sessions held fortnightly 
without fail, and transmittals immediate. Registry and com- 
mittals correct. The local inspector rarely visits, but the 
magistrates frequently. 
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Callan. — One male prisoner ; 36 in the last quarter. The South 
house tolerably clean, and the bedding sufficient. The sewers Pl STRIC T * 
effective, but no water on the premises. The want of accom- County of 
modation and of security have frequently been the subject of ' Kl lkenn y* 
report, and no steps have been taken to improve the defects. Bridewells. 
Dietary, 4 \d. for both sexes. The local inspector frequent in Callan. 
his visits. Petty sessions held every three weeks. The regis- 
try correct, but an illegal practice of lodging and removing 
prisoners without committals has been suffered to exist here. 

The salary of the keeper is stated to have been raised from 
£9 45. 8 d. to £15 per annum, but no official intimation of such 
increase has been made to the Inspectors-General. 

Urlingford. — Three males ; the numbers confined here in Urlingford. 
the last three quarters were, respectively, 17, 19, and 16. The 
house clean and in good repair, and the bedding sufficient. 

There are but four cells — two for each sex, and the day-rooms 
are very small. The chimneys are badly constructed and smoke 
almost incessantly. The sewers are effective, and there is a 
pump on the premises. Petty sessions are held at Johnstown, 
two miles distant. Dietary, 5d. for both sexes. The registry 
and committals correct. The local inspector visits frequently. 

It appears that some discussion has taken place on the part 
of the local authorities as to the discontinuance of the bride- 
wells at Callan and Urlingford, no criminal business being 
transacted at the quarter sessions held there, and the county 
gaol being within easy reach on the part of the Constabulary 
escorts. I abstain from entering into this question ; but, if it 
be determined to retain these two minor prisons, I am bound 
to urge that they shall be provided with due accommodation, 
and that the keepers shall receive salaries commensurate with 
their requirements, the present scale falling beloiu that of any 
county in Ireland. 

By the second General Rule annexed to the 109tli section of 
the Prisons’ Act, keepers are forbidden “ to be concerned in any 
occupation or trade whatsoever and even, if this statutable pro- 
scription did not exist, policy would dictate the establishment 
of some such regulation. It is therefore unreasonable to expect 
that the exclusive services and the undivided attention of per- 
sons qualilied to take charge of prisoners can be procured at a 
rate of remuneration which barely exceeds 6d.per diem.

’ There has been a great and steadily progressive decrease in 
the number of prisoners confined here, when we compare the 
totals taken on the corresponding days of four years : — May 18, 
1851,88; 1852, 50; 1853, 39; 1854, 22. the decline also 
in vagrants and workhouse offenders, particularly among the 
juveniles (which the Governor ascribes to the introduction of 
shot-drill), affords matter of congratulation ; but I regret to 
observe that the excess of female over male criminals here still 
offers an almost solitary exception to the gaol returns of the 
rest of the kingdom, and is obviously attributable to the absence 
of fitting accommodation and consequent classification. A 
remarkable instance of the value of the application of the 
“separate system” is to be found in the county gaol, in which, 
since the adoption of this salutary mode of restraint and isola- 
tion, the prisoners of this sex have fallen to one-third of their 
former aggregate. 

The commitments for the past year were .-—males, 123 y females) 
130 : re-commitments, males, 3 ; females, 10. No alteration 
has taken place in this wretched building, which continues to 
present all the evils which have been so frequently made the 
subject of animadversion by successive Inspectors-General. 
Many portions of it are imperfectly lighted, and it is wanting 
in all the ordinary requirements, such as an hospital, a laundry, 
and work-rooms ; as, however, there is no industrial employment 
of any moment (except partial stone-breaking for the males), 
the latter want is the less felt. There is no schoolmaster, 
nor any attempt to give educational instruction. There are 
seven cells and four rooms for males, and three rooms for 
females, who are thrown together in promiscuous association. 
On the other hand, there is a sufficiency of bedding ; and the 
prison throughout is secure, dry, well ventilated, and sup- 
plied with excellent water, so that a general condition of 
health is satisfactorily maintained, under the careful superin- 
tendence of the medical officer — there having been no deaths 
in the years 1851 and 1852, and but one in 1853. There is 
one bath ; and tubs and troughs are furnished for washing. 
The meals are taken in the. day-rooms. No regular patrol is 
carried out at night, but the Governor or one of the turnkeys 
makes a circuit at irregular hours. The punishments, since the 
enforcement of shot-drill, have diminished considerably, and 
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amount to only thirteen, all inflicted by the authority of the Sooth 
G overnor. istrict.

— Breakfast — 8 oz. of Indian meal, and fpint 
of new milk. Dinner — 8 oz. of oatmeal, and ^ pint of new milk. 

Bread, per lb., 2 ^d. ; meat, per lb., 6d. ; new milk, per gallon, 

4 \d. ; salt, per stone, 4 d. 

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are regu- 
larly inspected by the Chaplains ; but I regret to report, that, 
although the matter has been frequently brought under the 
notice of the Board of Superintendence, the dietary still exceeds, 
considerably, the amount prescribed by the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, — and this excess, coupled with the absence of the 
deterrents which are to be found in other prisons, must operate 
disadvantageous^ upon the classes which supply the habitual 
inmates of a city gaol. 

Books and Accounts. — There are no by-laws here, and the 
books, except those which are under the charge of the physi- 
cian, are imperfect — there being no “ Discharge Book,” nor 
“ State of the Prison at Lockings,” both of which were ordered 
more than two years ago by the Court of Queen’s Bench to be 
kept in all prisons, and without which it is impossible to check 
adequately the other forms prescribed at the same period. 

• The total cost of the gaol was — in 1851, £538 13s. ; in 1852, 

£499 9s. 10 \d.\ and in 1853, £454 13s. 4| d.

General Observations. — It is needless to expatiate upon the 
defects recorded above, which, have been so often pointed out 
without any beneficial result. I would, however, beg to refer 
the authorities of the City to my Report upon the County Gaol, 
which shows the large amount of available accommodation in 
that building over and above its present and probable require- 
ments in future ; for the improved circumstances of the county* 
combined with the effects of the separate system and other 
means of stringent discipline in operation there, hold out every 
hope that the number of prisoners will continue to decline. 
Even taking the present average of the occupants of both pri- 
sons collectively, the extent of accommodation now presented 
by that of the County is enough for the reception of the whole, 
and for carrying out, in their integrity, the best modes of 
punitive and reformatory regulation. In the neighbouring 
city of Waterford, under far less favourable circumstances, the, 
question of an union of the City Gaol with that of the County 
is now before a Committee selected chiefly from the Boards of 
Superintendence of both institutions, and I would suggest the 
adoption of a similar nomination here. The County of the 
Town of Carrickfergus also has, during some years, contracted 
for the maintenance, clothing, and all other necessaries of the 
prisoners committed from within that jurisdiction, with the 
authorities of the County Gaol of Antrim, situate in Belfast. 
I would, therefore, submit the proposition as one deserving 
attention, whether in a financial or administrative point of view, 
in the event, which is probable, of the Legislature granting 
additional facilities for forming such a junction, and for ascer- 
taining the terms and proportions of the several contributions to 
the common expenditure. The saving, by the discontinuance 
of the salaries of the staff of the smaller gaol, would be doubt- 
less considerable ; while, on the other hand, a participation in 
the advantages of, the larger and more complete establishment 
could be obtained at a much more moderate annual outlay 
than by any alteration of the present building, which would be 
wholly inexpedient, or by the adaptation— necessarily j>artial 
and imperfect — of the House of Industry, which has already 
been entertained. If this desirable conclusion should be arrived 
at, it would be necessary to retain the “ Lock-up” (a very use- 
ful adjunct to the present City Gaol) as a place for the short 
detention of drunken and disorderly characters, who are sum- 
marily dealt with by. the magistrates, and as a receptacle for all 
prisoners during the periods of trial at Assizes and Quarter 
Sessions.

The great diminution of prisoners in this locality is matter 
for sincere congratulation, for it has been steady and progres- 
sive, as evidenced by a comparison of the totals in custody 
on the corresponding days of four consecutive years — June 15, 
1851, 282; 1852, .168 ; 1853, 135; 1854, 101. Of this latter 
number it is to be further remarked that there were 8 lunatics 
(6 males and 2 females), and 1 0 convicts, 4 males being under 
sentence of penal servitude, and 6 females under that of trans- 
portation — two classes, both of which are removable to places 
of confinement specially allocated to them. 

The decrease is observable among male adults to a greater 
extent than among juveniles ,;of this sex, or than among females, 
and applies to almost every class of crime ; those of a minor 
description, for instance, which have hitherto tended to swell 
largely the total of committals, such as vagrancy, and work- 
house offences, being much on the decline. The re-committals, 
too, which are found to be chiefly of the same individuals, are 
strikingly few, and are attributable either to the improved con- 
dition of the country, or to the stringent discipline of the gaol, 
or perhaps to both these causes operating conjointly. 

The number of commitments during the past year was — males, 
469; females, 216. Re-commitments — -males, 15; females, 8. 
The greatest number in gaol at one time during the past year — 
males, 115; females, 49. Average — males, 79 ; females, 44. 

The building throughout was, as I have found it without ex- 
ception at all my inspections, in a most creditable condition of 
order and cleanliness ; secure, well ventilated, and amply fur- 
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«od»b nished with sound bedding. Water, of which there is an abund- 
DisTmct. ant guppiy^ j s raised by a hand-pump worked by eight men. 

Ring's Comfy Sheets are at present only used in the hospitals, and in the 
fiaol “ separate” ward for. females; but.it would be found advan- 
tageous both in a sanitary and economical point of view, aa 
saving the wear and tear of the blankets, if they were extended 
to every part of the prison. 

There are at present eight cells for females, fitted up with 
all the requirements prescribed by the 3rd & 4th Vie. cap. 44, 
under which it is necessary that the Board of Superintendence 
should prepare a code of KuTes and Regulations to be submitted 
for the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant and the Privy Coun- 
cil, so as to enable the 1 authorities to enforce fully the provisions 
of “ separate imprisonment.” Adjoining the furnace .which 
supplies the means of heating the above cells, is a block of 
building (containing 1 6 female cells and a day-room on the one 
side, and on the other the male marshalsea), which could be 
similarly adapted, at a small outlay, and thus — as this mode of 
confinement is universally proved to act as an effective de- 
terrent upon offenders of this sex — Would afford sufficient 
accommodation for the probable number of inmates in future. 
In the event of this alteration being carried out, a portion of 
the existing “ separate” ward might be assigned as a laundry 
to the females ; and that at present in use, which is very limited 
in 1 space, might be converted into a drying-room, the want of 
which is productive of great inconvenience. The laundry for the 
males, which is large and airy, stands in another part of the prison. 

'There are 80 colls for the males, so circumstanced and of 
such a size as to be capable of being prepared for “separas 
tion;” and- 1 would venture to submit that this reformatory 
advantage should be at all events conferred upon the juveniles, 
and that stalls should he constructed for the stone-breakers, 
to prevent any intercourse or communication. Classification 
among the males is correctly maintained, hut at present that of 
the females is limited to a division into two classes, according to 
the selection of the matron, character and age, rather than the 
nature of the offences or the status of the prisoners as to their 
being tried or untried, being made the grounds of such allocaJ 
tion. The meals are taken in the cells. There were eight 
punishments since the beginning of the current year, all of 
which were inflicted by the authority of the Governor.

- Considerable activity prevails in this department, but thereJ 
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paced number 'of available bands, and the difficulty of procur- 
ing bones, the crushing of which had hitherto afforded a large 
remunerative return,' hare necessarily affected the. profits,-, the 
total sums netted by articles disposed of outside the gaol stand- 
ing thus in the last two years— 1852, £98 Is. 7W; 1833, 
£43 8s. 1W. 

Schooling is given for two hours daily, and the registry of 
progress is carefully kept. It would be desirable, however, if the 
chaplains were to examine the pupils at unexpected and irregular- 
periods, so as to test the accuracy, of the entries of improvement, 
< Dietary. — Males. — 4 oz. oatmeal, and 4 oz. Indian meal made 
into stirabout, with J pint sweet milk for breakfast. Dinner— 
14 oz. brown bread and 1 print sweet milk.

All prisoners under one m onth’s confinement get gruel every day. 
On two days in the week gruel is substituted for milk at dinner. 

Net cost of dietary per day for each prisoner on the day of 
inspection and on the corresponding days in the three last 
years— 1851,, 2d . ; 1852, 2 ,S„d. ; 185.3, 2| d . ; 1854, 2| d. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., 1-irf. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 15s: 3d. ; 
Indian meal, per cwt., 12s.; meat, per lb,, 6 d . ; new-milk, per 
gallon, 6 %d . ; buttermilk, per gallon, 3 \d , ; salt, per stone, 3d. . 

There were a few complaints of the diet, which appeared to 
me to be groundless. The milk was rather thin, but the bread, 
which is baked in the gaol, was of the very best quality. The pro- 
visions are inspected twice a week by the chaplains, and almost 
daily by the local inspector, an officer as humane as he is zealous. 

Books and Accounts . — It is my pleasing duty to report that 
in no gaol in Ireland are the gaol hooks and accounts kept with 
greater clearness and accuracy. The total cost of the gaol for

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South The turnkeys have no prison allowances. It is proper to ob- 
i stric t. gerve that in many gaols, in consequence of the great rise in the 
King's County price of provisions and all the necessaries of life, a temporary 
Gaol ‘ increase of wages has been granted to the subordinate officers. 

Among the turnkeys are two weavers, and one who has a 
competent knowledge of shoemaking; the whole industrial 
department being under the direction of the deputy-governor, 
Mr. Burke, who has a general aptitude for instruction. 

Officers ’ Visits. — Local inspector, 240; surgeon, &c., 288; 
Protestant chaplain, 176 ; Roman Catholic do., 159. 

Hospitals. — There were but five patients, three males and 
two females, whose cases require no comment. There are two 
large hospitals, both kept with scrupulous cleanliness, which 
are beyond the present and the probable requirements in future 
of the gaol. One of the buildings would appear to be sufficient 
for both sexes if a second staircase were added, in order to 
prevent the possibility of intercourse between them ; and in the 
event of such an arrangement being carried out, the remaining 
building might be rendered available for the marshalsea. A 
great saving has been effected in the cost of medicines by dis- 
continuing the services of the apothecary, the medical officer 
being now employed at a comparatively small addition to his 
salary, in compounding. The number in hospital during the 
last three years — 1851, 185, and 11 deaths; 1852, 113, 7 deaths; 
1853, 76, 2 deaths. The total cost of medicines for the above 
period amounted to £80.

The Board assembles monthly for the transaction of general 
business, and for the examination and the discharge of all ac- 
counts, including bills, salaries, contracts, &c., an excellent 
system, which tends to a considerable annual saving, as sellers 
are ready to deal on lower terms when immediate payments 
are assured to them. The accounts are finally inspected by a 
committee of the grand jury at the assizes.

Petty sessions held 
weekly ; and the- registry and committals correct. The local in- 
spector does not attend officially, but the county local inspector 
visits from time to time, and the neighbouring magistrates fre- 
quently. The building throughout was clean, orderly, and amply 
furnished with excellent bedding ; the sewers are effective, and 
the supply of water abundant.

A comparison of the numbers in custody on the corresponding 
day of the last year affords very satisfactory evidence of im- 
provement, the totals standing thus — May I3th, 1853, 341; 
May 13th, 1854, 180. 

Number of commitments— males, 893 ; females, 375. Re- 
commitments — males, 74; females, 18. Greatest number in 
gaol at one time during the past year — males, 254 ; females, 
114. Average — males, 126| ; females, 864. 

This improvement is not confined to mere numbers, for upon 
examining all the records by which crime is measured, and 
upon contrasting them with the past, it is a matter of congra- 
tulation to ascertain that there is a great reduction in offences 
against the person, and in those against property accompanied 
with violence — agrarian outrage in particular, once a fertile 
source of committals, having nearly disappeared. The diminu- 
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tion‘ has taken place chiefly among adult males, hut to a lesser 
extent among the juveniles, and the prisoners of the other sex 
generally. Drunkenness has happily declined, and the re-com- 
mittals, which are derivecl largely from the workhouse offences 
of juveniles, . will probably, as -stated in the able Report of the 
Board of Superintendence- to the Grand Jury, be very favourably 
affected by the application of Shot-drill and of the tread- wheel 
now in erection. The building throughout is maintained in 
sound repair, under constant inspection.' The stock of bedding 
and of sheets, which are .used in all the classes, is far beyond 
the existing requirements,; the ventilation is excellent, and the 
supply of water, which is raised by common pumps from two 
wells, is abundant. On .the, other hand the sewers, though 
large, are too flat in their construction, and it is therefore indis-, 
pensable to clear them from time to time. This process, which 
has hitherto been carried out in the day-time, is stated by the 
medical officers to be highly objectionable in a sanitary point of 
view, and in order to obviate the recurrence ' of it, it would be 
proper either to adapt the tread-wheel to the flushing of the 
sewers, if a sufficiency of water can be raised, within the prison, 
or to apply pipe-water to this purpose, which would be obtained 
at no very considerable outlay. There is a lavatory attached to 
each class, and there are two baths, in -which latter every prisoner 
is washed on admission, and whenever the physician directs. 

There- are 125 cells for males and 54 for females, being a 
total of 179, of which four are “ solitary.” 17 of the male cells 
are fully appointed with all the requirements prescribed for en- 
forcing the “ separate system” by the 3rd and 4th Viet., cap. 44, 
and are very properly occupied by male juveniles. There is hut 
dne building and one yard in common for debtors of both classes, 
now, happily, not numerous. The hospital accommodation falls 
far below the general character of the establishment — that as-' 
signed to the males being merely a long shed, while for the 
females there are two rooms, rather imperfectly ventilated, which 
are situated over the chapel, a space which the Roman Catholic,- 
Chaplain is very desirous to allocate to the construction of a 
gallery, in order to. relieve the crowding together of prisoners 
of this sex during the celebration of divine service. Should this 
desire be acceded to, and indeed under all circumstances it 
would be advisable to erect a new hospital commensurate with 
the wants of both sexes. 

The laundry is rather small, but there are two drying-rooms 
adequate to their object, and the storage is ample. Classifica- 
c'ation is maintained here as strictly as is consistent with the 
awailablo i’Oom; a general approximation to the “separate 
system” being adopted by the taking of meals in the cells; by 
keeping all the juveniles separate at night ;, by retaining in 
their cells those who have been re-committed , except during 
their hours of exercise, and by carrying out employment during 
the day-time, in stalls, so as to prevent intercourse and commu- 
nication. It is intended, also, that the tread-wheel shall be- 
fitted with partitions. for. the same-purpose. - 
'■‘The females aYe divided iiito five classes, 'which are regulated 
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more by their general antecedents, than by the ordinary crimi-f South 
nal classification. There were no less than 25 under sentence 
of “ transportation,” and 6 under that of •“ penal servitude,”' 
so that if this number were withdrawn, which I trust: will shortly oaim. 

be the case, it would be practicable to place: the remainder in: 
single cells, an arrangement which would operate as a powerful 
deterrent upon prisoners of this sex. In the event, which 
happily appears probable, of a further diminution of numbers, 
the “separate system” might be easily extended to every' de- 
partment of the prison, as the conversion of the day-rooms into: 
cells, (in which, however, there would be a slight difficulty,) 
would furnish additional means of accomplishing this desirable' 
end, from which the best results might be expected under tbe- 
tery able administration which, I am bound to report,, prevails? 
in this prison. 

Mr. Justice Perrin having objected to the practice of 'inter- 
ring those capitally convicted of murder within the yards at- 
tached to the solitary cells, the Board of Superintendence has 
taken measures for building a subterranean vault applicable tb> 
this purpose, the entrance of which it is proposed to place near 
the site of the tread- wheel. 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor, who also goes 
ronnd the prison in the night time at variable and unexpected 
hours. Two officers patrol outside, but there is no .tell-tale" 
clock to measure the regularity of their circuits. The punish-, 
meats were few, and generally inflicted, for trifling offences, 
except in the cases of three convicts, who conspired to set fire to' 



their bedding.

Industrial labour, as . may be gathered from the above 
schedule, is vigorously enforced, and punitive labour is supplied 
hy the trea'd-wlieel, shot-drill, and stone-breaking. Schooling 
is given to males, chiefly juveniles, during -two hours daily in the 
summer, but adults who have received any portion of education, 
or who. are desirous of learning, are allowed to attend. In 
winter the daily period is shorter, as the lock-up takes place at 
sunset; but I would suggest that the school-room should be 
furnished with gas, and that the hours of instruction should be 
fixed for the latter part, of the day -during .this season'. The 
books used: are-those of the National -Board ,of Education. The 
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South registry of progress is carefully kept in the male school, but 
District. not in that f or t h e f ema l es , who are taught by the matron. 
Count 1 / of The schoolmaster, however, is about to prepare one for their 
Limerick daol. use> j fc would be of further advantage that the chaplains 
should examine the scholars from time to time so as to ascer- 
tain the correctness of the entries of improvement. 

Dietary and Contracts. 

The net cost of the dietary per day for each prisoner on the day 
of inspection, and on the corresponding day in the three last

of bread and \ pint new milk. Supper — 4 oz. ()f bread and | 
pint of milk. Gruel given in lieu of milk for dinner two days 
in each w r eek. Prisoners sentenced to one month and under, get 
gruel each day for dinner in lieu of milk. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., baked in the gaol, l^V^* 5 oatmeal, 
per cwt., 17s.

There was but one complaint of the dietary, which proceeded 
from a pauper debtor, and appeared to me to be groundless; for 
the white and brown bread, and the stirabout, all which I 
tasted, were unexceptionable. The Local Inspector as well as 
the Chaplains inspects the provisions constantly, and notices 
from time to time any inferiority in their .quality.

At each attendance of the Board general business is trans- 
acted, and the bills are paid by cheques signed by three of the 
members. An audit of the whole expenditure takes place be- 
fore each assizes, when the accounts are made up and submitted 
finally to a committee appointed by the Grand Jury to investi- 
gate them. 

General Observations . — Having had the pleasure of meeting 
the Board of Superintendence on the day of my inspection, I 
ventured to suggest to them the policy of amalgamating the 
county and city gaols, in the event of the legislature granting 
additional facilities for such a junction, and for defining and 
carrying out the terms of agreement as to the respective pro- 
portions of regulation and of contribution to the common ex- 
penditure. 

An arrangement of this nature, I need scarcely observe, would 
be purely voluntary on both sides; but taking into consideration 
the improved condition of the country, and the consequent 
decrease of offenders on the one hand, and on the other the 
facility of extending the existing county gaol, (so as to provide 
accommodation for the probable aggregate of prisoners to be

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committed from both jurisdictions,) -while that of the city, 
from its site and construction, does not admit of such an increase 
or alteration as would render it fit for carrying out the require- 
ments of improved prison administration, I submit that the 
advantages to be derived from their union would be considerable, 
as involving not only a large saving in the annual charge, but 
the establishment of a sound system of penal and reformatory 
discipline, which would necessarily tend to a further diminution 
of crime. 

Bridewells. 

Kilfinnan.—N o prisoners here; the house tolerably clean, 
but damp. The outer wall is rough on its surface so as to 
afford facilities for escape. There is no water on the premises, 
but an allowance is made for fetching it. The dietary i\d. for 
both sexes; keeper’s salary, £15; registry and committals 
correct, and transmittal of prisoners to the county gaol regular. 
Petty sessions held fortnightly ; the local inspector visits from 
time to time. 

Newcastle 1 male and 1 female prisoner; the sewerage 

effective ; no water, but an allowance for its daily carriage; 
the bedding old and rather worn ; eave-slioots are much 
required, as the rain, falling from the roof, floods the yards, 
which are above the level of the floor of the day-rooms. Petty 
sessions weekly without fail, and transmittals immediate. 
Registry and committals correct ; the local inspector visits. 

Rathkeale .— 3 male prisoners here; the sewers bad, but 
cleared from time to time, which, however, involves the neces- 
sity of carrying the soil through the building. Water is 
brought from the neighbouring river ; the house was clean, and 
sufficiently supplied with bedding, but clamp. The local inspec- 
tor is frequent in his visits ; petty sessions held every fortnight, 
and the transmittal of prisoners takes place shortly afterwards. 
The registry was rather slovenly, and the committals were not 
kept with regularity. 

Croom No prisoners ; there is but one yard for the two 

sexes, and the whole building is limited in accommodation. 
Gravel is required for the yard, and some repairs for the store- 
house. The bedding sufficient, and the sewers effective, but no 
water on the premises. Petty sessions fortnightly, and transmit- 
tals regular. Registry correct ; the local inspector visits occa- 
sionally. . . 

Bruff. 1 male prisoner; the house clean, orderly, anti in 

sound repair, and the bedding sufficient, but rather worn. The 
sewers good, and water procurable at a short distance. The 
dietary is high, being 6 d. for both sexes; and it is supplied by 
the keeper, whose salary is £25. Petty sessions fortnightly, 
and transmittals immediate; registry and committals regular; 
the local inspector visits from time to time, but the stipendiary 
magistrate very frequently.

Upon comparing the returns, under the annexed headings, of 
the number of prisoners and of the nature of their offences, 
tahen on the corresponding days of four consecutive years, a 
decided improvement is observable : — Total in custody on the 
12th of May, 1851, 287; 1852, 294; 1853, 237; 1854, 166. 

Vagrants returned according to the same dates: 1851, 77- 

1852, 1 18 ; 1853, 49; 1854, 17. Workhouse offenders do.- 

1851,36; 1852,45; 1853,48; 1854,8. 

Thus it appears committals for vagrancy and worlihouse 
offences are on the decline, as are also re-committals generally ; 
but I regret to state that those for drunkenness exhibit no' 
reduction. The diminution here as elsewhere is found to apply 
to adult males in a larger proportion than to juveniles of this sox 

or to females. The commitments during the past year were 

males, 3,832; females, 1,405. Ee-commitments — males, 168; 
females, 102. The greatest number in gaol at one time during 
the past year — males, 202; females, 113. Average males 
139; do. females, 74. 

The building was in fair repair, and clean. Ventilation is 
about to be further improved by the opening of windows at the 
end of two of the corridors, so as to produce a thorough circu- 
lation of air. A new cistern has been constructed, and the 
pipes having been put into complete order, every part of the 
prison is now amply supplied with -water. The sewers are 
generally effective, and capable of being flushed, but- some of 

N 2 
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them require the application of peat charcoal. Four prisoners 
haye escaped since the last inspection ; of the first three, two 
were retaken, and the coyer of the arch of the cell, through 
which they contrived to force their way, has been since strength- 
ened, and covered with heavy flagging. 

The accommodation consists of 70 single cells, 10 solitary do., 
31 rooms, with beds, and 9 day-rooms. Ihere are besides 7 
sheds, capable of holding 42 prisoners, now occupied by the 
male juveniles, who are kept apart at night. There is but one 
building, and but one yard, allocated to debtors of both classes. 
The laundry is very defective, and limited in area, and there is 
no drying-room — a serious want. 1 he hospital lias been 
doubled, by raising a story, and has been furnished with water- 
closets. All prisoners are bathed on their admission, and once 
a month during their confinement. There are no lavatories, 
however, and for personal washing buckets are used in the open 
and unsheltered yards. Classification is attempted as far as is 
practicable with regard to the males, but there are only two 
divisions of the females, according to character, one consisting of 
the tried and untried intermixed, and the other of prostitutes 
under short sentences. Males are kept in their cells, except 
during the two hours prescribed for exercise. There is no 
inspection at variable hours during the night; but there is a 
patrol of two officers, who are, however, without the check of a 
tell-tale clock. There were 36 punishments, all inflicted by the 
authority of the governor. 

Employment and Schools. 

Males Tread-wheel, shot-drill, breaking stones, picking 

oakum, shoemaking, making prison dresses, and employed on 
prison duties. 

Females— Knitting, washing, spinning, carding, hackling, 
sewing, making prison dresses, and employed on prison duties. 

The industrial labour, as may be collected from the above 
schedule, is limited in extent. The external sales of oakum 
and broken stones produced in the year ending at the spring 
assizes of 1864 — £35 12s. 2d. 

The clerk of the prison, who had never been engaged in teach- 
ing, was appointed schoolmaster in last J uly . Instruction is given 
for four hours daily, chiefly to juveniles, but adults up to the age 
of 25 are included. Neither writing nor arithmetic have hitherto 
formed part of their education, in consequence of the want ol 
desks and other requisite materials, which, however, are about 
to be supplied ; and alterations are in progress, on the female 
side of the prison, for the purpose of establishing a school-room. 
The form of the Registry of Progress is satisfactory, and here- 
after, when it is duly filled, it will, I trust, be tested by the 
chaplains as to the accuracy of the entries.

— Breakfast — 4 oz. of Indian 
meal, 10 oz. of rice, and J pint of new milk. Dinner — 10 oz. of 
bread, and £ pint of new milk. Supper — 4 oz. of bread, and 
] i naggin of new milk. 

The bread is made of second quality flour. Gruel is substi- 
tuted on two days of the week at dinner for milk. 

Bread, per lb., 1 JeZ. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 16s. ; Indian meal, 
per cwt., 1 Is. 4 d. ; meat, per lb., 6d. ; new milk, per gallon, 5d . ; 
Salt, per stone, 2 \d. 

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are regu- 
larly inspected by the chaplains, who very properly record their 
opinions of the quality. 

Books and Accounts . — The books and accounts are kept with 
great accuracy ; but there is no code of by-laws in force here. 
The total cost of the gaol for the last three years stands 
thus:— 1851, £2,049 16s. 1 id.; 1852, £1,843 Os. 9 d. ; 1853, 
£2,466 9s. 11 d.

The turnkeys, some of whom are advanced in years, are not 
supplied with uniforms nor arms. They receive no prison 
allowances, and none of them are handicraftsmen. 

Officers' Visits. — Local inspector, 251 ; surgeon, &c., 205 ;

Since the last inspection the Protestant chaplain, the Bev.

The Board assembles once a fortnight, and at any time when 
their presence is specially required. Payments for matters of 
general expenditure are made at each meeting, but the final 
settlement of accounts takes place before each assizes. 

General Observations. 

Plans for the enlargement of the accommodation, and for the 
general improvement of the gaol, have been prepared by Mr, 
Pain, the eminent architect, at the instance of the Board ; but 
no further steps have been taken to carry them into effect, nor, 
1 fear, does any intention exist at present to incur the outlay 
indispensable for placing this establishment on a proper footing. 
The plans in question are not designed, as I understand, with 
the view of enforcing the.separate system, and therefore would, 
it is to be apprehended, fail to obtain the necessary sanction of the 
executive. Some discussion has taken place as to the advisa- 
bility of dividing the felons’ yard, so as to form an additional 
male class ; but no conclusion has been arrived at, as certain 
difficulties present themselves. ■ Under ordinary circumstances 
I should submit to the authorities the propriety of extending 
the laundry backward into the female yard, which adjoins it, 
and of cutting off a portion of the yard, in which stones are 
stored at present, so as to afford space for the accommodation 
of a third female class, the condition of offenders of this sex 
being deplorable; but the defects of the whole building, in point 
of construction and available site, are so great that it would be 
impossible to make such alterations as would insure complete 
classification, and easy supervision ; and I venture, therefore, to 
refer to my Report of the county gaol, in which I have thrown 
out, as a matter worthy of consideration, the policy of uniting 
the two establishments, on the understanding that a portion of 
the present building should be retained as a bridewell for 
drunkards and disorderly characters, (an arrangement which 
would largely relieve the joint prison,) and as a convenient 
receptacle of prisoners for trial during the assizes and quarter 
sessions.

A general reduction "both in the gravity of crime and in 
the number of criminals is observable here ; and some of the 
minor offences, such as vagrancy, have undergone a greater 
diminution — the highest numbers confined here at any time 
during the last seven years standing thus : —

This decrease has affected males more largely than females,; 
the juveniles, in particular, of the former sex having been 
effectually acted upon by corporal punishment and by indus- 
trial training ; and, doubtless, the extension of a more stringent 
discipline to all classes, by the adoption of “ separation,” will 
produce yet more favourable results — the stricter system of 
treatment, which has latterly prevailed here, having already 
lowered the aggregate of re-committals considerably. 

The number of commitments during the past year was — for 
males, 649 ; females, 262 : of re-commitments — males, 14 ; 
females, 1 1 : and the greatest number in gaol during the same 
period was — males, 78; females, 56: average — males, 59; 
females, 43. There were two males under sentence of penal 
servitude, one female under that of transportation, and two 
male lunatics. The punishments since the 1st of January 
amounted to but twenty-seven, all inflicted by the authority of 
the governor. 

The gaol throughout was clean, orderly, well ventilated, in 
sound repair, and amply furnished with bedding. A well for 
the supply of spring water was in process of sinking— that 
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dStmct derived from the river being at times impure and the 

' tread-wheel is to be applied to raising it. The sewers, which 

QuM^Couniy formerly emitted at particular seasons an almost pestilential 
a ° ' smell, have been greatly improved, a large one, six feet in 
depth and two in width, with a discharge into the river, having 
been lately constructed. Classification is duly carried out, as 
prescribed by the Prisons’ Act ; and silence is observed durinv 
association. The meals are taken in the cells, and all the 
prisoners are kept separate during the night, the lock-up being 
attended by the governor or deputy-governor. With regard, 
however, to the juveniles, a further subdivision would be very 
desirable ; unless, indeed, the local authorities should deter- 
mine to institute forthwith in all classes the “separate system,” 
towards which a very laudable approximation has already been 
made, and for maintaining which in its integrity the building 
might be adapted at a comparatively inconsiderable outlay, the 
amount of general accommodation being ample. There are 69 
single ceils for males, and 8 rooms with beds, each capable of 
subdivision into two cells, so as to give a total of 85. For 
females there are 26 single cells in the older part of the gaol, 
with four bed-rooms similarly divisible, and 30 in the new 
quarters recently erected, amounting in all to 64, an aggregate 
far exceeding the requirements of the present inmates. It will 
be necessary to furnish these latter cells, which are intended 
for “separation,” with bells, a heating apparatus, water- 
closets at the end of the corridors, and stalled lavatories, so as 
to enforce throughout the principle of non-communication, and 
to bring them within the prescriptions of the 3rd and 4th Vic., 
cap. 44. 

I was happy to learn that it is also proposed, in furtherance 
of the same desirable objects, to fit the tread-wheel with 
separate compartments, and to erect stalls, to be occupied in 
the intervals of rest, thus securing the prevention of any inter- 
course. The storage is at present defective; but, as the 
marshalsea and the solitary cells are usually empty, they afford 
available room for the reception of such articles as it is indis- 
pensable to keep in large quantities. There are no lavatories, 
the personal washing of prisoners being carried out by means 
of buckets and troughs placed in the yards. 

I have noticed these points, and have ventured to urge the 
policy of completing the requirements of the “separate system,” 
not only from my experience of the public spirit, which was 
shown here in instituting improvements, but because I am 
aware that, under the very able and careful administration of 
the Board, the labour of prisoners has already been turned to 
greater account here in effecting them than in any gaol in the 
kingdom, and that it is intended to execute by their hands the 
whole of the masons and carpenters’ work necessary for the 
projected additions, thus attaining a double measure of 
economy in the saving of the higher wages of extern trades- 
men, and in giving such useful instruction to the prisoners as to 
furnish them with the means of obtaining an honest livelihood 
upon their discharge.

Considerable activity prevails in the industrial department 
here, both for intern consumption and for extern sale. 

Schooling is given to the males daily, for one hour and a-lialf in 
summer, and for one hour in winter, by the turnkeys; but the pre- 
sent rate of wages is insufficient to insure the services of officers 
qualified to give effective educational instruction, as well as to dis- 
charge their other duties. The registry of progress is tolerably 
kept ; but it would be advisable that the Chaplains or Local 
Inspector should occasionally, at irregular periods, examine the 
pupils, in order to test the accuracy of the entries of advancement. 

j Dietary and Contracts — The net cost of dietary, per day, 
for each prisoner, on the day of inspection, and on the corres- 
ponding days in the last three years, stands thus : —

one pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 12 oz. bread, and three-fourths 
pint new milk. 

Every Tuesday and Friday half a pint of new milk to males 
and females, for breakfast, and one pint of gruel for dinner 
instead of milk. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., 1 %d . ; oatmeal, per cwt., 16s. ; 
Indian meal, per cwt., 11s. 5^d . ; new milk, per gallon, 4 \d.\ 
buttermilk, per gallon, 2 d . ; salt, per stone, 3d. 

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are regu- 
larly examined, not only by the chaplains, but by the local 
inspector and the medical officer. I tasted the bread, the milk, 
and the stirabout, which were all excellent in quality. 

Books and Accounts . — The forms prescribed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench are strictly observed, and there are other useful 
checks upon stock and expenditure, such as the Storekeeper’s 
Book, and a record of every thing which passes into and out of 
the gaol. The baking account (the bread being baked in the 
gaol) exhibits a great saving, as contrasted with the price at 
which it could be obtained by extern contract. The work 
account is submitted monthly to the Board of Superintendence, 
and initialed by the chairman.

Ho officers receive any gaol allowance. Among the turn- 
keys (who wear a handsome uniform) are four handicraftsmen, 
viz., a baker, a mason, a weaver, and a shoemaker. It would 
be desirable, in filling the next vacancy, to select a person 
capable of teaching the rudiments of tailoring, a knowledge of 
which is generally useful. 

Officers’ Visits ■ — Local Inspector, 107 ; Surgeon, &c., 69; 
Protestant Chaplain, 169 ; Roman Catholic do., 79. 

Hospital. — The hospital, which contains quarters for both 
sexes, was very clean, well ventilated, and furnished with baths. 
There were but three patients, two males and one female. An 
apothecary is paid £30 per annum for compounding. Dr. Jacob 
keeps all the books, including the medical dietary, in his own 
handwriting, a most valuable check upon the expenditure of 
this department. 

During the last three years the number of persons treated in 
hospital amounted to 173; of the days, to 1,963; and of the 
deaths, to but 8. The cost of medicine was £18 16s. 5\d.

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The Board meets monthly for the transaction of general Soma 
business, and for the payment of all branches of outlay, such Dl ™ CT ’ 
as bills, contracts, and salaries, an excellent arrangement, -which Queen's County 
conduces largely to the comfort of the officers, and to sound Gao1 
economy, as the shortness of the credits, and the security of 
the payments, enable sellers to deal at lower prices.

There Bonis, 
is but one yard for both sexes. The house fairly clean, and 
bedding about to be supplied. Some improvement has been 
made in a smoky chimney in the keeper’s apartment. Water on 
the premises. Dietary, 5id. for males ancl 5 d. for females. Petty 
sessions held fortnightly without fail. Transmittals, registry, 
and committals regular. The local inspector visits frequently. 

Albeyleix — One male and two females confined here ; 61 in AlAeyleii. 
the last quarter. The house in good repair, clean, and fur- 
nished with sufficient bedding. The pump effective, and the 
cesspool clearable from the outside. No improvement has 
taken place since my last inspection with regard to the privy, 
or the yard wall, which is insecure. An open iron gate has 
been substituted for the door in the male day-room, so as to 
afford some light and air. Dietary, 6 d. for males and 5 id. for 
females. Petty sessions fortnightly, and transmittals Imme- 
diate. Drunkenness rather on the increase. The registry and 
committals correct. The local inspector is frequent in his visits. 

Stradbally — No prisoners; 47 . in the last quarter. The stradbaily. 
house clean, the bedding adequate, the pump in good order, 
and the cesspools lately cleared. There is but one yard for 
both sexes, and the female day-room is on the first floor. 

Dietary, 6 d. for males and 5 \d. for females. Petty sessions 
fortnightly. Registry, committals, and transmittals regular. 

The local inspector visits, but seldom makes any entry. The 
governor of the county gaol inspects this and the other bride- 
wells from time to time.

The reduction in the aggregate of prisoners confined in this 
gaol has been steadily progressive, and this condition of things, 
when contrasted with the pressure upon the accommodation 
which existed in former years, affords matter for congratulation 
and for hopefulness. In June, 1849, when the demoralization 
caused by the famine had attained its highest point, the total 
had reached the fearful sum of 7S0 ; but even, if we take the 
numbers in custody on the corresponding days during the 
three preceding years, when the above influence had ceased to 
operate, we shall find the diminution unfailing and normal

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The commitments, especially of workhouse offenders and of 
vagrants — two classes from which a large section of prison — 
population had hitherto been derived — have declined in a 
greater ratio ; and it is much to the credit of the discipline 
maintained by the authorities here that the re-commitments Gaol. 
exhibit a yet more favourable proportion. The juveniles also 
share in this decrease — an important consideration, as showing 
that the sources and causes of crime have experienced an 
effective check. There were two males and nine females under 
sentence of transportation, and two males and seven females 
under that of penal servitude. The general commitments 
during the past year stand thus: — Males, 635; females, 279. 
Be-commitments — males, once, 7 ; twice, 6 ; three times, 3 ; 
four times and upwards, 1 females, once, 6 ; twice, 3 ; three 
times, 3 ; four times and upwards, 1. Greatest number in gaol 
at one time during the past year — males, 120; females, 78. 

Average — males, 9 1 % if 1 females, 6 1 § jj. 

The building throughout was in good repair, thoroughly 
clean, well ventilated, and fully furnished with bedding. It 
would be advisable, both as a sanitary and economical measure, 
to adopt the use of sheets, the more so as coarse linen is manu- 
factured here. A well, twenty feet in depth, had been nearly 
completed by the labour of the prisoners, so as to insure an 
ample supply of water at all seasons for general purposes, and 
for flushing the sewers. The locks were in good order, under 
the charge of one of the turnkeys, who is a locksmith by trade 
—the risk of intrusting them to any tradesman outside the 
walls being thus avoided. 

There are lavatories attached to each wing, and wash-yards, 
in the latter of which it is purposed to erect baths as soon 
as the eave-gutters, which are about to be applied, are com- 
pleted. .„ 

The storage is excellent, consisting of four rooms, artmcially 
heated, which contain all prison requisites. The drying-room 
is fitted with clinker windows, so as to establish a thorough 
draught in dry weather, and with a stove for use in the cold and 
wet seasons. The laundry is of sufficient size ; but it w ould 
be desirable to fit the washing-troughs with partitions, in order 
to prevent communication. 

Classification among the males is observed according to the 
prescriptions of the Prisons’ Act — the meals being taken apart 
and the boys are kept in separate cells ; but the females are 
merely divided according to character. 

The accommodation consists of 132 cells for the males (an 
aggregate exceeding considerably their present total), 34 of 
which (two wings) are heated with pipes, and of 32 cells 
(besides a shed), 24 of which are similarly provided, for the 
females. The latter, at the time of my inspection, amounted 
to 52 ; but if the “ Government prisoners,” i.e., those sentenced 
to transportation and penal servitude, be deducted, there would 
remain but 36 to be disposed of. By heating, therefore, the 
8 other cells allocated to them, and by erecting water-closets 
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d?stSct at ^ ie enc ^ s corr ^ ors > complete “ separation,” the only 

J^ CT ' system which has been found to operate deterrently upon pri- 
Ctmnty of soners of this sex, could he established at a very trifling out- 
(mrfTmZ ig) lay. an| i their numbers diminished, so as to bring them within 
Gaol. the capacity of the present accommodation. Indeed, the ex- 
tension of it to the males, thus embracing the whole prison, 
would be practicable, at a comparatively inconsiderable cost; 
and I am the more disposed to submit this proposition to the 
local authorities from the conviction which I entertain, in com- 
mon with my colleague, that the best reformatory results 
might be expected from the very efficient staff, and the expe- 
rienced and energetic Board, to which the administration of 
this most creditable institution is intrusted.

The above schedules exhibit the amount of industrial 
works. The manufacture of flax, in particular, affords a 
great variety of . employment, and is peculiarly suitable to 
females. 

The total of net profit produced by articles disposed of out- 
side the gaol amounted, in 1852, to £64 2s. 7 d., and in 1853 
to £113 135. 4 d. Punitive labour is carried into effect by the 
tread-wheel, the crank-mill, and shot-drill. 

Educational instruction is given daily to the males by the 
turnkeys, in classes, there being no schoolmaster. I was happy 
to find a written testimony, on the part of the Roman Catholic 
chaplain, to the improvement of some of the pupils. It would 
be very convenient if here, as in many of the best conducted 
prisons, the chaplains were to hold an examination, at unex- 
pected periods, so as to ascertain the accuracy of the entries in 
the registry of progress. 

Dietary and Contracts. — Breakfast — Males — 8 oz. of oat- 
meal, with half a pint of new milk. Females — 7 oz. of oat- 
meal, with half a pint of new milk. 

Dinner — Males — 14 oz. of brown bread, with one pint of 
skim milk, .or the same of gruel. Females — 12 oz. of brown 
bread, with f pint of skim milk, or the same of gruel.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which, it is 
stated, are regularly inspected by the chaplains ; but it would 
be more satisfactory if, at each visit, the chaplain on duty were 
to record his approbation, or the contrary.

All the intern officers, with the exception of the governor 
and deputy-governor, receive daily 2 lbs. of bread and 2 pints 
of new milk. Among the turnkeys there are six handicrafts- 
men, viz., a tailor, a shoemaker, a weaver, a carpenter, a smith, 
and a painter.

Registry, committals, 
and transmittals regular. A visitor’s book is required. The 
local inspector visits from time to time. Dietary, 4 \d. for 
both sexes. The defects of the existing bridewell have been so 
often made the subject of comment, that the Grand Jury pre- 
sented a sum of £500 for, the construction of a new one in con- 
junction with a courthouse , and accordingly apian, embracing the 
two buildings, was referred to my colleague and myself, for our 
report under the 20th section of the Prisons’ Act. The design 
of the latter building does not fall within our cognizance, but 
we regret that the proposed accommodation in the bridewell, 
consisting as it does of only one cell for each sex, is so mani- 
festly inadequate, that we are unable to certify it for the 
.approval of the Lord Lieutenant.

And if the latter sum he compared with the aggregate con- 
fined on the 16th of June, 1851, namely, 1,035 (the highest 
fio-ure which appears in the register), the social improvement 
of the county is very remarkable. Vagrancy and workhouse 
offences, in particular, have experienced a considerable decline, 
a further test of amelioration. The re-committals also are less 
in proportion ; but the general diminution of criminals is found 
to exist more, among adult males than the juveniles of this sex 
or the females. The number of commitments during the past 
year stands thus — males, 2,309 ; females, 1,010. Ite-commit- 
ments — males, 126 ; females, 40. The greatest number in gaol 
at one time during the past year — males, 312; females, 151. 
Average — males, 231J; do. females, 120J. There were 10 
female convicts under sentence of transportation ; 21 males 
and 1 1 females under that of penal servitude, who, as well as 
the lunatics, amounting to 1 4, press heavily on the accommo- 
dation at the disposal of the authorities.

The above tabular return of the dimensions of the cells and 
day-rooms in the different sections of the whole building shows 
that it would be practicable, at a comparatively small outlay, 
to establish the “separate system,” as a large proportion of the 
cells contain a sufficient number of cubic feet of air, and are 
lighted and ventilated in such a manner as to render them 
applicable to this form of prison discipline ; many of the day- 
rooms, also, would thus, in the event of this alteration being • 
carried out, be available for division into two cells each. By 
adopting, therefore, the means of artificial heating, by erecting 
..water-closets and stalled lavatories at the end of the corridors, 
and by adding partitions to the troughs in the laundry, the 
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South advantages of “separation” might be extended at least to the 
Di stric t. females, and to the male .juveniles, who have justly become the 
County of object of anxious consideration, not only to those who are 
{South Ridfng) charged with the administration of gaols, but to the legislature. 

Gaol. There are, besides, dormitories both for males and females, which 
could be turned to account as store-rooms and apartments for 
turnkeys, who at present occupy cells in the respective classes. 

The building was very clean throughout, and adequately 
supplied with bedding. Water, which is raised by the tread- 
wheel, is conducted to every yard, and is applied to flushing 
the sewers. There are lavatories in each section of the house 
of correction, but not in the old gaol, in which buckets are 
issued to the prisoners for their personal washing. 

The lock-up is attended nightly by the governor and deputy- 
governor, and a patrol is maintained by two turnkeys on guard, 
who relieve each other, and whose circuits are measured by 
three tell-tale clocks — penalties being imposed for any irregu- 
larity in time. 

The punishments during the last twelve months amounted 
to 115, all but one having been inflicted by the authority ol the 
Governor.

Educational instruction is given to juveniles, only for two 
hours daily, by a turnkey, wlio has been appointed to act in 
this capacity, though not regularly trained. The registry of 
progress is defective in form, the names of the pupils not being 
given, and there being no headings by which their advance 
from month to month can be ascertained. It would be very 
desirable if the chaplains were to examine the scholars from 
time to time, so as to test the accuracy of the entries made by 
the teachers. 

Dietary and Contracts. — Breakfast. — 1st Class — 8 oz. of oat- 
meal in stirabout, and half a pint of new milk. 2nd Class — 7 
oz. of oatmeal in stirabout, and half a pint of new milk. 

Dinner. — 1st Class — 14 oz. of household bread, and one pint 
of new milk. To prisoners sentenced to one month and under, 

1 oz. of oatmeal in gruel, in lieu of milk. 2nd Class — 12 oz. of 
household bread, and three-quarters of a pint of new milk. 
To prisoners sentenced to one month and under, same as 
1st Class. 

Contracts. — Bread, per 4 lbs., 7 id . ; oatmeal, per cwt., 
16s. 6ci ; meat, per lb., 5 Id. ; new milk, per gallon, b\d. ; salt, 
per stone, 2d. 

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are 
regularly inspected, not only by the chaplains, but by the local 
inspector, the governor, and deputy-governor.

None of the officers receive gaol rations; but in consequence 
of the unusually high prices of provisions, an extra money allow- 
ance is granted by the Board, at each meeting : a very prudent 
and just arrangement. 

Officers' Visits. — Local inspector, 306; surgeon, & c., 354; 
Protestant chaplain, 154 ; Homan Catholic do., 132. 

Books and Accounts. — The forms prescribed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench are observed here, and are kept with accuracy 
in general; but I. found that the Gate-porter’s Book, which 
constitutes a most important check, both in matters of dis- 
cipline and finance, was defective, and the exceptional cases of 
diet in the Abstract of Daily Consumption were not recorded. 
I have full confidence, however, that there will be no recur- 
rence of these omissions, which can be easily guarded against. 
The total cost of the gaol, including dietary, salaries, &c., for 
the last three years, was as follows: — 1851, £5,412 15s. 5d . ; 
1852, £4,635 2s. 8 d . ; 1853, £4,573 8s. 6d. 

Hospitals. — There are hospitals for each sex, both in a most 
creditable condition of cleanliness. The accommodation for 
the males is very extensive ; and even in the event of an 
epidemic, which is happily improbable in this well-ordered 
prison, would be amply sufficient to meet all requirements. 
That for the females is quite adequate for its ordinary inmates. 
There were but four patients of the former sex, and three of 
the latter. There were, however, no less than eight male 
lunatics, and six females, with regard to whose removal I made 
an urgent representation to the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums, 
and I received from them the assurance of relief as soon as 
vacancies should arise.

It is with much pleasure that I call attention to the returns 
of the total numbers confined here on the corresponding day -of 
four successive years, as an indication of the great and progres- 
sive improvement which has taken place; — May 20, 1851, 895 ; 
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1852, 262; 1853, 162; 1854, 109. Again, if we examine the 
classes from which gaol population is ordinarily recruited, we 
shall find results equally favourable : —

Offences connected with violence have generally experienced 
a great reduction ; and drunkenness, also a fertile source of 
crime, exhibits a decline. On the other hand it is to be ob- 
served, that this diminution affects the males only, and chiefly 
the adults— the females presenting, in the schedule furnished 
on the day of inspection, the rare exception of an excess in 
number over those of the other sex — an evil, doubtless, attri- 
butable to the want of accommodation, which excludes the 
only discipline applicable to females— namely, the ‘-separate 
system,” for they are exempt from the tread-wheel and shot- 
drill, punishments which have operated as successful deterrents 
upon the re-committals of male vagrants and workhouse 
offenders. The number of commitments during the past year- 
males, 170; females, 115. Re-commitments — males, 51; 

females, 48. Greatest number in gaol at one time — males, 86; 
females, 71. Average males, 69 ; average females, 5 ljff. 

The building was in good repair, and the ventilation suffi- 
cient. Some windows, however, in the quarter allocated to 
untried males, and also in the ground tier of the female cells, 
require enlargement. The supply of water is ample; but the 
sewers are defective, it being necessary to remove the soil from 
time to time, and to apply peat charcoal. The cells were very 
clean and free from damp, and fully furnished with beds and 
bedding. . 

The accommodation consists of 64 cells for male criminals, 
which, by the sub-division of some of them, might be increased 
to the number of 70, and of 16 cells and a loft for females, of 
whom there were no less than 12 under sentences of transporta-

tion or penal servitude. There are, besides, 2 solitary cells, 6 
day-rooms, and 9 yards. There is but one yard for debtors 
of both classes, a day-room and a bed-room being assigned to 
each. 

The laundry, drying-room, and mangling-room, are sufficient. 
There is only one wooden bath or trough in which the prisoners 
are washed on their admission, and once a week during the 
summer. 

Classification is maintained carefully with regard to the males 
when their numbers admit of due division ; but the condition 
of the female department is such as not only to preclude any 
hope of improvement, but to lead inevitably to further debase- 
ment. 

Meals are taken in the day-rooms. There is a patrol of 
watchmen at night ; but the check of a tell-tale clock is wanting 
for the purpose of ascertaining the regularity of their circuits. 
The punishments, which amounted only to eight, were for slight 
offences, and all inflicted by the authority of the governor.

It will be observed that the males are partially employed in 
washing ; but in consequence of the great diminution of their 
numbers, the industrial profits are proportionably lowered. 

Punitive labour is carried out by shot-drill and the tread- 
wheel. Educational instruction is given for one hour daily to 
each of three classes of the males, and the schoolmaster appears 
to be anxious and energetic. The registry of progress does not 
show a synopsis' of the gradual advance of the scholars ; and 
when it is amended in this particular, it would be desirable that 
the chaplains, to whom the by-laws assign the duty of superin- 
tending the schools, should test from time to time the accuracy 
of the entries of improvement. 

The assistant matron teaches the females daily for two hours, 
hut does not keep a registry.

General Observations. 

In all that relates to mere administration — in cleanliness, 
order, and industry — this gaol presents a very favourable aspect, 
which renders it the more to be regretted that the defect of 
the building prevents a complete development of all the advan- 
tages of improved prison discipline. 

These defects have been so often the subject of comment in 
the reports of the Inspectors-General from time to time, and of 
conflicting opinions as to the best mode of remedy on the part 
of the local authorities, that it is unnecessary to dwell upon 
them; nor do I venture to throw any suggestion, having 
learned with great pleasure that a committee of high intelli- 
gence and experience, representing both the county and city 
gaols, has been formed for the purpose of taking into consid- 
eration the policy of amalgamating the two establishments, as it 
appears to he practicable, by an alteration and extension of the 
two buildings, which adjoin each other, to provide, at a com- 
paratively small cost, accommodation for the probable aggregate 
of prisoners to be committed hereafter from both jurisdictions. 
It is presumed that the legislature will be disposed to grant 
additional facilities for arranging and giving effect to the terms of 
union and of contribution to the common expenditure ; and, in the 
event of such aid being afforded, I cannot refrain from express- 
ing the hope that the committee will decide upon recommending

for females, i§d. Petty sessions fixed to be held fornightly, 
but fail sometimes from non-attendance. 1 regretted to find 
that sentences to short imprisonment are sometimes carried 
out in this bridewell, which is illegal. 

Dungcirvan. — In excellent order, and well supplied with' 
bedding, blankets, and all necessaries. Number of commit- 
ments greatly reduced ; only three males and two females at 
the time of inspection. Registry and committals correct. 
Dietary, Qd. males, 3 \d. females. The eve-shoots and water- 
tanks, referred to in the last report, have been put up, and a 
small and very necessary addition to the keeper’s apartments 
is in course of construction. The local inspector and local 
magistrates frequently visit.

The committals and re-committals of male adults and of 
juveniles exhibit some improvement; but among the females 
there is, I regret to state, no appearance of amelioration; 
vagrancy is happily declining ; but, on the other hand, drunk- 
enness is rather on the increase. 

The commitments during the past year were — males, 783 ; 
females, 711. Re-commitments — males, 62 ; females, 86. 

Greatest number in gaol at one time during the past year- 
males, 38 ; females, 59 ; average males, 25 ; do. females, 40. 

This is, undoubtedly, a condition of things to bo deplored, 
but not to be wondered at, when we take into consideration the 
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defects of construction, especially in the house of correction, 
and the anomalous constitution of the two. establishments, which 
are apart, but not separate, an inconvenience which cannot be j 
overrated. Thus schooling . and industrial employment are j 
carried out in the house of correction, while the hospital for 
both sexes is situate in the gaol, the- females being exclusively 
confined in the former. Again, I found that the chaplains do 
not make any entry of their inspection of provisions ; nor, as I 
was given to understand, do they consider themselves bound to 
celebrate divine service, &c., at the house of correction, as they 
discharge both duties at the gaol. X think it unnecessary, how- 
ever, to go into any further detail, the subject having been 
exhausted by my colleague and myself, as well as by our prede- 
cessors, of the innumerable disadvantages arising from the nature 
of the buildings and the mode of administration ; and I confine ; 
myself to the statement that cleanliness and order are main- 
tained in both, and that an attempt is made to approximate, as 
far as is practicable, to classification of the females, by sub- 
division, according to character, and by the separation of the tried 
from the untried, whenever the reduction of the number of the 
males places a portion of their .accommodation at the disposal of 
the authorities. This arrangement is, nevertheless, a mere 
make-shift, and as none of the cells are fit for “ separate 
confinement,” it is impossible to expect any deterrent effect 
under the system now unavoidably pursued — the re-committals 
being chiefly derived from the constant return of prostitutes 

and drunkards. . • 

There were seven female convicts, but no males nor lunatics 
of either sex. The punishments were not numerous, and all 
were inflicted by the authority of the governor.

Some activity in maintaining industry is displayed in the 
.house of correction, the governor of which appears to be a 
zealous and painstaking officer. Schooling is given to bo 
sexes for one hour daily, and at other times according to ie 
exigencies of the prison. The registry of progress is care- 
fully kept, but does not sufficiently show the graduated 
advance of the pupils. There are no by-laws in force here, 
by which, as in the county gaol, the chaplains are required to 
superintend the school-instruction of the prisoners.

General Observations. 



It is but justice to the local authorities to state that they are 
fully sensible of the evils which I have touched upon above;

with economy and general policy — which, if carried out, will 
enable the two jurisdictions to maintain a joint establishment 
at a less cost than the amount of the sums now levied upon ;

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Although the schedule :of averages for several years, pub- 
lished in the Annual Report of the Inspectors -General for 
the ye&r 1853, shows that the decrease of prisoners here has 
been less than in any gaol in the kingdom, except one, yet a 
Comparison of the members confined on the days corresponding 
With that- on which the inspection was held in the three pre- 
ceding years, attests' a considerable ahd progressive diminution,

Crime, also, of all kinds, is on the decline, except drunken- 
ness, which, I lament to learn, is gradually resuming its sway. 
The aggregate of female criminals is still observed to maintain 
its former disproportion ; and the male juveniles are found to 
return in spite of the punitive discipline which they undergo. 
Perhaps a reduction in the diet of those between the ages of 
10 and 15 years to the scale adopted in the poor-law unions, 
would prove effective in abating this evil, particularly if com- 
bined with shot-drill, and complete separation ; they being now 
thrown together, during the prosecution of their various trades, 
in almost unrestricted association, which necessarily leads to 
the worst consequences, and had caused an escape very shortly 
before my visit. 

The number of commitments during the past year was as 
follows:— Males, 403; females, 248. Re-commitments— males, 
27; females, 11. The greatest number in gaol at one time 
during the past year — males, 121 ; females, 83. Average — 
males, 88 ;. females, 67. 

; One male and three females were u-nder sentence Oi trans- 
portation ; and ten males and eight females under that of penal 
servitude. The lunatics were four males and one female. 

The gaol was clean throughput, in sound repair, and suffi- 
ciently furnished with bedding. The supply of water is ade- 
quate,, there being pumps in every yard; but the cesspools 
are so constructed as to render it necessary to carry the Soil 
through the building when they are cleansed. At Londonderry 
and elsewhere, the privies are fitted with movable troughs, on 
wheels, and are thus emptied every morning at an early hour. 
Some of the locks are very had, but new ones have been par- 
tially supplied ; the doors and door-frames, also, in the new 
male prison, are- insecure, and it was submitted to me that 
without a swing-bar the safe custody of the prisoners - could 
scarcely be established. If, however, the separate system were 
fully carried out, the constant presence of a turnkey on duty 
(which is required by the 3rd and 4th Victoria, cap. 44), would 
afford an effectual protection against escape or outbreak. 

The accommodation for males consists of 72 cells in the new 
building, and 24 in the old (two of which latter -are double), 
besides 2 single and 2 double’cells in another quarter pand for 
females, : of 50 new : cells, and 18 old (four being double), as 
well as of a loft, which at-present is set apart for those who are 
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nursing 4 children. If, therefore, there should be no increase in 
the average daily number of prisoners, which may be fairly 
presumed, and if the “ government prisoners” and lunatics 
were withdrawn, there would he ample means for enforcing 
“ separation” stringently, and the further requirements for 
effecting this desirable object might be obtained at a very 
moderate expense ; for it is much to be regretted, that when so 
important an advance has already been made, the system should 
not be completed in its integrity. 

Water-closets, for instance, are wanting in the new male 
wing, which contains 72 cells, and in the female quarter, com- 
prising 50 new cells. Separate stalls or compartments are also 
indispensable for maintaining non-communication, as far as pos- 
sible, during all the operations of punitive or industrial labour, 
including washing in the laundry. The drying-room, hitherto 
unavailable, is about to be brought into use ; and it would be 
advantageous if the stone-quarry, which is no longer worked, 
were filled in and levelled, so as to afford a large space for ex- 
ercise. There are no baths, and no fumigating-room, although 
both are very conducive to health and cleanliness. 

The punishments amounted to 36, all but four having been 
inflicted by the authority of the governor.

Some activity prevails in the industrial department, which is 
maintained chiefly with a view of supplying the demands of 
intern consumption ; the total of net profit produced by 
articles disposed of outside the gaol having been — for the year 
1852, £72 12s.; and for 1853, £29 11a. 

School instruction' is given to the males during the whole 
day, there being a division into several classes. The pupils are 
almost entirely juveniles, except a few adults, who are already 
proficient and desirous of learning. They are occasionally ex- 
amined by the Local Inspector, and some very good specimens 
of advancement in writing were produced to me in support of 
the correctness of the entries in the registry of progress, which 
is carefully kept. I lament to say that there is no provision at 
present for teaching the females, nor is there much room for 
hopes of success in this useful branch, an assistant-matron 
having been advertised for to fulfil the anomalous duties of 
schoolmistress and superintendent of lunatics. 
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Dietary and Contracts. — The net cost of dietary, per day, 
for each prisoner on the above day, and on the corresponding 
days in the three preceding years, stands thus: — July 26th, 
1851, 2d. ; 1852, 2 \d. ; 1853, 2d. ; 1854, 3 id.

Females confined one month and under. — Breakfast — 7 oz. of 
Indian meal, in stirabout, and one pint buttermilk. Dinner — 
14 oz. barley and rye bread, and £ pint oatmeal gruel. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., white, 2 £d. ; brown, 2 \d. ; barley 
and rye, l^r/. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 17s. ; Indian meal, per cwt., 
12s. ; meat, per lb., 6c/. ; new milk, per gallon, 6cZ. ; buttermilk, 
per gallon, 3d. ; salt, per stone, 2\d. 

There were no complaints of the provisions, which appeared 
to be unexceptionable, and which are regularly inspected. 

Books and Accounts. — The books and the forms prescribed 
by the Court of Queen’s Bench are kept with neatness and 
accuracy. There are, besides, some very useful checks upon 
the pass-books, and a registry, in which the presence of eacli 
turnkey, and his fitness for duty or the contrary, are entered. 
The hospital dietary is initialed by the medical officer. The 
total cost of the gaol for the last three years was —

The Board, which is a very competent one, meets monthly 
for the transaction of general business. The accounts are 
settled quarterly, including contracts, bills, and the salaries of 
the intern officers. With regard to the latter, monthly pay- 
ments would, doubtless, improve their position, particularly 
during the continuance of the high prices of all the necessaries 
of life.

The sewers tolerable, but no 
water, the pump being out of order. The bedding worn ; the 
flagging very bad, and the whole building in want of repair and 
painting. The doors, also, were very unsafe, and an escape 
(into the circumstances Of which an inquiry had been held by 
the local magistrates) had taken place precisely in the quarter 
commented upon in my last report. By adding bars to the 
window of the water-closet in the court-house, and by bevelling 
down the window-stools, comparative security would be ob- 
tained: There is no female yard for air and exercise, but a 

mere strip of ground containing the privy ; nor is there due 
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separation between the cells allocated to the different sexes ; 

some of them being unfit for occupation, as the windows look into — 

the street, and afford opportunities for communication with 

those outside. Registry and committals correct ; but prisoners e ZfL ' 

are sometimes lodged here under warrants, and removed with- Bridewells. 

out any committals having been obtained, an illegal practice, 

and one which might give rise to very serious difficulties. The 

local inspector is frequent in his visits. 

New Ross. — Three females ; 113 in the last quarter. The Ne 'v Ross, 
house tolerably clean, and the bedding sufficient. There is an 
ample supply of w T ater. There are no sewers, but the cesspools 
can be cleansed backwards, without passing- through the build- 
ing. The female quarter is quite inadequate ; and I regretted 
to find that a presentment for improving it, as well as for other 
objects, had not been acted upon. Dietary, for males, 6d . ; 
females, 5 d. Petty sessions held every fortnight, and trans- 
mittals shortly afterwards. The registry and committals regular. 

The local inspector visits very rarely.

There has been also a proportionate decline in offences of 
all kinds, except vagrancy and drunkenness, neither of which 
can fairly be attributed to destitution, for the increasing pros- 
perity of the county generally, and the steady employment of 
the working classes, forbid such a conclusion ; indeed, intem- 
perance in this locality would appear to proceed rather from 
the opposite cause, namely, the free circulation of money ; the 
demand for labour at the mines, &c., being considerable. The 
reduction, however, in the numbers, applies to the males alone, 
and does not extend to the females, who, I regret to say, main- 
tain an excess easily accounted for by the wholly inadequate 
accommodation which still exists here, but which is about to 
be improved ; a presentment for this purpose to the extent of 
£500 having been passed. 

The commitments during the past year were — males, 385 ; 
females, 193. Re-commitments — males, 94 ; females , eighty- 
five. The greatest number in gaol at one time during the past 
year — males, 64 ; females, 44. Average — males, 43 ; females, 
37. There were four males and five females under sentence of 
penal servitude, and three of the latter under that of transpor- 
tation. There were also no less than seven lunatics of the same 
sex, whose presence presses very unduly upon the limited 
space afforded by the quarter assigned to them. The removal, 
however, of these unhappy beings, which is expected to be 
shortly carried out, will render several cells available. It is 
proposed to adapt fifteen of these for putting the separate 
system into operation, by supplying them with hot air and the 
other statutable requirements; and the sum referred to above 
is to be expended in the construction of a new day-room (the 
existing one being about to be converted into cells), and of a 
laundry, which is much needed, and which it -would be advisable 
to divide into compartments for washing, so as to maintain 
throughout the principle of non-communication. I was happy 
to learn that it is intended to furnish the tread-wheel with 
partitions, and to erect stalls for the intervals of rest, as the 
males, though confined in single cells regularly certified are 
not subjected to the system in its integrity, but are associated, 
to their great detriment, particularly in the case of the juve- 
niles, during the periods of industrial as well as of punitive 
labour. 

The building throughout was in sound repair, well ventilated, 
and supplied with a sufficiency of good water for the baths, 
lavatories, and privies — the well having been lately sunk to a 
greater depth. The bedding and prison clothing were also 
ample in quantity, and the locks secure, a contract having been 
entered into with a smith to keep them in working order. 
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1 The classification of the males, as stated before, falls but 
little short of “separation;” but that of the females, as may be 
perceived by the frequency of re-commitments, is very imper- 
fect and ineffective, consisting merely of a division into two 
bodies rather than classes, the tried and untried being inter- 
mixed. 

The punishments amounted to one hundred since the 1st 
of January. The deputy-governor always attends the lock-up, 
and the governor frequently; and an officer patrols during 
the night through the halls and corridors, but there is no tell- 
tale clock to measure the interval of the circuits.

The foregoing schedule shows the small amount of industrial 
employment which can be sustained here, after deducting the 
sick, those engaged in the necessary prison duties, (including 
attendance upon the lunatics), and those sentenced to hard 
labour. There are no regularly trained handicraftsmen among 
the turnkeys ; but one of them is capable of teaching the rudi- 
ments of tailoring, and another those of shoemaking. 

Educational instruction is given by the turnkeys to the males 
in the chapel, (which is divided into stalls) for two hours daily ; 
and I was gratified to find that some of those who had been 
confined for long periods had made a considerable advance. 
The females, also, receive the same amount of schooling — both 
the matron and deputy-matron being competent to instruct. 
The registry of progress is now well kept; but it would be 
advantageous if the chaplains or other superior officers of the 
gaol would examine the prisoners from time to time, in order 
to test the accuracy of the entries.
